INTRODUCTION. 


'^'HIS    is  not  the  place  for  a  detailed  history  of  Parish  Registers,' 
Vlr     but  a  sketch  of  the  main  features  of  the  subject  may  be  accept- 
able to  some  of  the  members  of  the  Thoresby  Society. 

Although  a  few  Parish  Registers  are  reported  (more  or  less  correctly) 
as  commencing  prior  to  1538,  that  year  is  the  date  of  CromwelFs 
order  for  their  institution.  The  early  volumes  are  generally  copies 
from  temporary  notes,  and  the  entries  from  about  1640  to  1660  are 
often  incomplete  and  confused.  The  first  fact  is  shewn  by  the  regu- 
larity of  the  handwriting  for  certain  separate  periods,  and  the  second 
was  caused  by  the  neglect  and  insufficient  custody  from  which  the 
books  suffered  during  part  of  the  troublous  period  referred  to.  The 
restoration  of  the  Monarchy  marked  also  the  restoration  of  these 
priceless  documents  to  the  custody  of  the  clergy,  and  for  a  time  matters 
were  considerably  improved ;  yet  during  the  reign  of  William  III.  it 
became  necessary  for  Parliament  to  check  the  carelessness  of  some  of 
the  clergy,  and  the  Act  passed  at  this  time  also  imposed  a  tax  upon 
entries  in  Parish  Registers.  In  1753,  Lord  Hardwicke's  Marriage  Act 
was  passed,  and  it  is  still  in  force.  In  1783,  a  tax  was  again  levied 
on  every  entry  in  Parish  Registers,  which  was  repealed  in  1794.  Rose's 
Act,  1812  (52  George  III.,  c.  146),  and  the  Registration  Act  of  1836, 
are  the  two  chief  results  of  this  century's  legislation  in  the  matter. 
The  ultimate  tendency  of  these  changes  has  been  towards  uniformity, 
certainty  of  entry,  and  the  safe  preservation  of  the  records.  During 
part  of  the  Commonwealth  period,  marriages  were  contracted  before 
Justices,  after  the  banns  had  been  published  in  church,  chapel,  or 
market-place. 

In  1678,  it  was  enacted,  for  the  benefit  of  the  home  woollen  trade, 
that   all    persons   buried   should    be  wrapped    in   woollen   fabrics,  and

entries  certifying  compliance  with  the  order  are  commonly  met  with 
in  the  Registers.  At  certain  periods  a  considerate  clergy  entered  the 
dates  of  birth  of  such  children  of  Nonconformist  parents  as  were  not 
baptized  at  the  Parish  Church,  thus  enabling  us  to  trace  the  descent 
of  many  families  whose  pedigrees  would  have  been  lost  had  we  pos- 
sessed only  the  fragmentary  Registers  kept  by  the  various  Dissenting 
denominations.  Most  of  the  surviving  Nonconformist  Registers  are 
now  collected  at  Somerset  House.  The  local  ones  would  be  of 
interest  to  the  Thoresby  Society,  should  some  London  member  have 
opportunity  to  transcribe  them. 

By  the  indulgence  of  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens,  and  by  the 
ever-ready  help  of  the  Registrar  (Mr.  Warren),  the  Thoresby  Society 
has  been  enabled  to  copy  a  large  portion  of  the  Leeds  Parish  Registers, 
the  permission  being  granted  for  all  the  volumes  dating  down  to  1750. 
This  is,  of  course,  a  work  which  will  occupy  a  considerable  time, 
although  much  has  been  done.  When  completed,  it  will  be  an  in- 
valuable contribution  of  material  for  the  history  of  the  city  and  parish. 
From  the  commencement  of  the  Registers  down  to  the  present  date 
(1892)  there  are  about  186  volumes,  but  the  first  12  volumes  contain 
the  portion  which  the  Society  has  in  hand  at  present. 

A  list  of  these  12  volumes  will  perhaps  be  of  interest,  and  will  serve 
to  show  the  progress  of  the  printed  work  during  coming  years : —

Either  one  or  two  of  the  earliest  volumes  have  been  lost  to  Leeds. 
Thoresby  used  them,  and  they  may  possibly  be  yet  found  in  some  old 
library.  There  is  now  little  danger  of  loss  of  any  part  of  the  Registers. 
Probably  no  Parish  Registers  in  England  are  better  protected  from 
theft  and  damp.  They  are  preserved  in  a  large  strong-room  in  the 
vestry  of  the  Parish  Church. 

The  transcribers  have  taken  great  pains  to  secure  accuracy.  The 
transcript  has  in  most  portions  been  collated  with  the  original,  and  all 
the  printed  proofs  have  been  corrected  by  comparison  with  the  original. 
Many  of  the  abbreviations  have  been  retained.  The  only  ones  which 
call  for  explanation  are  probably  the  following  : — 

Jo.  for  "John."  ^  for  •'  er,"  as  Pe?  for  •*  Peter." 

Xpo.  for  "  Christopher."  -  for  m  or  n  omitted,  as  Ada  for  "Adam." 

p  for  '*  per,"  as  Coup  for  **  Couper."  *"  for  some  letters  omitted. 

e  for  "  es,"  as  Leed^  for  "  Leedes." 

If  any  corroborative  evidence  were  needed  to  shew  the  injustice 
and  inconvenience  which  would  have  resulted  from  the  late  scheme  for 
centralizing  Parish  Registers  in  London,^  this  present  publication,  and 
similar  ones  which  have  appeared  of  late  years,  would  furnish  it.  It 
would  have  been  impossible  for  the  Thoresby  Society  to  copy  and  print 
these  Registers  had  the  originals  been  in  London.  Remaining  where 
they  are,  a  little  band  of  willing  workers,  living  on  the  spot,  are  able  to 
devote  a  certain  amount  of  leisure  time  to  the  labour,  and  they  feel 
their  exertions  to  be  abundantly  rewarded  by  the  appreciation  of  the 
other  members  of  the  Society.  To  have  employed  a  record  agent  to  do 
the  same  work  in  London  would  have  cost  scores  of  pounds. 

The  first  book  was  transcribed  as  stated  at  the  end  thereof;  and 
the  second  book  has  been  transcribed  as  follows : — Baptisms :  Messrs. 
Wheater,  Lumb,  and  Margerison ;  Marriages :  Messrs.  Wheater  and 
Lumb;  Burials:  Messrs.  Margerison  and  Denison.  The  printed  copy 
has  been  checked  with  the  original  Registers,  and  the  books  seen 
through  the  press  by  Messrs.  Lumb  and  Denison. 

The  laborious  work  of  compiling  the  Index  has  been  kindly  per- 
formed by  the  Rev.  Edward  Cookson,  M.A.,  Marlesford  House,  Ipswich, 
a  member  of  an  old  Leeds  family ;  and  many  thanks  are  due  to  him 
therefor.

(i)  Thoresby  writes  in  his  Diary,  12th  Nov.,  1679: — "At  the  funeral  of  my  cousin  Robert 
Qoudesley,  who  lived  to  a  good  old  age  and  died  happily  ;  he  much  lamented  the  death  of  my  dear 
father,  and  though  weak  came  to  comfort  me,  and  when  urged  to  take  gloves  refused,  saying  he 
should  be  hearty  sorry  to  live  so  long  in  this  world  as  to  wear  them.  Oh,  happy  men,  that  thus  die 
in  the  Lord."  Joseph  Hunter  adds  as  a  note  to  this  passage  :— "  Thoresby 's  grandmother  was  of  this 
family  ;  and  the  editor  of  this  Diary  would  be  permitted  to  add  that  by  descent  from  the  Cloudesleys 
he  can  claim  for  himself  a  distant  consanguinity  with  the  Topographer  of  Leeds."  Oliver  Heywood 
records : — "  Robert  Cloudesley,  of  Leeds,  an  ancient  Churchman,  an  active,  useful  man  in  his  time, 
died  presently  after  Mr.  Thoresby,  his  good  friend,  Nov.,  1679,  aged  84."

England,"  against  the  batlifis  of  Hull  and  Beverley.  Roland  Eastbume  afterwards  raised  the  same 
claim,  and  in  1594  ^^  headed  hus  townsmen  against  one  Edward  More,  of  Lancaster,  and  claimed  a 
free  passage  over  Colne  Bridge.  This  opposition  to  toll  the  Leeds  men  pursued  very  determinedly. 
The  year  after,  Henry  Moxon  and  Ralph  Wade  had  a  trial  with  Robert  Tubbe,  deputy  of  the 
Countess  of  Rutland,  who  demanded  tolls  for  passing  and  repassing  through  Rutland  town  and 
wapontake.  The  year  after  that  there  was  another  trial,  in  which  James  Mylncs,  of  Leeds,  opposed 
the  Mayor,  commonalty,  and  citizens  of  London,  and  John  Rus<;ell. — W.W.

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PREFACE. 

TlYfTjHEN  the  scheme  for  the  issue  of  Publications 
by  the  Thoresby  Society  was  first  discussed,  it 
was  decided  to  group  the  shorter  literary  contributions 
in  separate  volumes,  under  the  title  "Miscellanea." 
The  first  of  these  is  now  presented  to  the  members ; 
and  although  a  considerable  portion  of  its  contents  is 
material  for  history  rather  than  history  itself,  the 
book,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  of  genuine  and  permanent 
use  to  the  student  of  the  antiquities  of  the  district,  and 
will  not  prove  devoid  of  interest  to  the  general 
reader. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  the  various 
contributors,  and  also  to  the  Rev.  Edward  Cookson, 
who  has  been  good  enough  to  undertake  the  arduous 
task  of  indexing  the  volume.  It  is,  of  course,  under- 
stood that  each  contributor  is  alone  responsible  for  his 
own  paper,  and  that  the  Council  must  not  necessarily 
be  held  to  endorse  any  statement  made  or  opinion 
expressed  in  the  following  pages. 

Considerable  matter  is  in  hand  for  succeeding  parts 
of  the  "  Miscellanea."  Mr.  Morkill  will  supplement  his 
valuable  paper  on  Roundhay  by  a  short  article  dealing

chiefly  with  the  Manor  Rolls.  He  will  also  contribute 
articles  on  the  antiquities  of  the  parish  of  Sherbum- 
in-Elmet,  and  on  the  possessions  of  the  Knights- 
Templars  in  Leeds.  Papers  on  the  early  history  of 
Arthington,  and  on  the  minor  Religious  Houses  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Leeds,  are  in  preparation.  The 
Hearth-tax  Returns  of  1672,  which  form  practically  a 
Directory  of  the  Wapentake,  will  be  completed.  A 
number  of  charters  from  Mr.  Margerison's  large 
collection  relating  to  Calverley  will  be  printed ;  and 
Mr.  Brigg  has  contributed  a  further  instalment  of  early 
Leeds  Wills.  The  Council  invite  suitable  articles  from 
other  members  of  the  Society.

OF  THE   COUNCIL, 

PresetUed  to  the  Society  at  the  First  Annual  Meeting,    . 

i8M  February y  1890. 


'^^HE  first  sug-gestion  for  the  establishment  in  Leeds  of 
^^  a  local  historical  and  antiquarian  Society,  was  made 
in  a  letter  sent  by  Mr.  Edmund  Wilson  to  the  editors  of 
The  Yorkshire  Post  and  the  Weekly  Supplement  Ij  the  Leeds 
Mercury y  and  published  by  them  in  March,  1889.  In  this 
letter  Mr.  Wilson  spoke  of  the  "  number  of  persons  who 
took  an  interest  in  local  history,  antiquities,  topography,  and 
genealogy,"  and  the  interest  shown  in  historical  research 
as  evidenced  by  the  popularity  of  the  antiquarian  column  in 
the  Leeds  weekly  papers ;  advocated  the  formation  of  a  local 
society  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and  preserving  mate- 
rials for  the  past  and  present  history  of  Leeds ;  and  asked 
for  the  names  of  those  who  were  willing  to  aid  in  the 
work  of  carrying  his  idea  into  eflFect. 

In  response  to  this  invitation,  a  large  number  of 
letters  were  received,  and  Mr.  Wilson  was  encouraged  to 
call  a  general  meeting,  which  was  held  in  the  Library  of  the 
Philosophical  Hall,  on  the  13th  May.  Mr.  Wilson,  having 
been  asked  to  take  the  chair,  gave  a  short  account  of  what 
had  been  done  and  of  the  nature  of  the  Society  which  he 
proposed  to  form ;  and,  on  the  motion  of  Professor  Ransome, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Eddison,  it  was  resolved  that  an  association, 
to  be  called  the  "  Leeds  Historical  and  Antiquarian  Society," 
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should  be  formed,  and  a  Committee  of  gentlemen  was 
appointed  to  draw  up  rules  for  its  conduct,  and  to  submit 
them  to  a  future  meeting. 

ITiis  having  been  done,  the  proposed  rules  were  sub- 
mitted to  a  further  general  meeting,  which  was  held  in  the 
Library  of  the  Philosophical  HalJ,  on  July  loth.  At  this 
meeting  the  name  of  the  association  was  changed  to  the 
"  Thoresby  Society ;"  and  it  was  resolved  that  life  members 
should  pay  a  single  donation  of  £$  5^.,  and  ordinary 
members  an  annual  subscription  of  10s.  6d. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  then  chosen  to  be  the 
first  officers  of  the  Society: — 

President:   Mr.  Edmund  Wilson.

The  first  care  of  the  Council  was  to  secure  for  the 
Society  suitable  premises  for  the  transaction  of  its  business; 
and,  after  some  negotiation  with  the  officers  of  the  Leeds  Law 
Society,  it  was  arranged  that  the  Thoresby  Society  should 
rent  for  the  said  Society  the  right  to  hold  its  meetings  in 
the  Committee  Room  or  Large  Hall  at  the  Law  Institution ; 
to  use  the  two  cupboards  in  the  Committee  Room,  and  to 
put  approved  cases  into  it;  for  the  inclusive  charge  of  ;^8 
per  year.  It  was  also  resolved  that  the  arms  of  the  Society 
should  be  those  of  Ralph  Thoresby,  impaled  with  those  of 
Leeds  ;  and  by  the  liberality  of  Mr.  John  Stansfeld,  a  stamp 
bearing  these  arms  was  presented  to  the  Society. 

With  a  view  to  regulating  the  operations  of  the 
Society,  and  to  interesting  as  many  members  as  possible  in 
the  work,  it  was  resolved  that  the  members  should  be 
invited  to  attach  themselves  to  sections,  which  should  take 
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in  hand  special  branches  of  antiquarian  research ;  and  the 
Council  has  constituted  the  following  sections,  and  appointed

It  has  been  resolved  to  print  a  section  of  the  Parish 
Church  Registers,  and  also  a  portion  of  miscellaneous 
matter,  and  to  give  the  same  to  the  members  for  the  year 
1889.  The  number  of  life  members  is  24,  and  of  annual 
members  who  have  paid  their  subscription  of  1889,  148. 

In  conclusion,  the  Council  beg  to  congratulate  the 
Society  on  the  progress  that  has  already  been  made,  and 
are  of  opinion  that,  under  efficient  management,  the  Society 
is  in  a  fair  way  to  hold  its  own,  and  to  become  a  perma- 
nent and  valuable  addition  to  the  institutions  of  the  Borough 
of  Leeds.

Name. 

1.  The  name  of  the  Society  shall  be  "The  Thoresby  Socikty." 

Objects, 

2.  The  objects  for  which  the  Society  is  established  are : — 

(i.)  The  collection  and  preservation  of  books,  pamphlets,  MSS., 
deeds,  engravings,  drawings,  coins,  antiquities,  and  other  objects  relating 
to  the  town  and  neighbourhood  of  Leeds,  or  bearing  in  any  way  upon 
the  past  or  present  history  of  the  inhabitants. 

(ii.)  The  transcription,  reproduction,  and  publication  of  public 
records,  registers,  and  other  documents  relating  to  the  town  and 
neighbourhood  of  Leeds. 

(iii.)  The  preparation  of  plans  and  views  of  buildings  and  other 
objects  of  interest  in  the  town  and  neighbourhood. 

(iv.)  The  preparation  and  publication  of  papers  on  subjects  of 
historical  or  antiquarian  interest,  and  of  biographical  and  genealogical 
notices  of  local  worthies. 

(v.)  The  collection  of  materials  of  any  kind  which  may  be  useful 
in  preparing,  and  also  the  preparation  of,  a  History  of  the  town  and 
neighbourhood  of  Leeds,  and  the  doing  of  any  acts  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Council  may  he  conducive  to  that  end. 
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Operatiotis, 

3.  Meetings  for  the  reading  of  papers,  the  exhibition  of  anti- 
quities, and  the  furtherance  of  the  work  of  the  Society,  shall  be  held 
at  least  four  times  a  year,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Council 
may  determine ;  and  any  of  such  meetings  may  take  the  form  of  an 
excursion  to  a  place  of  interest,  and  may  be  open  to  the  friends  of 
members. 

Members, 

4.  The  Society  shall  consist  of: — 

(i.)  Ordinary  members,  each   of  whom  shall   pay  an  annual 
subscription  of   ioj.  6^. 

(ii.)  Life  members,  each  of  whom  shall  pay  a  subscription  of 

(iii.)  Honorary  members,  elected  in  recognition  of  distinguished 
services  to  the  Society,  or  to  the  history  or  archaeology  of  Leeds 
or  its  neighbourhood,  and  who  shall  not  be  liable  to  pay  any 
subscription. 

All  annual  subscriptions  shall  be  due  on  the  1st  day  of  Januar>' 
in  each  year.  All  life  fees  shall  be  invested,  and  the  income  only 
applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  Society. 

5.  Every  candidate  for  election  as  a  member  shall  be  proposed 
in  writing  by  a  member,  and  may  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  votes 
given  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society  or  Council. 

6.  Honorary  members  may  be  elected  at  any  General  Meeting  of 
the  Society  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Council. 

Afanagemeni, 

7.  The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  managed  by  a  Council, 
consisting  of  a  President,  two  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer, 
a  Secretary  or  two  Secretaries,  a  Librarian,  and  twelve  other  members. 

8.  The  Society  may  at  any  of  its  meetings  appoint  special  com- 
mittees from  amongst  its  members  to  deal  with  special  subjects. 
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9.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  in  the 
month  of  February,  unless  the  Council  shall  otherwise  order;  and  at 
such  meeting  a  rep>ort  and  statement  of  accounts  for  the  past  year 
shall  be  presented,  the  accounts  having  been  previously  audited  by 
two  members,  not  members  of  the  Council,  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose. At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  officers  and  one-third  of  the 
ordinary  members  of  the  Council  shall  retire,  and  their  successors 
shall  be  elected;  any  one  retiring  being  eligible  for  re-election.  The 
names  of  the  members  to  retire  at  the  end  of  the  first  and  second 
years,  shall  be  ascertained  by  lot. 

Council. 

10.  The  first  officers  and  members  of  Council  shall  be  elected  at 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Society  at  which  these  Rules  shall  be 
adopted.  They  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting, 
and  the  following  Rules  shall  apply  to  all  future  elections. 

11.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  laid  upon  the  table  at  each 
meeting,  together  with  a  statement  showing  the  attendance  of  the 
members  of  Council.  Every  candidate  for  office  shall  be  nominated 
in  writing  by  a  member,  to  the  Secretary,  fourteen  days  before  the 
day  fixed  for  the  Annual   Meeting. 

12.  At  least  seven  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  Annual  Meeting, 
a  Voting-paper,  containing  a  list  of  nominees  and  their  proposers, 
shall  be  sent  to  each  member.  Such  Voting-papers  to  be  returned, 
under  cover,  marked  and  duly  signed  by  the  member,  to  the  Secretary, 
on  or  before  the  date  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  not  later  than  the 
hour  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  the  meeting. 

13.  Meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  when  and  where  the 
Council  shall  from  time  to  time  ?i\ ;  and  at  every  meeting  ?i\Q  mem- 
bers, including  the  President  or  a  Vice-President,  shall   be  a  quorum. 

Property, 

14.  All  property  acquired  by  purchase  or  gift,  or  in  any  way 
belonging    to    the    Society,  shall    be  vested    in  the    President,  Vice- 


Vlll.  RULES   OF   THE   SOCIETY. 

Presidents,  Treasurer,  Secretaries,  and  Librarian  for  the  time  being. 
The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of,  catalogue  and  preserve,  in  the 
best  possible  manner,  all  such  property ;  and  no  portion  of  it  shall 
be  lent  except  by  consent  of  the  Council. 

15.  The  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  sell  or  exchange  dupli- 
cates of  anything  belonging  to  the  Society,  and  fix  the  price  at  which 
the  various  publications  of  the  Society  shall  be  supplied  to  members 

and  others.  . 

Alteration  of  Rules, 

16.  No  Rule  shall  be  cancelled  or  altered,  and  no  New  Rule 
shall  be  made,  except  by  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  not  less  than 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a  Special  Meeting  convened 
for  the  purpose,  full  notice  of  the  intended  alteration  having  been 
given  fourteen  days  previous  to  the  day  of  meeting. 

Dissolution, 

17.  If  two-thirds  of  the  duly-qualified  members  present  at  a 
Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Society,  called  expressly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discussing  the  dissolution  of  the  Society,  shall  decide  in 
favour  of  the  dissolution,  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  offered 
as  a  gift  to  the  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of  Leeds,  for  preserva- 
tion intact  at  the  Central  Free  Reference  Library  and  Museum, 
and  the  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  applied  to  such  kindred 
object  as  the  meeting  shall  select.

iMOW  that  Colonel  North's  munificent  gift  to  the  town  of  Leeds, 
"^  of  that  ancient  and  sacred  edifice  of  which  all  Yorkshiremen  are 
so  justly  proud,  has  turned  the  eyes  of  all  England  towards  our  dear 
old  Abbey,  it  probably  may  not  be  deemed  out  of  place  to  submit,  for 
the  perusal  of  the  Antiquarian  world,  the  copy  of  a  Rent  Roll  which  has 
been  in  the  writer's  possession  for  some  years,  and  is  now  published  for 
the  first  time. 

Other  rolls  must  be  in  existence,  as  a  statement  appeared  in  the 
I^ads  Mercury  Weekly  Supplement^  some  time  ago,  to  the  effect  that  some 
had  lately  been  saved  "from  being  cut  up  for  tailors' patterns,"  but  up 
to  the  present  nothing  more  seems  to  have  been  heard  of  them. 

They  are  in  private  hands  somewhere — where,  the  writer  knoweth 
not ;  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  example  will  be  followed,  and  the 
rolls  allowed  to  be  published  for  the  benefit  of  the  Antiquarian  world 
in  general,  and  all  lovers  of  Kirkstall  Abbey  in  particular.  Should  this 
meet  the  eye  of  the  present  owner  of  these  rolls,  and  he  will  give  his 
permission,  the  writer  will  gladly  undertake  that  they  shall  be  properly 
transcribed. 

The  past  history  of  the  grand  old  pile  need  not  be  touched  upon 
here :  it  has  long  since  been  treated  by  abler  hands,  whose  ashes  have 
for  generations  mingled  with  the  dust  on  which  we  now  tread  ;  nor  is  it 
at  all  necessary  to  say  anything  of  the  present  differences  of  opinion 
regarding  the  authenticity  of  the  earlier  Abbey  Charters. 

Yorkshire  has  long  been  called  the  "  Home  of  the  Cistercians " — 
and  this,  indeed,  is  so.  No  other  county  in  England  can  boast  of  such 
a  magnificent  number  of  houses  of  this  Order ;  and,  with  the  exception  of 
Fountains,  no  Cistercian  house  in  the  county  can  show  a  more  complete 
plan  than  Kirkstall. 

Long  may  it  rear  its  roofless  walls  to  the  sky,  and  remain  for  ages 
to  come  a  mighty  monument  to  remind  us  of  the  piety  and  munificence 
of  our  ancestors !  Whatever  may  have  been  said  against  Abbot,  Prior, 
Monk,  or  Friar  (and  let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  some  writers  have 
painted  them  with  the  same  ink  with  which  they  themselves  are  painted), 
we  cannot  ignore  the  fact  that  the  Abbeys  were  the  abode  of  learning, 
culture,  and  charity ;  rich  and  poor  alike  found  shelter  within  their  walls, 
nor  were  the  hungry  ones  sent  empty  away. 

The  illustration  is  a  reproduction  of  an  old  and  scarce  view  of  the 
Abbey  as  it  appeared  in  1 74^,  and  is  quite  a  refreshing  little  picture. 
It  shows  us  the  tower  (the  greater  portion  of  which  fell  in  1777);  the 
gable  of  the  West  front ;  the  clerestory  of  the  south  aisle ;  the  south 
transept,  with  the  exterior  of  the  chapter-house ;  the  South  side  of  the 
chancel ;  and  the  E^st  end   (which,  it  will  be  noticed,  is  open  to  the 
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ground).  In  the  foreground,  we  have  the  Abbot's  house  and  offices ; 
the  butteries ;  kitchen ;  part  of  the  new  refectory ;  and  the  common 
room.  The  view  is  much  the  same  to-day,  with  the  exception  of  the 
fallen  part  of  the  tower.  In  front  comes  "  Aire's  christall  streme,"  as  old 
Chaucer  called  it,  and  in  the  old  time  it  well  deserved  the  name.  Then, 
in  the  calm  summer  evenings,  the  pretty  speckled  trout  leaped  at  the  fly ; 
and  at  the  hot  noon,  the  cattle  stood  up  to  their  middle  in  the  cool, 
refreshing  water,  in  drowsy  contentment,  lazily  lashing  at  the  troublesome 
insects  with  their  tails. 

Man — in  his  eager  pursuits,  panting  after  riches  and  fame — has 
changed  all  this.  The  Aire  now  flows  befouled  with  dye-water  and 
other  chemical  refuse — "a  sluggish  water,  black  as  ink" — ^and  on  a 
warm  day  emitting  vapours  which  might  put  to  shame  the  famous 
Italian  "  Grotto  del  Cane."  This  foul  stream,  with  a  background  of  mill 
chimneys,  and  the  shrill  shriek  of  a  passing  engine,  banishes  all  attempts 
at  serious  meditation. 

Truly,  the  glories  of  old  Kirkstall  are  departed  !  The  white-robed 
Cistercians  are  gone ;  and  in  the  place  of  a  procession  of  grave  and 
solemn  monks,  we  have  a  motley  crowd  of  thoughtless  excursionists. 

The  Roll  is  written  on  two  skins  of  parchment,  stitched  together, 
and  measuring  43J  inches  by  8J  inches.

(i)  We  may  take  brother  Rol>ert  Masie  to  have  been  a  scion  of  toiling  Leeds  in  his  day,  and  the 
existence  of  the  man  is  not  displeasing^  for  it  goes  far  to  tell  us  how  the  brethren  were  recruited. 
Six  or  eight  generations  later,  during  which  the  family  has  struggled  on  without  record  in  the  vicissi- 
tudes of  life,  we  find  the  Massies  freeholders  in  Hunslet;  and  William  Massie,  Mayor  of  Leeds  in 
1689-go. 

(2)  There  has  been  a  mystery  about  the  Adel  donations  which  yet  requires  solving.  William 
Mustell  gave  this  town,  with  the  soc  (viz.,  of  half  a  knight's  fee  in  the  lordship  of  Arthmgton),  and 
the  services  of  the  freeholders  in  this  soc.  This  gift  is  said  to  have  been  m  the  time  of  Abbot 
flelias.  The  Mustells  were  Cookridge  people.  Roger  Mustell,  father  of  the  said  William,  gave 
the  barony  of  Cuk-ric  to  the  monks,  and  I  find  a  Roger  Mustell  associated  with  William  FitzGerald 
in  a  Northamptonshire  transaction  in  1205.  In  z  198  it  was  agreed  between  the  monks  of  Kirkstall 
and  the  church  of  Adel  that  the  monks  should  pay  to  the  church  £\  yearly  in  lieu  of  all  tithes.  But 
the  chronicle  informs  us  that  Helias  was  contemporary  with  Roger  de  Laci  and  with  King  John  ;  and 
also  that  with  the  gift  of  Adel  he  received  that  of  the  town  of  Allerton  ;  whereas  the  charter  of 
foundation  by  Henry  de  I^ci  recites  that  Samson  de  Allerton,  the  earliest  donor,  gave  them  the  land 
at  a  period  presumably  contemporary  with  the  foundation.  William  Bakestcr^  parson  of  Adel 
1391-1412,  "confirmed  all  that  the  monks  had  in  Allerton."  But  then,  again,  it  is  certain  that  the 
church  was  given,  in  whole  or  part,  by  Ralph  Paynel  to  the  priorj'  of  Holy  Trinity,  York.  In  William 
Mustell's  grant  the  advowson  of  the  Church  is  not  mentioned.  He  grants  (in  consideration  of  a 
yearly  payment  to  him  and  heirs  of  3  marks  of  silver)  all  Add  and  all  the  soke  of  Adel,  with  the 
nppurts.,  and  the  agreement  between  the  monks  and  the  church  of  Adel  is  given  at  length  in  the 
Coucher  Book.

(i)  The  Frankes  of  Allerton,  not  distinguished  as  a  territorial  family,  were  vet  old  tenants  and 
faithnil  friends  of  the  monks.  There  is  a  very  touching  reference  to  one  of  tnem  in  the  letter  of 
Abbot  John  de  Hridesall,  1304-1^,  when  away  from  the  abbey  on  one  of  the  troublesome  journeys  its 
tangled  affairs  thereal>ou(s  rendered  frequently  necessary : — "Salute  our  dear  friends  William  de 
Finchden,  John  de  Pode&av,  Richard  de  Goldsborough,  Adam  de  Hopton,  and  William  de  Leven- 
thorpe,  and  especially  our  dearest  companion  William  de  Franke,  to  whom  we  would  have  some  one 
interpret  this  letter.  When  he  hears  it  he  will  scarcely  be  able  to  refrain  from  tears,  which  he  shed 
abundantly  at  our  parting."  The  long  continuance  of  the  family  connection  with  the  monks  is  a 
luminous  glimpse  of  the  old  life. 

(^)  William  de  Cordelay,  tailor,  was  resident  with  his  family  in  Allerton  Gledhow  in  1379,  when 
he  paid  a  tax  of  sixpence.  John  Fraunk,  franklyn,  and  his  family  were  also  then  resident  there  ;  he 
paid  3/4.  Wm.  Kylyngbek,  carpenter,  and  his  family  were  also  resident ;  he  paid  a  tax  of  sixpence. 
As  further  illustrative  of  the  personnel  of  the  monks  of  Kirkstall,  we  may  record  that  William 
Marshall,  the  smith,  was  also  then  resident  at  Allerton  with  his  family:  he  paid  a  tax  of  sixpeocc. 
And  in  due  time  a  William  Marshall  became  abbot,  as  a  Kylyngbek  had  been  before  him. 

(5)  Henry  de  Lede  and  his  wife  were  resident  at  Arthyn^ton  in  1379,  their  rank  being  that  of 
peasants.  The  pecuniary  issues  of  this  roll  lead  up  to  the  inference  that  much  of  the  Arthington 
property  had  been  alienated. 

(6)  Aberford  Is  one  of  the  places  where  lands  had  been  acquired  in  the  later  periods.  There  is 
no  mention  of  it  in  the  general  list  of  possessions.  From  the  amount  of  rent  the  estate  here  will 
have  been  considerable.  A  touching  point  may  perhaps  be  discovered  in  the  following  extracts  from 
the  Harl.  MS.y  802  : — The  heirs  of  Andrew  Grammary  hold  in  Aberford,  Beckhaigh,  and  Owsforth 
the  third  part  of  a  knight's  fee  {Kirkstali  Letter  Book). — 18th  Henry  VI.,  1440,  Richard  Grammary, 
son  of  William  Gnanmasy.  Kt.,  of  the  county  of  York,  released  to  Robert  Stokes,  son  and  heir  of 
Alice,  daughter  and  heir  of  the  aforesaid  William,  being  in  her  pos<iession,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  all 
right.  &c.,  in  the  manor  of  Bekerton  and  Pcckhaugh,  and  in  other  lands  in  Sally  and  Ripon. 
— 36th  Henry  VI.,  1447,  Christopher  Horbury,  &c.,  complainants,  against  Robert  Stokes  :  the  manor 
of  Beckhauge,  and  land  in  Aberford  and  Luterington. — a7th  Henry  VI.,  1448,  fine  between  Thomas 
Fulthorp,  Kt.,  William  Harding,  and  John  Pegham,  complainants,  and  Robert  Stokes,  Esq., 
deforciant,  of  the  manor  of  Beckhawe,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  ^o  acres  of  land,  13  acres  of 
meadow,  and  100  acres  of  pasture,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Aberfortn  and  Lutterington,  the  right 
of  John,  and  he  remitted  and  quit-claimed  from  him  and  his  heirs  to  the  aforesaid  Thomas,  William, 
and  John,  and  the  heirs  of  the  said  John  for  ever.

(;r)  We  have  here  an  instance  of  the  ^owth  of  the  neighbourhood.  In  Burton's  list  of  the 
Kirkstall  possessions  the  entry  of  Armley  is  simply,  "Robert  de  Stapylton  gave  lands  here."  This  is 
hardly  inclusive  of  domestic  settlement,  such  as  tne  above  figures  out.  The  village  is  not  identified 
in  the  poll-tax  return  of  1379,  i^  *^  included  with  Wirkeley ;  and  that  is  apparently  in  accordance 
with  the  insignificance  of  old.  The  Musgraves  are  not  there  mentioned,  but  the  Leptons  were  repre- 
sented by  two  or  three  families — those  ot  John,  Adam,  and  Alan  Lepton.  That  the  monastery  had 
ereatly  increased  its  revenues  by  the  spread  of  population  here  is  maae  more  manifest  by  the  entry  to 
Note  23.  It  would  seem  that  the  expansion  was  due  to  the  legislation  of  Edward  III.  That 
monarch  emancipated  the  Yorkshire  cloih  trade  by  opening  the  port  of  Hull  for  exports.  All  the 
wools  stapled  at  York  were  to  be  exported  from  Hull ;  and  at  this  period  Leeds  certamly  developed 
both  in  wealth  and  population.  It  will  be  found  that  these  remarks  fully  apply  to  Hramley  also.  It 
is  well  to  fix  the  era  of  the  Stapletons  and  the  decline  of  the  Rcynevillcs  for  events  will  hereafter 
turn  upon  it.  In  1213  Robert  de  Stapleton  claimsmoney  justly  owing  to  him  by  Robert  de  Lelay,  the 
claim  being  made  to  the  King  when  at  Tickhill,  20th  Sept.  {Rot.  Fin.,  493.)  In  the  same  year  William 
de  .Stapleton,  one  of  the  knights  of  John,  Constable  of  Che>ter,  with  Jordan  Foliot,  John  de  Rirkin, 
and  17  other  knights,  are  bound  to  the  King  for  John's  payment  uf  7,000  marks  due  to  the  Exchequer 
from  Robert  his  father  ;  the  King  to  retain  the  castle  of  Dunnington  as  security  until  the  fine  is  paid. 
{Rot.  Fin.,  4^4.)    Robert,  son  of  William  de  Stapleton,  confirmed  the  grant  of  his  brother  William^ 

8'ving  lands  in  Bramley  which  had  belonged  to  tne  I^dy  Knima,  his  mother.  At  Westminster,  21st 
ct.,  124Q,  the  King  granted  to  Robert  de  Stopham,  his  valet,  that  of  the  ten  marks  which  remained 
to  be  paid  to  the  King  of  the  fine  of  60  marks  made  with  the  King  for  the  custody  of  the  manor  of 
Alreton,  which  he  had  of  Adam  de  Reyneville ;  he  should  return  to  the  King  yearly  five  marks,  viz., 
at  the  Easter  Exchequer,  i2So.  two-and-a-half  marks,  and  at  the  Michaelm.is  Exchequer  next  following 
two-and-a-half  marks,  and  so  in  the  year  following  five  marks.  The  liarons  of  the  Exchequer  are 
ordered  to  permit  him  to  have  these  terms.     {Fix,  Rot.  Fin.^  ii.,  63.)

(8)  The  advancement  of  trade  is  here  again  apparent.  William  Roccrson  (Jl/ius  RoFcri)  and  his 
wife  were  living  in  Bramley  in  1379,  as  also  John  Rogger  and  his  wife.  There  were  then  two  mer- 
chants in  Bramley — John  Skynner,  who  paid  a  tax  of  aj.,  and  William  Elysson,  who  paid  i2d. 
The  next  important  man  in  the  village  was  John  Smyth,  the  smith,  who  paid  xza.  There 
were  other  tradesmen,  but  the  list  of  taxpayers  scarcely  reveals  a  cloth- worker.  We  have 
a  means  of  valuing  the  progress  of  Bramley  somewhat  antecedent  to  the  date  of  the  roll. 
Robert  Passelewe,  with  King  Richard  IL's  license,  gave  i  toft.  5  acres  of  land,  and  an  annual  rent 
of  a«.  6d.  in  Bramley,  with  the  reversion  of  9  messuages,  7  oxgangs,  and  6^  acres  of  land  after  the 
decease  of  the  tenants,  viz..  John  de  Lepton  and  Maud  his  wife  ;  Williamj  son  of  William  del  Rodes  ; 
John  Roger.  William  de  Wulsden  or  Wylsden,  and  Agnes  his  wife  ;  William  Caldbec  ;  John  Milner 
and  Isal^el  nis  wife;  Hugh  Wulsden,  or  Wylsden,  and  Cicely  his  wife;  and  of  John  de  Semer  and 
Cicely  his  wife — all  which  premi>cs  were  valued  at  £^  sj.  6ii.  yearly. 

(9)  Henry  de  I^ci,  the  founder,  gave  this  town  ;  and  what  Ls  very  singular,  Archbishop  Murdac, 
at  the  request  of  Abbat  Alexander  and  the  monks  of  Kirkstall,  erected  this  chapel  and  that  of  Marlon 
into  mother  churches,  each  one  in  its  own  parish,  as  they  still  remain.  This  was  probably  done  while 
the  Archbishop  was  still  in  retirement  at  Ripon,  since  it  is  witnessed,  among  other  persons,  by  the 
Chapter  of  St.  Wilfrid  of  Ripon.  Both  these  churches  were  under  the  mother  church  of  Bamolds- 
wick,  and  the  people  were  hostile  to  the  settlement  of  the  monks  there.  Probably  about  1215,  Richard, 
son  of  Roger  Tempest  of  Bracewell.  quitclaimed  all  his  right  in  the  advowson  of  this  church.  On 
the  aand  December,  i347i  this  churcn  was  appropriated  to  the  said  abbat  and  convent  by  William  de 
la  Zouch,  Archbishop  of  York,  who  reserved  out  of  it  to  himself  and  successors  a  yearly  pension  of  lor. ; 
to  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  sj. ;  and  ordered  a  vicarage  therein,  to  consist  in  these  portions,  viz.  :  the 
vicar,  presentable  by  the  abbat  and  convent,  to  build  at  their  cost  a  complete  mansion-house  for  the 
vicar,  with  its  curtclage  and  other  outhouses,  &c. ;  and  also  be  paid  seven  marks  yearly,  at  Pentecost 
and  Af  artinmas^  by  the  said  abbat  and  convent :  and  that  the  vicar  provide  wine  and  light  for  the 
great  altar  at  his  own  cost ;  and  that  the  said  religious  do  bear  all  other  burdens  ordinary  and  extra- 
ordinary, ii\^umbent  on  the  church,  as  the  repairs  or  new  building  of  the  chancel,  and  pay  archi- 
diaconal  procurations,  synodals,  and  tenths  for  the  total  taxation  of  the  church. 

(10)  The  John  Scargill  here  named  was  probably  the  John  S.,  Esq.,  who  by  will  dated 
in  147a  orders  his  body  to  be  buried  in  St.  Trinity  choir  of  Leeds  Parish  Church.  His  daughter 
Agnes  married  Thomas  Calverley.  (See  Wheater's  History  of^  Sherbum  and  Cawood,  178.) 
Bv  deed  dated  loth  May,  1397,  Thomas  Gray  and  John  Brathate.  citizens  of  York,  confirm  to  Alice, 
who  was  the  wife  of  John  BcrJen,  late  citizen  of  York,  all  the  lordship  of  Shaddewell  and  Bret  by,  &c., 
with  all  the  appurtenances  in  Secroft,  Abberford,  Lede-Woodhouse,  &c.,  with  one  tenement  upon  the 
Pavement  of  the  city  of  York,  where  he  dwells,  which  Henry  Wym.in  and  we  have  of  the  gift  and 
feoffment  of  the  said  John  Burden,  to  have  and  to  hold  for  term  of  life  of  the  same  Alice,  and  after 
the  death  of  the  same  Alice  to  remain  to  Henry  Wyman,  citizen  of  York,  and  to  Agnes  his  wife,  and 
to  the  heirs  of  their  bodies  begotten.  And  if  they  shall  die  without  heir,  then  to  John  Daimey  and 
Ellen  his  wife,  another  of  the  daughters,  and  heir  of  the  said  John  Berden.    (HarL  MS.^  796.) 

(11)  This  entry  probably  offers  a  correction  to  Burton.  Baldwin,  son  of  Ralph  de 
Bramhop,  gave  seven  oxgangs  of  land,  with  half  the  mill  of  Iramhop.  Ralph,  son  of  Baldwin  de 
Bramhop,  gave  half  a  canicate,  with  six  oxgangs  and  one  toft ;  and  we  may  probably  look  to  him  also 
for  the  gift  or  sale  of  the  reiniiining  half  of  the  mill.  W.  Abbat  and  convent  (?  Walter,  laao^  or  Wm. 
de  Ledcs,  1269)  of  Kirkstall  gave  to  the  hospital  of  St.  Leonard's  in  York  one  water  mill  with  all  its 
ap^jurtenanccs,  in  this  territory,  forfr.  per  annum.  Has  Burton  made  a  mistake  as  to  the  4J.  rent, 
whicli  the  Buritar  records  as  40;.?  Tne  Quo  Waranto  jury  of  1775  says  the  Master  of  St.  Leonard's 
of  York  held  a  moiety  of  the  town  of  Bramhope,  of  the  gift  of  Thomas  de  Disceford,  these  four 
years  past. 

(la)  The  only  lands  in  Burley  possessed  by  the  monks  were  i  messuage,  a  tofts,  and  140  acres  of 
land,  20  acres  of  meadow,  and  20  acres  of  pasture,  given  by  Walter  de  '1  opclifTe  and  John  Porter, 
with  the  a}»>ent  of  King  Richard  IL 

(13)  In  the  enumeration  of  the  lands  of  the  monastery  this  place  Ls  called  Besacle  in  Brantun  soc. 
Peter,  son  of  William  Besacle,  gave  all  his  lands  from  the  East  Grange,  as  specified  by  the 
boundaries.  In  this  township  the  monks  had  from  Richard  de  Adewic  half  a  carucate  of  land,  with 
tofts  and  crofts  ;  and  Reginald  de  I.aci  confirmed  to  the  monks  whatever  they  held  of  his  fee.  Other 
lands  were  aUo  given  here.  King  Henry  II.  confirmed  the  lands  here  given  by  William  de  Besacle, 
William  de  Milleray,  and  Godfrey  de  St.  Patric,  all  which  Ralph  de  Chevrecurt  confirmed. 

(14)  The  Harpers  were  resident  in  Calverley  in  » 379.  of  the  r.ink  of  peasants.  The  Calverley 
possessions  have  grown  since  the  first  donation — the  only  one  mentioned  by  Burton — when  Robert  de 
Bernes  gave  a  yearly  rent  of  \od.  out  of  lands  in  this  town.  ThLs  donation  would  be  about  laao, 
and  of  the  rtnitd.  was  that  which  Hunry  Cithari.>ia  (Harper)  was  wont  to  pay  to  Jordan,  son  of  Hugh 
de  Sccrofl.

(15)  Sec  Note  3.  This  entry  restores  one  member  of  the  old  territorial  family  of  that  ilk.  A 
Richard  Goldesburf^h  was  head  of  the  house  in  1450 ;  he  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Sir  William 
Plumpton.  By  this  time  the  Goldesburghs  were  obtaining  a  supremacy  over  the  Arthingtons,  with 
whom  they  had  intermarried,  but  then  a  rapidly  decaying  family.  In  1479  John  Arthington,  Esq., 
was  obligated  to  Richard  Goldcsburgh  in  jQioo,  by  the  award  of  John  Norton,  Esq.,  for  not  appearii?); 
as  to  lands  in  Pool  and  Creskeld.  The  old  matrimonial  connections  were  renewed  in  1505,  when 
there  was  a  license  granted  for  Henry  Arthington  and  Maud  Goldcsburgh,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard, 
to  be  married  in  the  chapel  of  Arthington.  In  1583  William  Arthington  indents  with  Richard 
Goldcsburgh  concerning  wastes  on  Creskeld  Moor. 

(16)  The  Alans  were  resident  in  Adill  in  1379.  in  two  families  at  least.  AJan  of  Ecop  was  an 
early  donor  to  Kirkstall ;  he  gave  io</.  yearly  rent  issuing  out  of  an  essart  of  land  there. 


which  SymoUj  son  of  Richard  le  Westreys,  of  West  Gereford^  confirmed.  In  the  reign  of  Elizabeth 
a  suit  was  tried  in  Chancery  between  Henry  Scargill,  plaintiff,  and  Thomas  Leedes  and  his  wife, 
defendants,  to  establish  a  claim  by  descent,  in  tail  remainder,  to  the  manors  of  Roche,  Garforth,  ana 
Eccleshill,  and  lands  and  tenements  in  the  town  and  fields  of  Roche,  Garford,  and  Ek:cleshill. 
Further  proceedings  seem  to  have  been  taken  by  the  said  Henry  Scargill  against  Dorothy  Scargill. 
Christopher  Leedes,  and  Nicholas  Scargill,  defendants,  respecting  the  claim  upon  the  aforesaid 
manors  and  lands.  (See  Wheater's  History  of  Skerbum  and  Caiuood,  lyg.)  The  Scargills  and  the 
Gascoignes  had  frequently  intermarried,  and  the  touch  will  have  been  with  the  old  families.  In  1342 
there  was  a  suit  between  Robert,  son  of  Adam  de  Swillington,  Kt.,  complainant,  and  Elizabeth,  dau. 
of  Robert  Pateshull,  deforciant,  of  six  marks  rent,  with  the  appurtenances  in  Swillington,  Garforth, 
and  Great  Preston,  with  homages  and  services'  of  Margery,  late  wife  of  Adam  de  Swillington,  Kt., 
and  divers  others.  To  have  to  the  said  Robert  and  the  heirs  of  hb  body. — 4tst  Edward  III.,  1367, 
the  Jurors  say  that  John  de  Dynelcy  held  the  day  that  he  died,  jointly  with  Isabel  his  wife,  yet 
livine,  one  messuage  and  16  acres  of  land  in  Garforth,  by  knight's  service,  of  Robert  de  Swillington  ; 
and  four  acres  of  land  and  one  windmill,  in  the  said  town,  of  the  Abbat  of  St.  Marj''s,  York,  by  the 
service  of  4s.  yearly,  and  Richard  de  Dynelcy  is  son  and  heir,  and  is  of  the  age  of  48  years. — 
X379:  Fine  between  William  Gascoigne,  jun.,  complainant,  and  Ralph  de  Holme  of  Garford,  and 
Margaret  his  wife,  deforciants,  of  two  messuages,  80  acres  of  land,  four  acres  of  meadow,  and  13^. 
rent  in  Herewood  and  Garforth,  the  right  of  William  Gascoigne.  (f/arl.  MS.,  S02.)  These 
details  all   point  clearly  to  the  families  who  were  either  tenants  or  patrons  of  Kirkstall.

(i8)  The  late  painstaking  Mr.  James,  in  his  Hiitory  of  Brad^ord^  shews  that  at  the  death  of  the 
Earl  of  Lincoln  (131 1)  Kirkstall  Abbey  had  four  ox^angs  of  land  in  Horton.  Heal.so  vaguely  names 
(p.  337)  thai  Roger  of  Thornton  was  (says  Wilson)  witness  to  a  deed  of  gift  of  land  to  Kirkstall  Abbey  in 
1348,  but  does  not  say  the  land  wais  at  Thornton  ;  nor  do  we  find  either  Horton  or  7'homton  among  the 
lands  catalogued  by  Burton.  The  rental,  however,  supplies  both.  We  have,  first,  in  the  "  fre  fermes" 
the  receipt  of  a  halfpenny  (proof  of  a  very  ancient  tenure)  from  Thomas  Sharpe,  of  Horton.  Next,  a 
"  free  ferme"  of  12^.  from  Edward  Rothley,  in  Thornton. 

(19)  The  Grenes  of  Horsforth  were  a  liberal  race,  and  became  of  some  distinction.  Their  origin 
was  apparently  in  Hawk&worth.  In  or  about  IJ314  Serlo,  son  of  Peter  del  Grene  of  Hawksworth,  gave 
to  Henry,  son  of  William  de  Baildon,  and  Alice  his  wife,  his  toft,  &c.,  which  he  had  in  the  towns  of 
Hawkesworth  and  Mensington.  Thomas,  son  of  William  de  Hawkesworth,  had  given  to  Serlo  a 
rent  of  5X.,  issuing  out  of  the  lands  of  Mensington  and  Hawkesworth.  (Wheater's  Etholt  Priory ^  a^ .) 
Hugo  del  Grene  and  his  wife  were  living  in  Horsforth  in  1379.  In  1347  Adam  de  Baildon  held  for  the 
abbat  and  convent  of  Kirkstall.  in  AdeT,  a  meuuage  and  two  bovates  of  land,  &c.;  and  in  Baildon 
and  Hawkesworth  40^.  lands,     remanet"  to  the  said  Adam. 

(ao)  The  Kighley^  were  a  knightly  race,  and  there  is  room  for  a  curious  S]>eculation  as  to  their 
origin.  In  the  original  list  of  donations  we  find  that  Adam  FitzPeter  (de^  Birkin)  gave  to  Kirkstall 
two  carucates  of  land  in  Kighley,  with  a  mill  here,  of  the  fee  of  John  de  Birkin,  lord  of  Everingham. 
The  Prioress  of  Haverholm  gave  the  monks  two  carucates  of  land  in  this  place,  in  exchange. 

(ai)  The  original  donation  in  Loflhouse  was  two  oxgangs  of  land  given  by  Robert  le  Sawser, 
and  I  find  Robert  de  la  Saucey  was  a  knight  of  Northamptonshire  in^  laoi  \Rot.  Fin.^  x6i),  but 
apparently  having  Yorkshire  connections.  He  was  one  of  the  pledges,  in  1205,  for  the  amount  of 
the  maritage  offered  by  Robert  de  Cardoil  on  behalf  of  his  brother  Nicholas,  for  Sana,  the  widow  of 
Hugh  de  Stiveton. 

(93)  Loscoe  Grange  is  a  farmstead  in  Acton  township,  adjacent  to  Normanton,  at  this  present 
day.  Roger  Patefin  lived  at  Altofts,  parish  of  Normanton,  in  12^5,  and  had  issue  John,  William, 
and  Richard,  who  all  died  «./.,  and  a  daughter,  Alice,  who  married  Roger  Malet,  of  Normanton. 
I'he  wife  of  Roger  Paytefin  was  Emma,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  Russell,  and  by  her  he  got  the 
manor  of  Normanton.  {\Vilson*s  AfSS.)  By  charter  45  Henry  III.,  1256,  Roger  le  Peytevin.  lord 
of  Altofts,  heir  of  Thomas  le  Peytevin,  gave  to  the  Knights  Hospitallers  of  Newland,  with  his  body, 
which  was  to  be  buried  in  the  church  of  the  brethren  of  Newland,  or  in  the  cemetery  of  the  church, 
and  for  the  health  of  his  soul  and  those  of  Thomas  his  father,  Isabella  his  mother^  his  wife,  his 
ancestors  and  successors,  the  whole  advowson  of  the  church  at  Normanton,  which  advowson 
Matilda,  Emma,  and  Isabella,  daughters  and  heirs  of  Walter  le  Morkar.  acknowledged  to  be  his 
right.  Burton  does  not  notice  this  "  Loschou  "  possession,  yet  it  was  one  01  considerable  value  to  the 
monastery,  yielding  55*.  yearly. 

(23)  This  solitary  possession  in  Leeds,  even  at  so  late  a  date  in  the  career  of  the  Abbey,  cannot 
fail  to  strike  us  as  of  great  significance.  Burton  does  not  record  a  single  possession  in  the  town  ;  his 
only  mention  of  Leeds  is  as  to  the  outlying  members  of  the  parish.  Among  the  charters  recorded 
in  the  ittonasticon  Anfflicanunt  there  is  only  one  touching  the  town,  and  that,  referring  to  the  tithes 
of  the  town,  is  suflicicntly  stringent  in  its  conditions.  It  is  a  convention  between  the  churches  of 
Kirkstall  and  Holy  Trinity,  York,  reciting  that_  the  church  of  Kirkstall  every  year  shall  pay  to  the 
church  of  Holy  Trniity  2af.,  in  recompense  of  tithes  they  were  wont  to  have  of  the  lands  which  the 
monks  of  Kirkstall  hold  in  the  pari^sh  of  l^cs,  viz.,  four  carucates  in  West  Hadigleia,  h.ilf  a  carucatc 
ill  Kst  Hadigleia,  two  carucates  in  West  Alrctune,  a  lK)vate  in  Est  Alretune,  with  three  i)loughs  proper 
to  till  it  ;  the  css^irt  of  Linleia,  of  Mivlalcia  le  eiitlos  Wcstrodc,  the  vallum  of  ISramley  (whatever 
that  may  amount  to,  which  doc*  not  appear  to  have  been  K.>.sclcy,  said  to  have  Iwjen  given  by  Wm.  de 
Raineville).  And  if  the  monks  acquire  more  cultivated  Kind  in  the  said  parish,  they  sh.dl  return 
sheaves;  if  the  lands  decrease^  they  shall  have  a  reasonable  return.  Witnesses: — Richard,  Abbat 
of  Fountains,  and  Richard  hts  monk  ;  Thomas,  son  of  Wlfiet,  and  Thomas  and  Adam  his  sons  ; 
Rainer,  son  of  Maran  ;  William  Sarracenus,  and  Heweus  his  son;  Robert  de  St.  James;  William 
the  Presbyter  and  Robert  his  son  ;  Thomas  and  Andrew,  famuli  of  Holy  Trinity.  This  charter 
seems  to  have  been  made  at  the  priory  of  Holy  Trinity,  and  it  clearly  shews  that'  at  the  date  of  it 
Kirkstaill  did  not  posse&s  one  single  tenement  in  Leeds  pmiier.

(34)  This  is  a  most  interesting  entry.  Barton  tells  us  that  Henry  de  Lact  gave  both  the  towns  of 
this  name,  and  we  have  since  leamt  that  at  the  requesi  of  Abbot  Alexander,  Archbishop  Murdac 
created  the  two  chapels  of  Bracewell  and  Marton  into  parish  churches,  which  they  still  remain.  But 
from  this  entry  we  discover  that  the  church  of  Marton  was  alienated  to  the  Prior  of  Bolton,  the  very 
considerable  pension  of  two  marks  and  a  half  being  paid  by  him  to  the  abbey.  Something  had  gone 
wron^  with  tne  manor,  for  in  1476  the  King  granted  to  Richard,  Duke  of  York,  the  castle  and  manor 
of  Skipton,  and  the  manor  of  Marton  in  Craven. 

(35)  Pottemewton.    The  original  list  of  donations  states  that  Robert,  son  of  Robt.  de  Cymeterio, 

fave  two  acres  of  land  in  this  territorv ;  and  that  cannot  account  for  the  lands  above  enumerated, 
n  1579  Robert  Passelew,  Esquier,  ana  John  Scotte,  franklin,  were  the  dignitaries  of  the  village.  In 
1374  Walter  Topcliflfe  and  John  Porter,  of  Kirkstall,  held  for  the  abbat  and  convent  lands  and  tene- 
ments in  Burley-in-Wharfedale,  AUerton  Gledehowe,  Horsford,  Pomfret^  and  Secroft.  In  1378  Walter 
de  Topcliffe  and  Robert  Passelowe  held  for  the  abbat  and  convent,  in  Rouden,  21  acres  of  land ; 
Bramley,  5  acres  of  Land  ;  Allerton  Mauleverer,  manor :  "remanet  eidem  Waltero.' 

(36)  By  a  charter  of  15  Edward  I.,  1386-7,  ^^'^  King  granted  the  monks  80  marks  out  of  the 
exchequer  of  Henry  de  Laci  (Earl  of  Lincoln),  at  Pomfrct. 

(37)  This  entry  is  especially  valuable,  as  it  certainly  names  a  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Pudsey  at  that  date.  The  monks  were  large  landowners  here  ;  and  among  the  original  donors  we 
find  Robert  Lumby  giving  2j.  rent  issuing  out  of  Gospatric-rode.  The  Lumbj's  arc  yet  residents,  and 
furnish  a  prime  example  of  our  domestic  stability,  which  in  this  as  in  so  many  other  instances  beats 
the  pretensions  of  the  baronage  and  Norman  ancestry  into  the  ridiculous.  These  Lumbvs  are  the 
real  descendants  of  the  Norsemen— dwellers  in  the  homestead  at  the  tree  and  shaded  pool.  Robert 
de  I.umhy  and  his  wife  were  resident  in  Pudesay  in  137^ ;  as  also  were  William  Skinner  and  his 
wife,  John  de  Holcroft  and  his  wife,  and  Robert  and  Alice  de  Rothelay.    (Sec  Rayner's  J*utfscy.)

(28)  A  name  which  is  a  picture  of  the  days  of  old.  Hard  by  the  Eshley,  in  Rawden,  we  have 
the  nunnery  of  Esholt,  names  derived  from  the  distinctive  prevalence  of  the  ash  tree.  Beyond  these, 
on  the  other  side  of  the  river,  we  have  Esseley,  in  Bramley,  said  to  have  been  given  to  the  monks  by 
Reineville  in  the  days  of  the  foundation.  There  are  yet  beautiful  sylvan  patches  throughout  the 
vallev,  .sufficient  to  help  us  to  an  appreciation  of  the  woodland  wealth  which  gratified  Abbat  Alexander, 
but  drove  him  to  the  Bargrange  and  its  cultivated  fallows  before  he  adopted  the  second  home  of  his 
monks. 

(39)  This  family  flourished  until  the  Dissolution. 

(30)  The  Secroft  possessions  must  have  diminished  from  the  days  of  the  first  donor,  William  de 
Sumerville.  At  the  close  of  the  i^th  century,  Henry,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  attached  the  town  of  Secroft 
to  the  liberty  of  Berewyk,  though  U  had  belonged  to  the  Crown  for  the  thirty  years  last  past.  Burton 
says  that  Sumerville's  gift  was  seven  acres  of  land  ;  but  according  to  the  Rotuli  Hur^redorum^  in 
1375  the  monks  had  three  bovates  (45  acres),  "of  the  gift  of  William  de  Somervil." 

(31)  There  have  been  considerable  acquisitions  in  thi.s  township — now  Snydal. 

(32)  The  identity  of  this  place  is  now  apparently  lost.  Burton  records  that'in  Thousom,  William, 
son  of  Roger  Mustell,  gave  two  carucates  of^  land,  the  Mustells  being  Cookridgc  men.  Then  we  find 
in  the  Abbreviation  of  Pleas,  Hilary  Term,  1291,  "a  certain  place  which  is  called  Tofthus-ker,  sup- 
posed by  lohn  Sampson  to  be  within  the  manor  of  Adel,  is  found  by  the  jury  to  be  within  the  wood 
of  the  Abbat  of  Kirkstall ;"  and  in  the  Easter  term  of  the  same  year  "  the  jury  say  that  the  Abbat  of 
Kirkstall  took  the  sheep  of  John  Sampson  in  the  place  called  Le  More,  in  the  field  of  Tofthus  where 
the  Abbat  is  chief  lord,  and  not  at  Perterychebuske,  which  is  a  place  John  claims  to  be  his  .separately. 
And  they  also  say  that  the  abbat  possessed  the  right  to  impound  f^reat  cattle  in  the  place  where  the 
sheep  were  taken." ^  The  quarrel  was  unfortunate,  for  the  Sampsons  had  Ijeen  liberal  donors  to  the 
abbey.  It  grew  bitterer,  out  the  Church  finally  prevailed.  In  1302  John  Sampson  obtained  free 
warren  in  Tonehouse,  eUicu  Tofthus,  so  that  much  of  the  ownership  was  maintained.  The  property 
seems  to  have  first  been  given  to  the  monastery  by  the  now  extinct  family  De  Bramhop.  Margaret, 
daughter  of  Ralph,  and  formerly  wife  of  Helias  Atte  Spring,  in  her  widowhood  gave  half  an  acre  in 
Bramhope,  and  by  another  charter  gave  with  her  body  the  land  nearer  to  the  monks  in  the  field  called 
Tofthus,  which  donation  Margaret,  and  Atones  her  dauk;hter,  confirmed.  In  the  absence  of  better 
knowledge  I  would  give  the  "Spring"  as  St.  Helen's  Well ;  and  it  m.iy  be  that  the  Tofl-hus  is  the 
modem  Camp-house,  the  Norse  word  toft  signifying  an  inclosure  that  the  vallum  of  the  Roman  camp 
probably  then  afforded.

This  document,  though  once  a  mere  item  of  the  commercial  Hfe  of 
the  fraternity  of  S.  Mary,  has  now,  after  a  lapse  of  over  four  centuries, 
become  a  bright  light  to  us — revealing,  as  it  does,  the  social  condition 
of  our  forefathers.  It  is  of  a  date  when  the  Abbey  may  be  said  to  have 
been  at  its  highest  financial  prosperity  ;  and  the  figures  are  a  means  of 
comparison  of  the  work  of  districts,  and  a  key  to  the  changes  those 
districts  have  experienced  in  the  course  of  time. 

Little  indeed  is  said  of  the  town  of  Leeds,  where  the  Abbey  had 
but  one  possession  (as  appears  by  the  Roll),  but  much  maybe  gathered 
respecting  the  villages  immediately  surrounding  it.  The  men  of  distinc- 
tion are  presented  to  us  with  all  the  freshness  of  the  present  day.  The 
Parson  of  Adel  is  jogging  down  to  the  Abbey  to  pay  his  two  shillings 
of  rent  into  the  Bursar's  office,  before  paying  his  respects  to  the  Father 
Abbot,  and  perhaps  drinking  a  stoup  of  wine,  and  having  a  cut  off 
something  good  in  the  "  Hospitium,"  ere  he  leaves.  John  Franke,  too, 
the  Squire  of  Allerton,  is  not  a  mere  name — he  owns  much  land  there, 
'*  of  fre  rent,"  for  which  he  pays  yearly  the  munificent  sum  of  twelve- 
pence.  John  Killingbeck,  of  Chapel- Allerton,  is  a  larger  tenant — spaying 
two  shillings  and  fourpence.  His  son  joins  the  fraternity,  and  in  due 
time  becomes  Abbot.  His  ancestors  were  craftsmen  at  the  Grange ;  and 
his  descendants  Vicars  and  Mayors  of  Leeds. 

The  summary  of  the  good  Brother  in  one  or  two  cases  does  not  agree 
with  the  items,  probably  from  the  liability  to  mistakes  inseparable  from 
the  use  of  Roman  numerals,  but  it  is  idle  now  to  suggest  where  the  errors 
may  be.  In  one  important  particular  the  Roll  differs  from  the  list  of  pos- 
sessions of  the  Abbey  given  in  Burton's  Monasticon  Eboracense,  In  that 
list,  under  Bramhope,  p.  291,  it  is  stated,  from  Johnston's  MSS.,  and  from 
Dodsworth,  that  "W.  Abbot  and  Convent  of  Kirkstall  gave  to  the  Hospital 
"  of  St.  Leonard's,  at  York,  one  water  mill,  with  all  its  appurtenances,  in 
"this  territory,  for  0;^".  ^s.  od,  per  annum."  In  the  Roll  the  amount  of 
free  rent  paid  by  the  Master  and  Friars  is  stated  to  be  40J.     Some  other 


three  tofts  ;  40^  acres  of  land  ;  8  acres  of  wood  ;  and  a  moiety  of  one  acre  of  meadow,  with  &/.  yearly 
rent  out  of  an  cssart  called  Bercrofi-rode.  If  we  may  trust  the  orthography  of  these  names,  we  may 
cite  them  to  show  how  the  original  Celt  lingered  side  by  side  with  each  of  the  invaders.  The  originaJ 
mill  seems  to  have  been  raised  by  his  hands,  and  he  called  it  by  his  own  word,  A/r/zVi.  There  was  a 
cleared  space  about  it,  and  that  entered  into  the  speech-description  of  one  of  the  later  comers  :  it  was 
called  the  Millincley.  A  further  period  then  ensues,  and  the  Norseman  notices  a  Malyn-royd  or  rode. 
Apparently  all  these  places  lie  on  the  steep  slope,  alx>ut  the  W^hitecote  and  Beecroft  Hill,  falling  to 
the  river.  There  is  still  an  old  mill  thereabouts,  called  Ross  Mill — on  the  Celtic  common.  A' Ai?j. 
Then  to  the  East  of  this  the  slope  receives  another  name,  "The  Fallc  " — the  personal  name  of  Fallas 
being  found  therealxjuts  some  centuries  later,  and  still  known  in  Leeds.  I'hc  stone  which  built  some 
parts  of  the  Abl)ey  came  thence,  and  we  may  attribute  the  name  to  the  Norman  builders.  The  town 
of  F.ilai'^e.  in  Normandy,  gels  its  name  because  it  is  on  a  Falaise,  or  cliff".  The  Pitfall  in  Leeds  was 
on  the  s-lope  of  Warcliouse  Hill.

payments,  however,  exactly  agree  with  the  summary  in  Burton,  and 
enable  us  to  correct  its  erroneous  spelling.  Thus,  Burton,  p.  292  : 
"Bretby,  or  Byrtby.  The  monks  had  a  rent  charge  of  O;^.  is.  od. 
"issuing  out  of  a  tenement  and  three  oxgangs  of  land,  here."  And  the 
rental  gives  xij*'  as  the  payment  from  Birkbye,  for  fre  rent. 

Burton,  p.  294,  records  that "  William,  son  of  Thomas  de  Leedes, 
**  formerly  Rector  of  Saxymlamthorp,  in  the  diocess  of  Norwich,  gave 
"  the  homage  and  service  of  Adam  de  Kyddal  and  his  heirs,  being  the 
"  annual  rent  of  O;^.  yj.  od,  for  a  tenement  here  " — />.  at  Kyddal — and 
that  amount  is  the  only  payment  from  Kyddal  amongst  the  tenants 
at  will.  Under  Pontefract,  Burton  states  that  Edward  the  First  gave 
the  Abbey  eighty  marks  out  of  the  exchequer  of  Henry  de  Lacy,  not 
stating  that  this  was  an  annual  grant;  but  here,  in  1459  (172  years 
after  the  grant)  is  a  receipt  from  the  King,  as  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster, 
for  ;£53  6j.  8^/.,  the  same  amount.  Under  Pool,  Burton  says,  p.  295, 
"  Henry  de  Northeby,  of  Bramhop,  gave  all  his  meadow  in  PouUe,  called 
"  Dipe-Ker ;"  and  Brother  Robert  accounts  for  2s.  "  for  a  little  medowe 
"  in  Poull  fields." 

In  other  respects  the  rental  gives  receipts  larger  than  those  recorded 
by  the  ecclesiastical  historians.  Thus  the  only  possessions  of  the  Abbey 
at  Calverley  is  set  down  in  Burton,  p.  292,  as :  "  Robert  de  Bernes  gave 
rent  "  of  o-£,  os.  lod.  per  annum  out  of  lands  in  this  town."  But  in  the 
above  account,  free  rents  are  received  from  Calverley  together  amounting 
to  4^.  6d.  Again,  Burton,  p.  296,  gives  the  single  entry  under  "  Snithale. 
"  Henry  de  Laci  gave  one  carucate  of  land  here ;  which  Robert,  his  son, 
**  confirmed."  But  the  Bursar's  receipts  from  this  township  are  Ss.  from 
the  Prior  of  S.  Oswald's — which,  as  they  would  have  the  land  cheaply, 
may  possibly  be  for  the  De  Lacy's  gift — with  two  other  payments, 
amounting  to  6s,  6d.y  under  the  free  rents,  besides  the  large  amount  of 
;£i2    5x.  3^.  for  the  grange  at  Snytall. 

An  interesting  instance  of  the  continuance  of  a  family  not  amongst 
the  best  known  Yorkshire  names  occurs  in  Garford-West,  where  Burton, 
says,  p.  293,  **  Symon  de  Rupe  gave  one  oxgang,  one  acre  of  land,  and 
**  one  perch  in  this  territory ;  which  Simon,  son  of  Richard  le  Westreys 
"de  West  Gereford,  confirmed:" and  the  Roll  records  the  payment  of 
6x.  8^.  for  this  land  by  William  Westryn.  And  a  still  more  interesting 
fact  is  given  in  the  receipt  from  Marton :  Burton,  p.  295,  simply  states 
that  "  Henry  de  Lacy  gave  both  the  towns  of  this  name ; "  but  the 
Bursar  in  1459  shows  that  they  had  been  given  to  the  Prior  of  Bolton, 
who  paid  the  large  sum  of  jCi  13X.  4^.  free  rent.  But  the  rental  exceeds 
in  extent  the  summary  given  in  Burton.  This  time,  on  a  comparison 
of  the  mere  names  in  the  two  lists,  there  appears  to  be  40  in  the  latter 
which  are  not  in  the  former;  but  the  lands  in  many  of  these  are 
accounted  for  under  other  places.  Thus  the  lands  in  Burdun  are  all  no 
doubt  included  in  Adle.  Moorgrainge  may  be  accepted  as  Allerton- 
moor.  Everle  may  perhaps  pass  for  Elrerton  ;  Heck,  for  Heckelton ;  and 
Horbe,  for  Halberd.     Helewic  is  not  in  the  rental ;  but  Burton  says,

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Tyresall  does  not  occur  in  Burton ;  but  James,  in  his  History  of 
Bradford^  tells  us,  p.  337,  that  the  Thorntons  continued  at  Thornton, 
and  that  "one  of  this  branch  in  1424  married  Matilda,  daughter  of 
"  Wm.  Tyersal,  of  Tyersal,  and  removed  thither" — to  which  the  above 
item  of  rental  entitles  us  to  add — "taking  with  him  the  ancient  piety  and 
"  beneficence  of  his  family." 

Other  two  names  remain,  Wilsden  and  Crosley.  From  the  former 
there  are  three  separate  free  rents,  and  the  payment  from  Crosley  seems 
to  point  to  a  bequest  not  elsewhere  named ;  and  though  Mr.  James  in 
his  ^^  Continuation'^  quotes  a  gift  of  Crosley  to  Byland  Abbey,  he  does  not 
appear  to  have  discovered  any  gift  to  the  nearer  and  grander  establish- 
ment. 

We  learn  from  the  Summa  that  the  total  income  of  the  monastery 
was  ;£354  OS.  3^^. ;  but  this  does  not  include  their  gains  from  the 
demesne  lands,  which  must  have  been  very  considerable.  When  the 
Abbey  was  surrendered  by  Abbot  John  Ripley,  22  November,  1539,  its 
gross  revenues  were  of  the  annual  value  of  ;£5i2  13X.  ^d.  If  we  allow 
for  the  depreciation  of  money  in  the  century  between  these  dates,  and 
add  the  value  of  demesnes  and  the  greatly  increasing  value  of  the 
manufacturing  properties,  it  becomes  evident  that  in  the  last  century 
the  residential  districts  were  steadily  diminishing. 

The  Arms  of  Kirkstall  Abbey  were  azure^  three  swords  argent^  their 
points  in  base,  hilts  and  pommels  or,  Tonge  gives  a  drawing  of  the 
Arms  (see  Fig,  i,  Plate  i),  but  no  tinctures,  with  a  pastoral  staff  behind 
them  ;  and  says,  "  These  be  the  Armes  of  the  monastery  of  Kyrkstall, 
**  of  the  order  of  White  Monks  ;  and  founder  to  the  said  monastery  ys 
"  our  Souverayn  Lord  the  Kyng,  by  the  title  of  Lacy,  Erie  of  Lincoln, 
"  and  the  Duke  of  lancastr  heyre  to  the  said  Lacy ;  whiche  Lacy  was 
"  furst  founder  of  the  said  monastery." 

Here  we  have  a  mistake,  as  the  Earl  of  Lincoln  was  not  the  founder 
of  the  monastery  ;  nor  was  the  Duke  of  Lancaster  heir  in  blood  of  the 
Laci,  whose  line  expired,  as  to  the  ownership  of  the  Pontefract  fee,  at 
the  death  of  the  childless  Alice,  the  divorced  wife  of  Thomas,  Earl  of 
Lancaster,  who  was  murdered  at  Pontefract  Castle.  It  is  a  somewhat 
singular  fact  and  worthy  of  notice  that  although  it  was  usual  for  religious 
houses  to  adopt  the  Arms  of  their  founder,  yet  in  the  case  of  Kirkstall 
Abbey  the  Arms  are  those  of  William  de  Poictou,  the  chief  lord  of  the 
fee  on  which  a  portion  of  the  monastery  was  erected. 

The  Arms  of  Ilbert  de  Lacy  were :  Quarterly  or  and  gules,  a  bend 
sable,  and  over  all  a  label  of  three  points  (see  Fig,  i,  Plate  2),  and  were 
used  as  the  Arms  of  Pontefract  Priory. 

The  Common  Seal  of  the  Abbey  was  circular,  2  inches  in  diameter 
{Fig,  2,  Plate  i).  In  the  centre  is  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  crowned  and 
seated,  bearing  on  her  left  arm  the  Divine  Infant  (also  crowned),  whose 
arm  is  pointing  upwards.  Both  figures  are  under  a  canopy,  the  arch  of 
which  is  four-centred,  giving  a  late  date  for  this  Seal.  The  background 
is  powdered  with  stars.  The  legend  between  the  dotted  line  reads  : 
c 
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SiGiLLV  +  DE  (com)mvne  +  KYRKESTAL.  The  rcst  of  the  field  is  diapered. 
On  each  side  of  the  canopy  is  the  letter  T.  Woodcuts  of  this  and  the 
following  Seal  will  be  found  in  WardeU's  ^^  Kirkstall  Abhey^^  and 
impressions  of  both,  attached  to  a  deed  which  was  formerly  in  the  office 
of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  are  to  be  seen  in  the  Record  Office. 

The  Seal  of  Abbot  Hugh  de  Grimston  is  oval,  2  inches  by  if  inches 
{^Fig,  3,  Plate  i),  and  represents  the  Abbot  holding  a  book  in  his  left 
hand,  and  a  pastoral  staff  in  his  right  The  crook  of  the  staff  is  turned 
inwards)  Haines,  p.  29,  says:  "Abbots  have  been  said  to  hold  the  crook 
"turned  inwards,  to  signify  that  their  jurisdiction  was  confined  to  their 
"  monasteries,  but  this  distinction  appears  never  to  have  been  observed 
"in  effigies ;"  neither  can  it  be  said  to  have  been  observed  on  seals,  as 
we  have  impressions  of  seals  with  the  crook  turned  outwards,  viz. : — a 
Common  Seal  and  a  small  one  of  Fountains,  and  seals  of  Whitby, 
Mount  Grace,  Selby,  Roche,  Coverham,  &c  The  legend  is  between 
the  two  usual  dotted  lines,  and  reads :  .  .  .  axis  de  kirkestall. 
The  missing  portion  is  most  probably  Sigillvm  abb.  The  space 
between  the  figures  and  the  legend  has,  on  the  Abbot's  right,  a  head 
(most  likely  that  of  his  patron  saint),  with  a  cross  above  and  a  fleur- 
de-lis  below  it ;  and  on  his  left,  a  star  of  six  points,  a  small  object 
resembling  a  crescent,  and  a  cross. 

The  Seal  of  Abbot  Hugh  de  Mickelay  {Fig,  4,  Plate  i),  who  occurs 
A.D.  1259,  is  also  oval,  and  represents  the  Abbot  bareheaded,  holding 
an  open  book  in  his  left  hand  and  a  pastoral  staff  (with  the  crook 
turned  inwards)  in  his  right.  The  legend  is :  +  Sigillvm  abbatis  de 
kerkestal.  The  counter  seal  to  the  above,  also  oval,  displays  an  arm 
issuing  from  the  dexter  side,  and  holding  a  pastoral  staff :  on  the  sinister 
side  is  a  star  of  six  points.   The  legend  is  :  Contrasigil  :  de  :  kirkst. 

The  Seal  of  Abbot  William  is  a  small  oval,  \\  inches  by  i  inch 
{Fig,  5,  Plate  i\  and  represents  the  Abbot  "in  pontificalibus,"  holding  a 
pastoral  staff  in  his  right  hand,  crook  outwards,  and  a  book  in  his  left, 
standing  under  a  canopy.  The  background  is  diapered,  and  the 
inner  legend    line  is  cusped.    The  legend  is  in  text,  and  reads : — 

Of  the  Seal  of  Ilbert  de  Laci,  I  furnish  two  woodcuts  (see  Figs, 
2  and  3,  Plate  2).  One  is  taken  from  an  impression  appended  to  the 
following  Charter,  preserved  amongst  the  muniments  of  Winchester 
College ;  and  the  other,  from  a  block  purchased  with  many  others  some 
years  ago  from  the  collection  of  William  Boyne,  Esq.,  F.S.A.  The  two, 
it  will  be  noticed,  vary  in  some  respects.  The  device  is  the  baron  on 
horseback  ;  wearing  the  coif  de  maille,  hauberk,  and  chausses  of  mail. 
At  his  back  is  slung  a  heater-shaped  shield,  and  he  has  the  usual 
"  pryck"  spurs, — that  is,  spurs  without  rowels.  The  legend  reads  : 
+  Sigillvm  ilberti  de  laced. 

The  Charter  is  in  many  respects  a  valuable  document.  We  learn 
from  it  the  name  of  Ilbert's  wife,  and  that  he  survived  his  son  Hugh. 
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**  Notum  sit  omnibus  Christianis  tarn  viventibus  quam  futuris  quod  ego  Hilbertus 
de  Laceio  una  cum  Hadrude  uxore  mea  do  mansionem  tuisuicz  Sancte  Trinitati  de 
Monte  Rotomagensi,  terram  scilicet  cum  aqua  et  pratis  et  silvis  omnibusque  ad  ipsam 
mansionem  attincntibus  pro  anima  mea  atque  domini  mei  Willielmi  regis  et  animabus 
parentum  et  amicorum  meorum  nee  non  et  uxoris  mee  filiique  mei  Hugonis  pro  eo 
quod  et  ipse  supradictus  filius  meus  ...  in  loco  requiescit  et  decimam  de  Fraitville." 

Endorsed,  in  a  hand  of  the  thirteenth  century :  "  Anglia  Anglia ;" 
and  again  in  writing,  apparently  of  the  fourteenth  century:  "Hilbertus 
de  Lasceio  de  nemore  Anglie  de  Thisuic." 

*'  Be  it  known  unto  all  Christians,  as  weU  living  as  future,  that  I,  Hilbert  de 
Laci,  together  with  Hadrude,  my  wife,  give  the  mansion  of  Tuisuicz  unto  the  Holy 
Trinity  du  Mont,  Rouen ;  the  land,  to  wit,  with  water  and  meadows  and  woods  and 
all  things  to  the  sarhe  mansion  belonging,  for  my  soul  and  (the  soul)  of  my  lord  King 
William,  and  the  souls  of  my  parents  and  friends,  as  also  of  my  wife  and  son  Hugh, 
for  that  he,  my  son  above-named,  resteth  in  (that)  place ;  and  the  tithe  of  FretevaL 

The  Chartulary  of  the  Abbey  is  not  known,  but  the  Coucher  Book 
is  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  and  marked :  "  Duchy  of  Lancaster 
Records,  Class  XL,  No.  7."  It  is  in  very  good  preservation,  and  the 
contents  may  be  roughly  classed  as  follows  : — Charters  and  Grants ;  Law 
Cases  (Copies  from  Assize  Rolls,  &c.) ;  Fines ;  Miscellanea.

*  This  entry  is  of  prime  importance,  as  giving  a  glimpse  of  the  border  of  the  Anglian  clan-station 
of  Headingley,  and  the  opposite  townsnip  of  Allertone,  otherwise  Alvertone.  The  small  hamlet  of 
Bentlay— tne  field  on  the  hill-side,  and  of  Angle  etymology— was  then  a  recognised  spot,  as  it  is  still, 
though  it  is  now  an  item  in  Meanwood,  which  has  strong  Celtic  associations.  Of  this  latter  place  we 
have  an  interesting  notice,  area  1250,  in  the  charter  by  which  William,  son  of  Alexander  of  Alreton, 
gives  to  Kirkstall  aul  his  land,  with  the  wood,  and  all  the  stones  both  upon  and  under  the  land  which

Vol.  53,  fo.  161. — Robert  Hirste,  of  Ledes,  Marche  13,  1498-9.  "To 
be  beried  in  the  parish  church  of  Ledes,  under  the  litell  bell  stringe. 
Names  Sir  Thomas  Gibson  and  Sir  Robert  Calbek,  prestes."  Notes, — He 
was  brother  of  Richard  Hirst,  prior  of  Nostell.  Thos.  Gibson,  cap., 
20  Jan.,  1 500-1,  to  be  buried  in  the  church  of  Ledes.  Henry  Hard- 
wick  de  Northall,  par.  Ledes,  May  5,  1 501,  to  be  buried  in  the  Parish 
Church,  Leeds. 

Vol.  53,  fo.  246. — Wm.  Dyneley  the  elder,  gentilman,  June  24,  1506. 
"To  be  buryed  within  the  paryssh  church  of  Ledes,  in  Rockley  where, 
negh  unto  ye  buryell  of  my  wyff." 


Robert  Mauleverer,  of  Wothersome,  descended  from  William  Mau- 
leverer,  of  Potternewton,  living  19  Ed  III.,  died  in  1443,  ^"d  lies 
buried  in  Leeds  Church. 

Arthur  Ikin,  Esq.,  Alderman  of  Leeds,  left  by  will,  dated  7  March, 
1795,  personal  and  real  estate. 

John  Marshall,  jun.,  Esq.,  of  Headingley,  late  M.P.  for  Leeds,  died 
31  Oct.,  1836,  aged  38. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Chantrell  left  ^^300,  a.d.  1765,  to  Potter's  Alms- 
houses, Leeds. 

Mary  Feetham,  daughter  of  the  late  James  Kitchingman,  and  grand- 
daughter of  Alderman  James  Kitchingman,  of  Chapel-Allerton,  died 
28  Sept.,  1836,  aged  65. 
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mOT  the  least  valuable  portion  of  Ralph  Thoresby's 
^^  Ducatus  Lcodiensis"  is  the  record  it  contains  of 
local  worthies  and  genealogy.  To  supplement  that  work, 
and  the  work  of  others  who  have  since  written  on  the  same 
subject,  is  one  of  the  objects  of  the  Thoresby  Society; 
and  it  is  hoped  that  its  efforts  in  this  direction  wjU  result 
in  the  publication  of  matter  not  only  useful  to  genealogists, 
but  of  general  interest. 


SIR  JAMES  FALSHAW,  Bart. 

James  Falshaw  was  bom  at  Leeds,  March  21,  1810,  and  was 
educated  at  Lockwood's  School  in  that  town,  where  he  was  a  fellow- 
pupil  of  Sir  John  Hawkshaw.  Upon  leaving  school  Falshaw  was 
articled  to  Mr.  J.  Cusworth,  a  Leeds  architect  and  surveyor;  and  upon 
the  expiration  of  his  term,  in  1831,  he  had  his  first  experience  of  railway 
engineering  under  Messrs.  Hamar  and  Pratt,  the  contractors  for  the 
I^eds  and  Selby  Railway.  For  a  portion  of  that  line  he  was  their 
agent  and  engineer,  and  upon  its  completion  was  again  employed  by 
them,  in  the  same  double  capacity,  for  the  Whitby  and  Pickering 
Railway. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  latter,  in  1836,  Mr.  Falshaw  bade  good- 
bye to  Messrs.  Hamar  and  Pratt,  and  became  principal  assistant  to 
Messrs.  G.  leather  and  Son,  harbour  and  dock  engineers,  with  whom 
he  stayed  seven  years. 

In  1843  Mr.  Falshaw  took  an  office  in  Leeds,  and  commenced 
business  on  his  own  account ;  but  he  had  not  been  long  settled  there 
when  he  received  an  offer  from  Mr.  John  Stephenson  to  join  his  staff  in 
the  construction  of  the  Lancaster  and  Carlisle  line.  His  acceptance  of 
this  offer  was  the  means  of  his  becoming  acquainted  with  Mr.  Brassey, 
(of  the  firm  of  Brassey  &  Mackenzie,  then  in  partnership  with 
Mr.  Stephenson),  and  of  his  subsequent  career  as  a  railway  engineer  in 
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Scotland.  As  agent  of  that  firm,  and  later  as  Mr.  Brassey's  partner,  he 
constructed  several  of  the  principal  Scotch  lines,  viz. :  The  Scottish 
Midland  Junction,  the  Scottish  Central,  the  Inverness  and  Nairn,  the 
Inverness  and  Aberdeen  Junction,  and  the  Port  Patrick  railways.  A 
detailed  account  of  these,  and  of  Mr.  Falshaw's  other  engineering  works, 
is  to  be  found  in  an  excellent  sketch  of  his  life  in  Vol.  xcix.  (1890)  of 
"  Minutes  of  Proceedings  of  the  Institute  of  Civil  Engineers." 

In  1855  Mr.  Falshaw  went  to  reside  in  Edinburgh,  and  from  that 
time  forward  he  took  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  city.  In 
1874  he  was  elected  Lord  Provost — the  first  Englishman  upon  whom 
that  honour  had  been  conferred.  His  term  of  office  was  marked  by  a 
number  of  improvements  in  the  city;  of  these  he  was  the  originator, 
and  they  owed  their  successful  completion  to  his  energy  and  practical 
knowledge  :  such  were  the  widening  of  the  North  Bridge  and  of  Princes 
Street,  the  opening  to  the  public  of  the  West  Princes  Street  Gardens, 
the  roofing  of  the  Waverley  Market,  and,  perhaps  the  most  important, 
the  completion  of  the  Moorfoot  Water  Scheme. 

In  1876,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Queen's  visit  to  Edinburgh  to 
inaugurate  the  statue  of  the  Prince  Consort,  Mr.  Falshaw  was  created 
a  baronet.  Sir  James  was  a  director  of  several  railways,  notably  of  the 
North  British  and  Forth  Bridge  Companies.  In  1882  he  succeeded 
Stirling  of  Kippendavie  as  chairman  of  the  former  Company,  and .  held 
the  post  until  failing  health  obliged  him  to  resign  in  1887,  when  his 
place  was  filled  by  the  Marquis  of  Tweeddale.  He  was  then  elected 
deputy  chairman — a  position  which  he  retained  until  his  death,  on  the 
19th  June,  1889. 

Sir  James's  character  is  admirably  summed  up  in  the  words  of  the 
Scotsman  oi  June  15th,  1889  : — "He  had  all  the  hard-headed  qualities 
which  are  usually  ascribed  to  a  Yorkshireman.  He  was  a  man  of 
indomitable  energy  and  firm  purpose ;  outwardly  of  a  brusque  demeanour, 
and  inwardly  possessed  of  a  swift  mental  way  of  arriving  at  the  heart 
of  things.  The  white  rose  of  his  crest  was  a  fitting  symbol  of  a  life  of 
sterling  integrity ;  and  his  motto,  *In  officio  impavidus,'  a  very  pithy 
way  of  expressing  his  conduct  in  public  life." 
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JOHN  SMEATON,  F.R.S. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  give  here  more  than  a  brief  notice  of  John 
Smbaton,  as  several  accounts  of  his  life  and  works  have  been  pub- 
lished, notably  in  ^^  Lives  of  the  Engineers^^  by  Smiles,  vol.  il 

He  was  bom  at  Austhorpe  Lodge,  in  the  parish  of  Whitkirk,  on 
the  8lh  June,  1724,  and  received  the  greater  part  of  his  education  at 
the  I-,eeds  Free  Grammar  School  His  father,  Mr.  William  Smeaton,  of 
Austhorpe  Lodge,  was  an  attorney,  and  it  was  his  wish  that  his  son 
should  follow  the  same  profession.  Young  Smeaton  accordingly  entered 
his  father's  office  in  Leeds,  and  later,  in  1742,  went  to  London  to 
attend  the  courts  at  Westminster.  But  having  no  liking  for  the  law, 
he  shortly  after  obtained  his  father's  consent  to  abandon  it. 

Smeaton  then  applied  himself  to  the  study  of  mechanics,  which 
from  boyhood  had  been  his  favourite  pursuit.  In  1750  we  find  him 
working  with  a  mathematical  instrument  maker  in  Great  Turnstile, 
Holborn ;  and  by  the  year  1752  he  had  begun  business  on  his  own 
account,  in  Furnival's  Inn  Court.  This,  however,  did  not  prevent  his 
devoting  a  large  portion  of  his  time  to  study  and  experiments.  On 
several  occasions  in  the  years  1750-52,  he  read  papers  before  the  Royal 
Society,  of  which  body  he  was  elected  a  member  in  1753.  In  the 
previous  year,  1752,  at  the  suggestion  of  Lord  Macclesfield,  President 
of  the  Royal  Society,  Smeaton  was  requested  to  undertake  the  task  of 
rebuilding  the  Eddystone  Lighthouse — a  fact  that  sufficiently  proves 
the  estimation  in  which  he  was  then  held  by  men  of  science. 

Notwithstanding  the  success  of  his  lighthouse,  which  was  finished 
in  1 759,  it  was  not  until  some  ten  years  later  that  Smeaton  found  full 
employment  as  a  civil  engineer.  Meantime,  in  1764,  he  had  been 
appointed  Receiver  for  the  Derwentwater  estates, — an  office  which  he 
held  till  1777. 

Though  it  is  with  the  Eddystone  Lighthouse  that  Smeaton's  name  is 
chiefly  associated,  there  exist,  both  in  England  and  Scotland,  many 
memorials  of  his  engineering  skill.  Such  are  the  improved  navigation 
of  the  rivers  Calder  and  Aire ;  the  Forth  and  Clyde  Canal,  which  was 
designed  and  constructed  by  him;  bridges  over  the  Tweed  at  Cold- 
stream, the  Deveron  near  Banff,  the  Tay  at  Perth  (built  from  his 
original  designs) ;  the  construction  of  Ramsgate  Harbour,  and  the 
lighthouses  on  Spurn  Point,  &c.  &c. 
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In  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  his  home  may  still  be  seen 
two  specimens  of  Smeaton's  ingenuity — the  hydraulic  ram  at  Temple- 
newsam,  by  means  of  which  water  is  forced  to  the  roof  of  the  hall 
(mentioned  by  Smiles) ;  and  a  water-wheel  at  the  Foundry  Mill,  in  the 
parish  of  SeacrofL  Perhaps  the  most  interesting  feature  of  the  latter 
is  the  canal  and  tunnel  through  which  the  water  is  conveyed  from  a 
point  in  the  Roundhay  Beck,  a  mile  away. 

John  Smeaton  died  at  Austhorpe  on  the  28th  of  October,  1792. 


GRAVELEY   OF   HALTON. 

The  Graveleys,  who  are  traditionally  descended  from  Graveley  of 
Graveley,  in  Hertfordshire,  have  lived  on  their  own  estate  at  Halton  for 
the  last  three  centuries.  The  modern  hamlet  of  Graveleythorpe,  to  the 
east  of  the  village  of  Halton,  derives  its  name  from  this  family,  the 
land  upon  which  it  is  built  having  been  sold  by  Mr.  John  Graveley,  the 
present  representative.

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THE    ELLIS    FAMILY, 

And    Description  of  their  Manor  Hall  at  Kiddal,  Parish  of 

Barwick-in-Elmet,  County  of  York. 


Collected  from  Mr,  John  Dixon's  article  in  the  ^^  Reliquce  Eborcuenses^^  writ 
ten  about  1854 ;  with  Notes  thereon  by  the  writer^  G.  W.  Waddington, 
and  Extracts  from  the  ^^  Ellis  Notices^''  by  the  late^,  S.  Ellis,  Esq.,  of 
the  Inner  Temple,  and  Hydecroft,  Crawley^  Sussex, 


This  ancient  fabric  is  pleasantly  situated  on  a  gentle  eminence 
overlooking  the  high  road  from  Leeds  to  York,  and  was  for  several 
generations  a  seat  of  the  Ellis  family.  The  principal  south  front 
consists  of  a  centre  and  two  gables,  the  one  on  the  east  being  post- 
and-pan.  The  lower  horizontal  rafters  are  ornamented  with  the  Rose 
and  Tudor  flower  :  a  common  decoration  on  mouldings  of  the  Perpen- 
dicular era.  The  timber  loses  much  of  its  antique  appearance  from 
having  received  a  coat  of  chocolate  paint,  but  in  point  of  effect, 
this  harmonises  very  agreeably  with  the  lichen-coated  walls.  Some  of  the 
windows  which  have  escaped  mutilation,  retain  trefoil  heads.  A  little 
dormer  window  (only  made  in  1831),  rising  on  the  slope  of  the  roof,  is 
deserving  of  notice ;  but  the  chief  exterior  attraction  is  the  beautiful 
bay  window,  a  fine  example  of  mediaeval  design.  It  is  richly  decorated 
with  a  battlemented  parapet,  crocketted  pinnacles,  and  projecting 
waterspouts,  or  gargoyles :  the  cornice  has  a  trailing  pattern  of  vine 
leaves  and  grapes :  and  the  hollow  moulding  beneath  is  filled  with 
figures  and  sacred  emblems — the  heart,  hands,  and  feet  of  Our  Saviour; 
the  crown  of  thorns ;  Solomon's  seal ;  an  ape  playing  the  pipe ;  and  Tudor 
flowers  and  roses.  The  inscription  upon  it  is  (in  Old  English  letters) : — 
"Orate  pro  bono  statu  Thomge  Elys  et  Anne  uxoris  suae  qui  istam  fenes- 
tram  fieri  fecerunt.  Ano.  Dni.  mccccc^  p'mo"  (1501) — the  date  of 
the  window.  It  appears  to  have  had  few  attractions  for  Dr.  Whitaker, 
who  passes  it  over  almost  unnoticed,  and  makes  a  mistake  in  copying 
the  inscription.  The  hall  is  on  the  ground  floor,  and  occupies  the 
central  and  great  portion  of  the  building.  It  has  originally  been  open 
to  the  roof,  which  is  supported  on  fluted  rafters  gracefully  springing  from 
embattled  hammer  heads,  or  beams  terminating  with  pendants ;  and 
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when  perfect,  must  have  been  a  most  noble  apartment.     The  writer 
ventures  to  think  the  hall,  on  its  first  being  built,  had  only  one  window 
at  the  east  end  (alluded  to  afterwards),  which  would  of  course  be  filled 
up  when  the  bay  and  square-headed  windows  and  south  door  were 
evidently  built  into  the  old  masonry  by  Thomas  Ellys  in  1501.     It  may 
also  be  surmised  that  some  years  afterwards  the  post-and-pan  gable  and 
east  room  were  constructed,  and  the  hall  underdrawn  to  the  level  of  the 
hammer  beams  for  greater  warmth  and  comfort.     The  east  gable  on  the 
ground  floor  contains  an  oak  panelled  parlour  of  good  workmanship. 
At  the  time  of  this  addition  to  the  house,  the  gable,  or  off-set,  up  which 
the  oak  balustraded  staircase  is  carried  would  be  built     On  the  outside 
is  the  Ellis  coat-of-arms,  on  a  stone  panel,  now  very  indistinct.     This 
staircase  would  give  access  to  the  upper  rooms,  which  were  divided 
from  the  west  end  of  the  house  by  the  hall ;  up  to  that  time  the 
only  upstairs  rooms  would  be  in  the  west  gable. 

Mr.  John  Waddington  (father  of  the  present  writer)  altered  the  house 
in  1 83 1  to  a  plan  drawn  by  the  late  Mr.  J.  Dennis  Chantrell,  architect, 
then  of  Leeds,  which  shows  the  building  as  then  existing,  with  the 
additions,  which  principally  consisted  in  removing  the  central  chimney, 
and  making  the  hall  smaller,  by  taking  the  north  side  for  a  passage,  to 
extend  from  the  entrances  by  the  small  south  door,  and  a  massive  one 
from  the  north  porch  (which  latter  was  filled  up),  to  the  east  room,  a 
wall  being  taken  down  for  this  purpose,  as  this  latter  part  of  the  house 
was  occupied  by  another  family  to  that  in  the  halL  The  east  and  west 
partitions,  enclosing  the  inner  roof  space  of  the  hall,  were  also  removed  ; 
and  a  corresponding  passage  to  the  one  on  the  ground  floor  made,  by 
cutting  down  the  timbering  of  the  ceiling  to  the  level  of  the  staircase 
upper  landing,  the  ceiling  timbering  above  the  hall  being  left,  on  which 
to  make  the  bed-room,  the  dormer  window  being  put  into  the  roof  for 
light.  To  Mr.  ChantreH's  plan,  Mr.  A.  Shelley  Ellis,  architect,  of  the 
Sanctuary,  Westminster,  has  added  two  others,  showing  Sir  John  Ellys' 
Hall  of  1390,  and  Thomas  Elys'  additions  of  1501. 

The  hall  was  paved  with  sandstone,  and  used  by  the  out-going  tenant 
as  the  dairy.  The  fire-place  was  open,  with  a  raised  hearthstone  and 
iron  dogs.  The  breast  of  the  chimney  rested  on  a  large  oak  beam, 
which  extended  the  entire  width  of  the  hall,  having  support  on  the 
wall  forming  the  north  nook  of  the  chimney.  In  making  the  alterations, 
the  wall  between  the  hall  and  the  oak  parlour,  being  of  a  great  thick- 
ness and  sounding  hollow,  was  broken  into,  and  found  to  be  a  closed 
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closet  (perhaps  once  the  east  window),  containing  oak  wainscoting,  cor- 
nices, and  an  oak  coat-of-arms,  probably  removed  from  the  hall,  and  built 
up  to  preserve  it  in  time  of  the  Civil  War  of  1642.  Part  of  this  closet 
forms  the  canopied  sideboard  recess,  made  from  the  oak  wainscoting, 
cornice,  &c.,  and  is  surmounted  by  the  arms — being  for  Ellis  :  Or  ;  on  a 
cross  sahle^  five  crescents  argent^  impaling  Calverley,  sable^  within  an 
inescutcheon^  an  orle  of  owls  argent.  The  open  chimney  being  removed, 
the  present  one  has  the  fine  oak  chimney-piece,  brought  from  the  east 
room,  having  the  Wilkinson  coat-of-arms  : — Gules^  a  f esse  voire  between 
three  unicorns  passant ;  impaling  Frank,  ^/«,  a  f esse  sable  between  three 
hawks  proper — being  carved  to  correspond  with  the  shfeld  at  the 
east  end  In  the  bay  window  are  four  shields  of  stained  glass,  as 
follows : — 

(i)  Ellis  and  Calverley,  as  above. 

(2)  Ellis  and  Thwaytes  :  Argent^  on  a  /esse  sable  between  three 
fleurs'd€-lis,  gules^  as  many  bezants,  (The  fleurs-de-lis  were  carelessly 
inverted  in  re-glazing  in  1831.) 

(3)  Ellis  and  Dransfield :  Paly  of  six  argent  and  sable,  on  a  bend 
gules ^  three  mullets^  pierced^  or,     (?  Swales.) 

(4)  Ellis  and  Calverley,  as  before. 

With  reference  to  these  arms,  the  first  and  fourth  are  those  of  the 
builder  of  the  window  and  of  his  wife,  Anne,  daughter  of  William 
Calverley,  of  Calverley,  near  Leeds.  Thomas  Ellis  was  one  of  the 
trustees  named  in  the  will  of  "Robert  Calverley  the  helder,  15  Feby., 
1498,"  and  had  left  to  his  "  wyff  a  baysyn  wt  an  ewer,  and  a  litel  pare 
of  bedes." 

As  to  the  second  shield,  the  connexion  with  Thwaytes  is  not  so  clear ; 
but  as  Thomas'  father,  Henry,  would  be  married  about  1450  to  1475,  ^^  ^ 
possible  his  wife  was  sister  of  an  Edmond  Thwaytes,  of  Lund-on-the- 
Wolds,  and  of  Lofthouse,  near  Harewood.  Her  brother  was  probably 
Edmond,  a  famous  judge,  who  appointed  Thos.  Ellis  one  of  his  feoffees, 
in  his  will  dated  May  21st,  1500. 

As  to  the  third  coat-of-arms,  of  Dransfield  (?  Swales),  the  writer  has 
not  been  able  to  find  any  reference  to  either  the  Ellis  or  Calverley  families. 
These  arms,  except  those  of  Dransfield,  were  in  the  Ellis  Chapel,  in  All 
Saints'  Church,  Barwick-in-Elmet,  up  to  1856,  when  they  were  unfor- 
tunately destroyed.  The  indefatigable  Dodsworth  had,  however,  in 
the  17th  century,  copied  them ;  and  the  writer,  on  the  27th  November, 
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1877,  had  the  satisfaction  of  finding  them  in  the  Harleian  MSS.,  VoL 
1,457,  Folio  226,  in  the  British  Museum,  and  repeated  in  the  same 
MSS.,  Vol.  1,394,  Folio  320. 

The  pedigree  of  the  Ellis  family  prior  to  the  Visitation  of  1585,  was 
very  defective ;  but  by  the  fortunate  perusal  of  the  Pleadings  in  the 
Duchy  of  Lancaster  Court  by  A.  Shelley  Ellis,  Esq.,  architect,  London, 
the  same  is  fully  explained,  and  with  his  other  researches  the  pedigree  is 
as  now  presented.  The  above  suit  is  Copley  v.  Ellis — being  Thomas, 
before-named,  after  he  had  been  in  possession  of  Kiddal  ten  years, 
which  was  claimed  wrongfully  by  one  of  the  Copleys  of  Batley.  The 
pedigree  drawn  up  by  the  late  W.  Smith  Ellis,  Esq.,  of  the  Inner 
Temple,  and  Hydecroft,  Crawley,  Sussex,  in  his  "  Ellis  Family,"  is  now 
filled  up  to  the  present  time,  and  a  copy,  with  additions  lately  made,  is 
as  above  noted. 

From  the  garden  there  is  a  pleasing  view  of  the  distant  church  and 
village  of  Barwick-in-Elmet,  and  in  the  meadows  below  are  the  remains 
of  the  fishponds,  in  which  the  finny  tribe  were  fattened  for  the  use  (on 
fast-days)  of  the  former  owners  of  this  interesting  abode. 

The  whole  of  the  original  buildings  are  of  sandstone,  quarried  from 
the  west  of  the  orchard,  except  the  bay  window  and  additions  of  the 
1 8th  century,  which  for  easier  working  are  of  limestone.  The  site  on 
which  the  house  is  built  is  peculiar.  The  well  near  to  the  west  gable  is 
sunk  from  60  to  70  feet  through  sandstone,  and  limestone  is  up  to  the 
surface  close  to  the  east  end,  being  of  great  depth  judging  from  the 
limestone  quarry  across  the  road  The  house  appears  to  have  been  used 
by  the  family  up  to  about  1725,  when  William  Ellis  died  at  a  great  age. 
He,  the  writer  thinks,  added  the  extensive  farm  buildings,  probably 
incurring  obligations  which  necessitated  his  mortgaging  the  property — 
proved  by  the  Memorial  Entries  in  the  Wakefield  Registry  of  Deeds  to 
liave  been  renewed  frequently  by  his  successors,  and  apparently  cleared 
off  by  the  last  William  Ellis  owning  Kiddal,  on  his  becoming  connected 
by  marriage  with  the  Bournes  of  Mattingley,  Hampshire ;  after  which 
James  Bourne,  his  father-in-law,  only  joins  in  executing  deeds,  dated 
November,  1752,  for  the  sale  of  the  necessary  land  for  the  turnpike  road 
from  Leeds  to  York  (previous  to  which,  according  to  Thoresby,  the 
Ellises  had  secured  a  way-leave  on  all  passing  over  the  property) ;  and 
the  last  record  registered  appears  to  be  a  sale  by  the  same  William  of 
the  estate  to  his  brother  Francis  in  November,  1755. 
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Reverting  to  the  history  of  the  Hall,  it  is  worthy  of  remark  that  like 
most  old  places  of  its  kind  it  is  credited  with  being  haunted,  and  tales 
are  told  of  a  stalwart  figure  heard  tramping  heavily  along  the  gloomy 
passages  in  the  wild  and  gusty  evenings  of  winter.  This  tradition  has 
doubtless  its  origin  in  the  untimely  death  of  John  Ellis,  who  has  always 
been  said  to  have  been  killed  here  by  a  party  of  Parliamentary  soldiers 
in  the  Civil  Wars,  but  according  to  Dugdale,  in  his  Visitation  of  1665, 
this  occurred  at  his  other  seat  of  Roal  Hall,  in  the  parish  of  Kellington, 
near  Knottingley.  Nevertheless,  an  iron-stained  flagstone  was  shown  to 
the  writer  on  his  first  visiting  the  house  in  183 1,  as  the  identical  place 
where  John  Ellis  had  died ;  but  fortunately  for  his  peace  of  mind,  and 
that  of  those  forming  the  younger  members  of  the  family,  the  groans 
and  tramping  of  the  gallant  Royalist  were  found  to  proceed  from  a 
loose  rafter  in  the  post-and-pan  gable,  which  on  the  occasion  of  a  high 
wind  was  caused  to  rub  against  the  other  woodwork. 

The  EUises  were  firm  adherents  to  the  unfortunate  cause  of  Charles 
the  First,  and  paid  dearly  for  their  loyalty — the  above  John  being 
slain,  as  named  above ;  and  two  of  his  sons  shared  the  same  melan- 
choly fate  on  the  field  of  battle,  the  last  one  being  William,  killed  at  the 
siege  of  Charlemont,  in  Ireland,  in  1647,  leaving  probably  two  sons  and 
one  daughter,  all  under  four  years  of  age,  and  possibly  the  estates 
might  escape  confiscation  owing  to  their  tender  years.  The  Surtees 
Society  have  published  some  of  the  earlier  wills  of  the  family :  the  first 
one,  of  Sir  John  Ellis,  dated  15th  of  October,  1398,  and  proved  at  York 
7th  of  November,  1398,  names  various  relations,  and  proves  that  his 
brother  Robert  would  be  his  successor — agreeing  with  the  recital  in  the 
law  case  already  named.     Other  wills  are  also  noticed. 

Sir  Walter  Calverley,  in  his  Memorandum  Book,  makes  some 
references  to  his  relations,  the  Ellis  family. — See  Vorks.  Diaries,  ii. 
pp.  43,  44,  71,  77,  90,  120  (Ed.  S.  Margerison). 

Of  the  many  families  of  Ellis  who  have  claimed  descent  fi-om  that 
of  Kiddal,  an  instance  occurs  in  the  monumental  inscription  in  Christ 
Church,  Dublin,  to  the  memory  of  its  Dean,  Dr.  Welbore  Ellis,  after- 
wards Bishop  of  Kildare  and  Meath  (for  a  copy  see  the  Gentleman^ s 
Magazine,  vol.  62,  page  789,  for  the  year  1792,  repeated  in  the  Ellis 
Correspondence — Henry  Coulborn,  London,  1829 — and  in  the  Religuce 
Eboracenses).  The  family  tradition  had  evidently  been  that  John  Ellis, 
(father  of  the  Bishop),  Rector  of  Waddesdon,  Buckinghamshire,  was  the 
son  of  John  Ellis  of  Kiddal ;    but  the  late  William  Smith  Ellis,  the 
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Chronicler  of  the  Ellis  name,  in  his  Notices  of  the  EUises  at  page  173, 
proves  this  to  have  been  impossible.  The  fact  of  Eboraunsis  occurring 
on  the  monument  in  the  Church  at  Waddesdon  being  no  proof  that 
he  was  a  descendant  (1606,  the  year  of  his  birth)  of  the  then  Kiddal 
Ellis  branch,  known  to  be  in  Yorkshire.  The  careers  of  his  five 
sons  display  a  wonderful  diversity — almost  approaching  romance — ^in 
the  ecclesiastical,  political,  and  professional  positions  they  occupied. 
With  respect  to  the  probable  parentage  of  the  Reverend  John  Ellis,  the 
writer,  aided  by  the  obliging  services  of  the  clergy  and  correspondents, 
was  led  to  make  a  search  for  reference  to  him  in  the  Parish  Registers 
of  Owthome,  where  the  following  baptismal  entry  was  found : — "  John 
Ellis,  ye  sone  of  Willm.  Ellis,  was  baptized  the  29th  day  of  May, 
1606  " — which  years  agree  with  his  age  of  75  years  on  the  monument. 
His  being  styled  "  John  Ellis,  junior,"  at  Cambridge  (see  Ellis  Corres- 
pondence^ page  xiii.),  might  arise  from  another  being  his  senior  of  the 
same  or  some  other  college  (?)  A  search  through  some  three  or  four 
hundred  parish  transcripts  in  the  Diocesan  Office  for  years  before  and 
after  1606,  did  not  bring  to  light  any  Ellis  of  the  name  of  John. 

In  Torre's  Testamentary  Burials^  several  notices  occur  of  the 
family. 

William  Ellis,  of  Kiddal,  Esq.,  made  his  will,  proved  April,  1515, 
giving  his  soul  to  Almighty  God,  St.  Mary,  and  All  Saints,  and  his 
body  to  be  buried  within  Our  lady's  quire  of  the  Church  of  All 
Hallows,  in  Barwick. 

William  Ellis,  of  Kiddal,  Esq.,  under  his  will,  proved  November,  1573, 
giving  his  soul  («/  supra)  and  his  body  to  be  buried  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Chantry  quire  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Barwick-in-Elmet 

Mary  Ellis,  of  Barwick-in-Elmet,  gentlewoman,  made  her  will,  proved 
February,  1630,  giving  her  soul  («/  supra)  and  her  body  to  be  buried  in 
the  Parish  Church  of  Barwick-in-Elmet,  near  unto  her  late  husband. 

John  Ellys,  of  Rigton,  near  Bardsey,  gent,  was  buried  (as  by  an 
entry  in  the  Registers)  in  the  chancel,  October  loth,  1585;  and  his 
widow,  Ellen  Ellys,  March  12th,  1586.  His  will  was  proved  at  York  in 
1586.  He  names  sons  and  daughters,  but  no  other  Ellis  appears  in  the 
Registers  until  1622,  when  Thomas  Ellys  baptized  a  son — probably 
being  the  first  to  conform  to  the  new-called  faith,  those  preceding  him 
neither  baptizing  nor  marrying  at  church,  though  some  are  entered  in  the 
list  of  Recusants  in  1604.  Since  1622  a  continuous  line  has  been  kept 
up  about  the  parish. 
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The  Registers  at  Barwick  begin  in  1656;  but  the  York  Diocesan 
Office  contains  transcripts  of  previous  years — for  1600,  1602,  1632, 
1636,  1637,  1638,  1640,  1641 — though  the  visitation  of  Dugdale  in 
1666  commences  the  pedigree  in  16 12,  this  last  being  a  continuation  of 
the  one  of  1585. 

The  family  of  Ellis  is  very  ancient,  and  the  spelling  of  the  name  has 

been  varied  very  much,  as  well  as  the  arms  borne  by  them.     The  coat 

of  the  Kiddal  branch  is  probably  the  oldest,  being  found  in  Yorkshire 

churches   (particularly  Swillington)   before  the   family  possessed  this 

Manor,  about  1250 — then  granted  by  the  Duke  of  Lancaster,  as  stated 

in  the  Pleadings.

This  document  is  an  Assessment  of  the  second  payment  of  the 
last  of  two  entire  Subsidies,  granted  in  Parliament  held  16  January, 
18  James  I.,  and  from  thence  by  different  prorogations  unto  17  April, 
19th  year,  upon  the  inhabitants  within  the  Wapentake  of  Skyrack.  The 
Roll  is  of  three  Membranes.  The  original  is  in  the  Record  Office, 
and  bears  the  official  number  f  5|.

It  is  a  roll  of  three  Membranes,  and  will  be  found  useful  to 
the  genealogist,  as  it  contains  the  names  of  persons  of  position  resident 
in  this  part  of  Yorkshire  at  the  time  the  assessments  were  made.  The 
original  is  in  the  Record  Office,  and  bears  the  official  number  f^.

SECOND    ANNUAL    REPORT 

OF  THE  COUNCIL, 

Presented  to  the  Society  at  the  Second  Annual  Meetings 

iSth  February y  1891. 


TOURING  the  past  year  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
^^  abandon  the  arrangement  under  which  the  meetings 
of  the  Council,  and  of  the  Society,  were  held  at  the  Law 
Institution;  and  the  Council  regret  that,  owing  to  this  and 
other  unforeseen  causes,  the  work  of  the  Society  was  much 
impeded.  During  the  month  of  January  in  this  year,  how- 
ever, a  new  home  has  been  found  for  the  Society,  by  the 
kindness  of  the  Corporate  Property  Committee  of  the  Leeds 
Corporation,  which  has  granted  the  Society  the  use  of  a 
room  in  the  Municipal  Buildings,  adjoining  the  Reference 
Department  of  the  Public  Library.  The  Council  regret  the 
intermission  of  the  quarterly  meetings,  caused  by  the  dispute 
with  regard  to  the  Law  Institution ;  and  trust,  now  that  the 
Society  has  a  regular  meeting-place,  that  they  will  be  re- 
sumed in  due  course. 

With  regard  to  publications,  the  Council  have  to 
express  their  concern  that  the  Parts  promised  for  1889 
have  been  delayed,  but  they  wish  to  impress  on  the  members 
of  the  Society  the  fact  that  the  work  of  transcription,  colla- 
tion, editing,  and  seeing  through  the  press,  has  to  be  done 
entirely  by  the  voluntary  labour  of  busy  men,  during  their 
scant  intervals  of  leisure.  The  Society  has  not  yet  had 
the  good  fortune  to  find  among  its  members  many  persons 
with  both  the  time  to  spare  and  the  inclination  for  this 
tedious  work,  nor  have  any  special  donations  been  received 
towards  meeting  the  expenses  of  transcription.  The  Parts 
for  1889  are  now  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  members  of  the 
Society,  and  the   Council    hope    that    their  interest   to  all

students  of  Old  Leeds  history  will  make  some  amends  for 
the  delay  in  their  appearance.  The  Council  beg  to  express 
the  sense  of  their  obligation  to  Mr.  Samuel  Margerison 
for  the  trouble  he  has  taken  with  the  first  part  of  the  Parish 
Church  Registers  ;  and  to  Mr.  J.  Stansfeld,  Mr.  RUSBY, 
Mr.  MORKILL,  and  Mr.  Waddington  for  their  contributions 
to  the  first  Miscellaneous  part.  Mr.  Stansfeld  also  gener- 
ously presented  the«  illustrations  which  appear  in  the 
Miscellaneous  part ;  and  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Wheater 
for  undertaking  the  labour  of  seeing  it  through  the  press,  as 
well  as  for  the  notes  which  he  has  added. 

The  Council  hope  to  be  able  to  take  in  hand  the 
publication  of  the  Coucher  Book  of  Kirkstall  Abbey,  which 
they  consider  the  most  important  and  appropriate  work 
coming  within  the  range  of  the  Society's  operations.  The 
copying  of  the  Coucher  Book,  which  is  preserved  in  the 
Public  Record  Office,  will  involve  an  expenditure  of  about 
;^50,  and  a  member  of  the  Council  has  generously  ofifered  to 
provide  half  of  this  sum  if  any  other  member  or  members 
of  the  Society  will  give  the  balance.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
may  be  the  chief  publication  for  1891,  while  for  1890  it  is 
proposed  to  offer  another  part  of  the  Parish  Church  Registers, 
of  which  the  transcription  has  been  made,  and  another  Mis- 
cellaneous part,  containing  documents  bearing  on  the  more 
modern  history  of  Leeds. 

The  Council  beg  to  suggest  that  the  annual  meeting 
carefully  consider  the  advisability  of  continuing  the  present 
division  of  the  Society  into  sections.  •  Some  of  the  sections 
have  done  good  work,  but  others  seem  to  be  either  dormant 
or  moribund. 

They  also  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  many 
subscriptions  for  1890  are  in  arrear,  and  that  the  subscriptions 
for  1 89 1  are  now  due. 

The  Officers  and  following  members  of  the  Council — 
Dr.  Eddison,  Mr.  Legard,  Professor  Miall,  and  Mr.  Wurtz- 
3URG — retire,  but  they  are  all  eligible  for  re-election.

'^^HE  following  Rolls  of  Assessments  for  Subsidies  granted  in 
^^  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  are  interesting,  as  being  the  earliest 
Assessments  for  the  Wapentake  of  Skyrack  known  to  exist.  Though 
not  so  full  or  so  valuable  as  the  Rolls  for  the  Poll  Tax  of  2  Richard  II., 
printed  by  the  Yorkshire  Archaeological  Association,  they  will  be  found 
useful  for  purposes  of  comparison ;  and  their  genealogical  importance 
is  no  doubt  great,  inasmuch  as  they  date  something  like  half  a  century 
before  the  Poll  Tax. 

The  first  of  these  Rolls  (Lay  Subsidies,  VV>  Public  Record  Office) 
is  a  portion  of  the  Assessment  for  the  Twentieth,  granted  in  the  first 
year  of  Edward  III.  The  second  Roll  (Vt^)  unfortunately  contains 
no  date :  it  is  part  of  a  Roll  of  16  membranes,  showing  the  Assess- 
ments for  the  West  Riding,  for  a  Subsidy  of  a  Fifteenth  and  a  Tenth, 
in  the  reign  of  the  same  King.  There  is  internal  evidence  that  the 
date  cannot  be  later  than  19  Edward  III.  (1346) ;  and  from  the 
similarity  of  names  in  the  two  Rolls — in  some  of  the  vills  the  names 
being  absolutely  identical — it  is  obvious  that  the  difference  in  time 
could  not  be  great  Subsidies  of  a  Fifteenth  and  a  Tenth  were  granted 
in  1332,  1334,  1336,  1337,  1340,  and  1344.  It  is  not  improbable  that 
the  undated  Assessment  may  be  referred  to  the  second,  third,  or  fourth 
of  these. 

For  convenience  of  reference  and  comparison,  the  names  of  the 
vills  in  the  undated  Roll  have  been  rearranged,  so  as  to  bring  them 
opposite  the  corresponding  names  in  the  dated  Roll — the  latter  being 
printed  in  each  case  on  the  left  of  the  page.  Blanks  have  been  left 
where  names  or  amounts  are  illegible,  and  from  the  number  of  these  it 
will  be  seen  that  both  Rolls  are  in  a  very  mutilated  condition.  The 
later  one  is  the  more  perfect,  and  contains  vills  which  have  disappeared 
from  the  other.

Seals  0f  tJje  Corporate  Bodies  of  Jgalifaj:,

(1). 
The  earliest  Seal  of  which  we  have  any  record  is  that  of  the 
Grammar  School.  It  is  of  oval  form,  measuring  2^  by  i/^  inches, 
and  bears  for  device  an  open  book,  inscribed  on  the  dexter  leaf — 
"  Qui  tnihi  discipulus^^^  and  on  the  sinister  leaf — ^'puer  es  [cupisy^ 
Above  the  book  is  a  rose,  and  the  date  1597 ;  and  below  it  a  port- 
cullis. The  legend  is : — **  Sigil.  Libr.  Gram.  Schol.  R.  Eliz.  Vicariat. 
Halifax"  {Sec  Plate  i,  No,  i). 

(2). 

Some  writers  mention  the  Castle  Seal  (1635),  t>ut  no  impression, 
or  even  drawing  of  it,  can  now  be  found,  and  none  of  those  who 
mention  it  give  even  the  most  meagre  description.  In  the  Commission 
of  1 65 1  it  was  stated  to  be  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Thomas  Lister,  of 
Shibden  Hall ;  but  his  descendant,  Mr.  John  Lister,  knows  nothing 
whatever  of  it. 

(3). 

The  next  Seal  in  point  of  date  is  that  of  the  Waterhouse  Charity. 
It  is  round,  measuring  2^  inches  in  diameter,  and  has  for  device  a 
star  of  six  points,  set  with  the  four-leaved  flower  m  a  hollow  moulding, 
within  which,  on  a  diapered  field,  is  a  sprig  of  oak  with  an  acorn,  and 
the  letters  D^TKA*  On  a  label  intertwined  with  the  star  is  the  following 
motto,  in  Lombardic  characters — DEDIT  DISPEHSIT  PAlOrPEHIBUS. 
The  legend  which  runs  round  the  Seal  is  in  church-text,  as  follows : — 
^  ^.  com.  0ubern*  b«n«fac*  con^oc,  ^atlr*  W^aXtvViomkt. 
This  Seal  was  for  a  time  used  as  the  Common  Seal  of  Halifax. 
Nathaniel  Waterliouse.  gentleman,  erected  a  workhouse  for  Halifax,  and 
obtained  letters  patent  from  King  Charles  the  First  "  For  the  setting 
of  the  poor  within  the  said  town  or  parish  on  work,  by  the  name  of 
a  workhouse  for  the  said  poor  within  the  said  town  and  parish  of 
Halifax."  Thirteen  discreet  persons  were  to  be  chosen  as  masters  and 
governors,  who  were  to  constitute  a  body  corporate  and  politic^  and 
the  grant  states  that  they  "shall  have  a  Common  Seal ^^  (See  Watson* s 
History  of  Halifax),  This  grant  was  referred  to  as  the  Corporation 
Charter  (See  Plate  i,  No,  2). 

(4). 

The  next  Seal  we  have  to  notice  has  an  interesting  history.  In 
form  it  is  round,  measuring  \\  inches  in  diameter,  and  has  for  device 
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a  tree,  from  which  on  the  dexter  side  is  suspended  a  woman  with  long 
hair  flowing  over  her  shoulders ;  and  on  the  sinister  side  the  figure  of 
a  man  holding  in  his  right  hand  a  ball  or  globe.  The  legend  reads  : — 
i^  siGiLL  :  CORP  :  APVD  :  HALLiF  :  1662.  The  male  figure,  according  to 
Boyne,  is  intended  to  represent  John  de  Sacro  Bosco,  a  celebrated 
mathematician,  and  author  of  a  book — "  De  Sphoera,"  who  is  said  to 
have  been  a  native  of  this  town ;  but  this  is  very  improbable.  The 
female  figure  refers  to  a  different  version  of  the  legend,  related  by 
Camden: — "A  certain  clergyman  of  this  town,  being  passionately  in 
"love  with  a  young  woman,  and  by  no  means  able  to  move  her  to 
"  comply  with  his  lust,  grew  stark  mad,  and  in  that  condition  villainously 
"  cut  off  her  head.  Her  head  was  afterwards  hung  upon  an  Ev-tree,  where 
"  it  was  reputed  holy  by  the  vulgar,  till  quite  rotten  ;  and  was  often 
"  visited  in  pilgrimage  by  them,  every  one  plucking  off  a  branch  of  the 
"  tree  [as  a  holy  relique].  By  this  means  the  tree  became  at  last  a  mere 
"  trunk,  but  still  retained  its  reputation  of  sanctity  among  the  people, 
"who  even  persuaded  themselves  that  those  little  veins,  which  are 
"  spread  out  like  hair  in  the  rind  between  the  bark  and  the  body  of  the 
"  tree,  were  indeed  the  very  hair  of  the  virgin.  This  occasioned  such  a 
"  resort  of  pilgrims  to  it  that  Horton^  from  a  little  village,  grew  up  soon 
"  to  a  large  town,  assuming  the  new  name  of  Hali^fax^  or  Halifax^ 
"  which  signifies  holy  hair,^^  This  Seal,  which  is  of  silver,  was  for  a  long 
time  missing,  but  was  restored  to  the  Corporation  of  Halifax,  who  still 
possess  it,  by  Mr.  Henry  Hall,  of  Bank  Lodge,  Leeds,  in  January,  1859. 
In  his  letter  to  the  Halifax  Corporation,  Mr.  Hall  says : — "  I  have 
known  it  to  be  in  the  hands  of  Robert  Butterfield,  Esq.,  the  father 
of  my  late  wife,  so  long  ago  as  the  year  1799.  The  history  of  it,  as 
related  to  me  by  the  family,  is  as  follows : — *  The  merchants  of  that 
age  experienced  great  difficulty  in  proving  debts  due  to  them  from 
foreign  countries.  It  seemed  requisite  to  certify  them  under  a  cor- 
poration seal.  This  brought  into  play  the  Seal  in  question,  which  the 
merchants  determined  to  apply  to  this  purpose.  From  whose  hands 
it  came  I  know  not,  but  for  their  convenience  it  was  deemed  proper 
to  place  it  in  the  hands  of  some  gentleman  who  rarely  left  home. 
This  was  the  case  with  Mr.  Butterfield,  and  I  recollect  instances  of 
applications  for  the  Seal.  In  process  of  time  consuls  were  appointed 
between  Great  Britain  and  foreign  countries  for  the  protection  of 
commerce,  and  the  corporate  seals  fell  into  disuse ;  and  from  that  time 
the  Seal  has  rested  quietly  among  the  jewels  of  my  late  wife,  along 
with  which  it  came  recently  into  my  possession.'"    {See  Plate  i.  No,  3). 

(5.) 

The  Seal  at  present  used  by  the  Corporation  of  Halifax  is  a  large 
round  one,  measuring  2 J  inches  in  diameter.  It  bears,  between  two 
circles,  the  legend: — ^$i0iUutn  ©ontntwnltatte  $ur0ien«iiunt 
be  JDalifaar*  in  church-text,  and  the  figure  of  a  lamb  couchant.  The 
central  device  is  the  bearded  head  of  S.  John,  with  ornamental 
nimbus,  and  below  it  are  three  guttes  of  blood.     Over  the  head  is  the 
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word  "fflalin,"  in  Saxon  characters;  and  below  it  the  word  '*$ax»" 
The  field  is  diapered,  and  filled  up  with  tracery  of  a  Flamboyant 
character,  having  the  four-leaved  flower  set  within  a  hollow  moulding. 
On  each  side  of  the  face  is  a  label,  bearing  words  "warren"  and 
"  LEWES." ^  (See  Plate  2,  No,  i.) 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Halifax  Town  Council,  on  the  i6th  of 
August,  1848  (the  charter  of  incorporation  was  received  on  the  28th  of 
March,  1848),  a  committee  "appointed  to  consult  and  agree  upon  a 
design  for  the  Common  Seal  of  the  borough  of  Halifax"  presented 
their  report,  which  included  the  following  resolution : — "  That  the 
device  for  the  Corporation  Seal  for  this  borough,  now  produced  by 
Mr.  F.  A.  Leyland,  is  approved  and  recommended  to  the  Council  for 
adoption."  See  the  impression  of  the  Seal  designed  by  Leyland  {Plate  2, 
No,  2).  The  report  of  the  meeting  appears  in  the  Halifax  Guardian 
of  19th  August,  1848,  and  it  states  that  "Mr.  F.  A.  Leyland  was  in- 
troduced to  the  Council  to  explain  the  historical  associations  connected 

with  the  Seal Mr.  Leyland  stated  that  the  principal 

feature  in  the  Seal  was  the  head  of  S.  John  the  Baptist,  which  had 
been  introduced  because  of  its  connection  with  the  high  antiquity  of 
the  town,  as  exhibited  in  the  account  which  he  would  now  read: — 
'There  is  a  tradition  that  Halifax  owes  its  name  to  a  marvellous  por- 
traiture of  the  Baptist,  possessed  in  very  remote  times  by  a  hermit  who 
fixed  his  cell  on  the  banks  of  the  Hebble,  and  there  are  sufficient 
grounds  for  believing  that  this  recluse  was  no  other  than  one  of  the 
companions  of  S.  Paulinus,  and  probably  the  first  missionary  who 
preached  the  gospel  to  the  heathen  inhabitants  of  Halifax.*" 

The  tradition  referred  to,  in  its  least  corrupted  form,  says  that  our 
recluse  possessed  in  his  cell  or  oratory  this  wonderful  resemblance  of 
the  Baptist,  and  that  so  captivated  was  the  attention  of  those  early 
Christian-neophytes  who  beheld  it,  that,  in  the  language  of  those  days, 
they  called  the  spot  *Halig  Fax,'  signifying  the  place  of  the  *Holy 
Face.''' 

The  other  parts  of  the  device  consisted  of  a  lamb,  which  repre- 
sented the  woollen  manufacture,  as  some  gentlemen  wished  to  have 
an  emblem  of  commerce  introduced ;  and  the  arms  of  Earl  Warren, 
formerly  lord  of  the  manor  of  Halifax.  The  whole  was  accompanied 
by  the  inscription  : — "  Sigillum  Communitatis  Burgensium  de  Halifax." 

(i>  William,  3rd  Earl  of  Warren,  granted  the  Church  of  Halifax  to  the  Convent 
of  St.  Pancratius,  at  Lewes. 

WThe  arms  of  the  toMOi  of  Halifax  are: — Chequy  or  and  azure,  in  fess 
point  the  head  of  S.  John  the  Baptist  (full  face)  proper,  nimbed  of  the  first,  under 
tliu  head  three  guttes-de-sang ;  in  chief  the  word  "llalig,"  and  in  bai>e  the  word 
"  Fax,"  in  Anglo-Saxon  characters,  counterchanged  of  the  chequers.  Crest  : — A 
paschal  lamb  passant  argent,  unguled  or,  bearing  the  banner  of  S.  Gcori^e  of  England. 
Motto  : — Nisi  Dominus  custodierit  civitatem.  The  chequy  shield  is  the  arms 
of  Warrenne,  Earl  of  Surrey,  the  ancient  feudal  lord ;  the  face  of  S.  John  alludes  to 
the  etymology  as  given  by  some  writers,  "  Holy  Face,"  and  possibly  also  to  the 
dedication  of  the  church. 
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The  report  shows  that  the  cost  of  registration  was  discussed,  and 
in  course  of  the  discussion  Mr.  Leyland  said  : — "The  seals  of  corporate 
bodies  were  in  remote  times  usually  granted  by  letters  patent,  and  the 
making  of  such  grants  was  the  prerogative  of  the  Crown,  but  since  the 
foundation  of  the  Heralds'  College  the  armorial   bearings  that  were 
borne  either  on  corporate  seals  or  otherwise  w^ere  confirmed   by  its 
authority,  and   by  this  means  the  legal  security  of  the  seals  was  ac- 
comphshed."     He  had  made  enquiries  in  a  high  quarter,  and  he  read 
an  extract  of  a  letter  he  had  received. — "  It  is  one  of  the  privileges 
(the  use  of  the  common  seal)  particularly  specified  to  be  granted  by 
the  Crown,  and  without  it  the  corporation  could  not  exercise  the  high 
trusts  reposed   in  it."      Mr.  Leyland  proposed   that  the  arms  of  the 
priory  of  Lewes  be  charged   on  the  banner  of  the  lamb,  by  which 
means  a  repetition  of  the  Warren  arms  would  be  avoided,  as  the  latter 
were  already  given  in  the  canton  of  the  shield.    A  heraldic  description 
of  the  Seal  was  given  in  a  leader  on  the  subject  in  the  following  terms  : 
Azure,  diapered  or ;  a  face  of  S.  John  the  Baptist  proper,  with  nimbus 
and  four  guttes  dropping  from  the  neck,  all  of  the  second.     In  chief 
the  word  "  Haleg,"  and  in  base  "  Fax,"  in  Anglo-Saxon  characters,  or : 
a  canton  chequy  or  and  azure.    Crest : — A  lamb  passant  argent,  bearing 
a  banner  charged  with  the  arms  of  the  priory  of  Lewes.     This  design 
was  submitted  to  the  College  of  Heralds ;    but  the  Heralds'*  College 
objected    to   it   on   the   ground    that   it  was   unheraldic,  and   to   the 
derivation  of  the  word  "  Halifax  "  as  embodied  therein.     The  head  of 
John  the  Baptist  was  considered  "too  holy"  to  be  employed  in  the 
design   for  a  common  seal.     It  w^as  held   to   be  founded  on  Popish 
superstition.     The  Seals  Committee  refused  to  adopt. the  design  sug- 
gested by  the  College,  viz.,  "Argent,  three  woolpacks,  two  and   one 
proper,  and  in  pale  a  caducous  of  Mercury,"  and  passed  the  following 
resolution  . — "  The   Heralds'  College   having  refused    to   register   the 
design  for  a  Common  Seal  submitted  to  them  by  this  Corporation,  and 
this  Committee  finding   that  as  the  expense  of  registration  is  caused 
entirely  by  the  use  of  armorial  bearings  on  such  Seal,  and  that  as  the 
use  of  a  seal   without   armorial   bearings   is  perfectly  legal,  they  will 
recommend  to  the  council  that  the  Seal,  divested  of  armorial  bearings, 
be  adopted  and  used  as  the  Common  Seal  of  this  borough  without 
registration."    This  was  confirmed  by  the  Town  Council  on  the  13th 
of  September,  1848,  the  device  having  been  slightly  altered,  so  that 
the  chequering  taken  from  Earl  Warren's  arms  did  not  partake  of  the 
nature  of  armorial  bearings.

HARLEIAN   MS.  No.  802.

Among  the  Manuscripts  in  the  British  Museum  are  thirteen 
folio  volumes  of  extracts  from  the  Manuscripts  of  Roger  Dodsworth 
in  the  Bodleian  Library  at  Oxford.  These  thirteen  volumes  were 
made  for  Bishop  Stillingfleet.  They  contain  matter  relating  to 
various  Wapentakes  in  Yorkshire,  and  are  thus  described  in  the 
printed  Catalogue  of  the  Harleian  Collection,  of  which  they  form 
Nos.  793-805  :— 

"  This  book  (t\e.  No.  793)  and  the  twelve  that  next  follow,  are 
"collected  from  the  writings  of  that  great  antiquary  Mr.  Roger 
"  Dodsworthy  still  preserved  in  the  Bodleyan  Library  in  Oxford ; 
"  but  with  this  difference,  that  what  Mr.  Dodnvorth  wrote  sparsim 
"  in  his  several  volumes,  according  as  matter  occurred  to  him,  they 
"place  under  the  names  of  the  towns  to  which  such  matter  relates. 
"  And  also  that  whereas  Mr.  Dodsworth  transcribed  his  originals  in 
"  their  own  language,  they  translate  the  same  into  English,  even 
"epitaphs  and  inscriptions." 

Ralph  Thoresby  met  with  these  volumes,  or  some  of  them, 
in  Harley^s  library,  during  his  visit  to  London  in  the  early  part  of 
1709.  He  appears  to  have  been  much  taken  with  them,  and  went 
vigorously  to  work  to  make  extracts.  He  records  in  his  Diary  that 
on  February  loth  he  "spent  the  rest  of  the  day  in  transcribing  notes 
"from  Bishop  Stillingfleet's  MSS.  concerning  Yorkshire,  till  almost 
"  faint  and  starved,  not  being  willing  to  give  over  to  get  victuals,  being 
"straitened  for  time;"  and  again,  on  February  12th,  "Rest  of  the  day 
"  at  Mr.  Harley's  curious  library,  transcribing  as  much  as  the  extremity 
"  of  the  season  (which  pinched  me  very  much)  would  permit,  refusing 
"  to  give  over  for  victuals  as  long  as  I  was  able  to  subsist,  this  being 
"the  last  day  I  could  hope  to  have  the  perusal  of  the  excellent 
"Bishop    Stillingfleet's    curious    manuscripts    relating    to    Yorkshire, 
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"of    which   there  are    ten  volumes   that   cost   each   forty  shillings." 

The  last  statement  no  doubt  refers  to  the  purchase  by  Harley.  | 

The  volume  relating  to  the  Wapentake  of  Skyrack,  No.  802,  was  I 

extracted  and  translated  for  the  Bishop  by  a  person  named  Tillotson,  I 

of  whom  Wanley  remarks,  in  the  Catalogue  of  the  Harleian  MSS.,  that 
he  was  said  to  have  been  a  Suffolk  gentleman,  who  wrote  some 
things  touching  the  antiquities  of  that  County.  The  Council  of  the 
Thoresby  Society  having  decided  to  print  this  volume,  the  first 
portion  is  now  given. 

It  may  be  explained  that  the  letters  and  numbers  prefixed  to 
the  paragraphs  refer  to  the  original  marks  and  the  folios  of  the 
volumes  of  Dodsworth's  MSS.  from  which  the  extracts  are  severally 
taken.  Those  volumes  were,  however,  re-numbered  consecutively  after 
Dodsworth's  time,  and  are  now  known  in  the  Library  by  the 
new  numbers.

5T  is  directed  in  the  Prayer  Book  that  immediately  after  the  Nicene 
Creed,  "  Briefs,  Citations,  and  Excommunications,"  shall  be  read. 
Of  "Citations"  we  still  have  an  example  in  the  annual  notice  of  Visita- 
tion, when  "all  Churchwardens,  both  old  and  new,"  are  "cited"  to 
appear  before  the  Archdeacon. 

Of  "Excommunications"  we  have  an  instance  in  the  following 
extract  from  one  of  the  Vestry  Books  of  Whitkirk : — 

"Memorand"^  that  the  psons  whose  names  are  here  underwritten  were  all 
published  excommunicate  in  the  Church  by  Mr.  Rich.  Wright,  Vicar,  upon  Sunday, 
November  17th,  1667." 

Here  follow  thirteen  names. 

One  of  the  meanings  of  "  Brief"  given  by  Dr.  Johnson  is  this : — 
"  Letters  patent,  giving  licence  to  a  charitable  collection  for  any  publick 
or  private  loss."  I  can  remember  "Queen's  Letters"  being  issued  in 
favour  of  some  of  our  great  Church  Societies.  And  I  have  heard  an 
older  generation  speak  of  the  Briefs  that  were  read  in  their  early  days. 
The  following  is  an  interesting  record  of  Briefs,  &c.,  copied  by  my 
friend  Mr.  Morkill  from  my  Parish  Books,  and  verified  by  me.

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REPORT    OF    THE    COUNCIL, 

Presented  to  the  Society  at  the  Third  Annual  Meetingy 

March  2^rdy  1892. 
'^T'HE  Council  of  the  Thoresby  Society  have  to  report  that 
^*^  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting  two  Parts  of  the 
Society's  Publications  have  been  issued — namely,  Part  II. 
of  the  "  Leeds  Parish  Church  Registers,"  and  Part  11.  of 
the  "  Miscellanea."  The  former  was  transcribed  by  Messrs. 
Wheater,  Lumb,  and  Margerison,  and  has  been  seen  through 
the  press  by  Messrs.  Denison  and  Lumb ;  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  further  copy,  made  by  them  and  by  Alessrs. 
Brigg,  Hebblethwaite,  and  Kitson,  is  in  hand.  The  Council 
wish  to  point  out  that  it  is  very  desirable  that  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  should  give  active  assistance  in  this 
important  work. 

As  regards  the  volume  of  "Miscellanea,"  the  Council 
feel  that  their  thanks  are  specially  due  to  Mr.  Brigg  for 
his  valuable  instalment  of  early  Leeds  wills.  They  hope 
to  present  continuations  of  this  series  in  subsequent  parts. 
Thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Stansfeld,  Mr.  Morkill,  and 
Mr.  Piatt  for  the  interesting  papers  they  have  contributed. 

The  Society  is  indebted  to  Messrs.  Stansfeld,  Wilson, 
Ford,  Wurtzburg,  Scott,  and  Morkill,  for  their  generosity 
in  defraying  the  cost  of  copying  the  Kirkstall  Abbey 
Coucher  Book.  The  work  is  now  well  in  hand,  and  the 
preparation  of  the  book  for  the  press  (which  necessarily 
involves  considerable  labour)  has  been  commenced.  Finally, 
with  respect  to  the  publications,  the  Council  announce  that 
a  complete  copy  of  the  Hearth-tax  Return  for  the  Wapen- 
take of  Skyrack,  for  the  year  1672,  has  been  presented  by 
Air.  Stansfeld,  and  is  now  in  the  printer's  hands.

A  valuable  work  has  been  undertaken  by  Mr.  W.  A.  M. 
Brown,  in  photographing,  at  his  own  cost,  the  ancient 
buildings  of  Leeds,  and  he  has  kindly  presented  to  the 
Society  a   first  series  of  prints. 

During  1891  the  Society  paid  visits  to  Kirkstall  Abbey, 
Kiddal  Hall,  and  Barwick-in-Elmet.  A  very  interesting 
address  was  delivered  to  the  members,  at  the  Abbey,  by 
Mr.  J.  T.  Micklethwaite,  F.S.A;  and  Mr.  Morkill,  one  of 
the  honorary  secretaries,  was  good  enough  to  explain  the 
antiquities  at  Kiddal  and  Barwick. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Leeds 
Corporation  for  the  preservation  of  Kirkstall  Abbey  has 
been  continued,  and  the  Council  of  the  Thoresby  Society 
believe  that  their  fellow-members  will  join  them  in  recog- 
nising the  value  of  the  measures  which  have  been  taken 
under  the  able  and  experienced  direction  of  Messrs.  Hope, 
Micklethwaite,  and  Irvine. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  the  Corporation 
for  the  use  of  the  meeting-room  in  the  Municipal  Buildings. 

By  the  recent  donation  of  Mr.  George  Dixon,  of  Astle 
Hall,  Cheshire,  the  Corporation  of  Leeds  have  come  into 
possession  of  an  important  series  of  early  charters  relating 
to  Kirkstall  Abbey.  It  is  hoped  that  in  due  time  these  will 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Thoresby  Society,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  examined  and  reported  on  by  competent 
persons. 

The  Council  regret  to  announce  that  pressure  of  business 
engagements  has  compelled  Mr.  John  Stansfeld  to  resign 
the  post  of  honorary  treasurer.  Mr.  Stansfeld  has  taken  a 
very  active  interest  in  the  Society  from  the  first,  and  the 
members  are  much  indebted  to  him,  not  only  for  the  work 
he  has  done  as  treasurer,  but  for  his  contributions  to  the 
books.  He  has  also  contributed  several  engravings,  besides 
designing  and  presenting  the  seal,  book-plate,  and  design 
for  the  handsome  cover  of  the  publications,  and  has  shown 
his  interest  in  the  Society's  objects  in  many  other  ways. 
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T^HIS  volume  is  issued  by  direction  of  the 
Council  of  the  Thoresby  Society,  who, 
however,  are  not  responsible  for  any  statement  or 
opinion  expressed  in  it, — the  various  Contributors 
being  alone  answerable  for  the  contents  of  their 
respective  papers.

In  the  name  of  God  Amen  I  IRalpb  XCbOrCSbg  of  Leeds  in 
the  County  of  York  Gen  being  infirm  in  body  but  of  a  sound  & 
disposing  mind  &  memory  Blessed  be  God  Doe  make  this  my  last 
Will  &  Testament  in  manner  following  .  I  give  &  bequeath  to  my 
son  Ralph  Thoresby  Clerk  all  my  Library  &  Collections  of  Manu- 
scripts Maps  Prints  Coines  Antiquities  &  Curiosities  naturall  & 
Artifitiall  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever  &  other  goods  &  Chatties 
in  my  Musaeura  &  repository  or  either  of  them  To  my  son 
Richard  Thoresby  I  give  &  bequeath  an  Annuity  or  yearly  sum  of

But  this  is  not  consistent 
with  the  Folio  MS.  No.  38  in  the  Museum  CalaU^gue,  which  is  descril)ed  as  ^*  Libri 
Pascales  of  the  Learned  Rob.  and  Alex.  Cook  and  others,  Vicars  of  Leedes  in  Queen 
Elizabeth's  Time  and  since.  The  First  Register  of  Births,  Weddings,  and  Burials. 
Temp.  Hen.  8."  (Dtuaius,  p.  519.)  Thoresby  also  had  the  first  Register  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Leeds,  which  is  entered  in  the  Catalogue  as  an  Octavo  \IS.,  No.  219,  and 
described  as  having  l^een  **  bought  of  the  memorable  old  Clerk,  after  it  was  fair 
transcribed  into  the  New  Register."  The  Thoresby  Society  would  be  glad  to  receive 
information  respecting  these  early  Registers.

TN  a  letter,  dated  27th  July,  1724,  Ralph  Thoresby  sent  to  White 
Kennet,  Bishop  of  Peterborough,  the  following  additions  and 
corrections  to  the  Vicaria  Leodiensis,  They  are  here  copied  from  the 
Bishop's  manuscript  note-book,  Lansdowne  MSS.,  973,  fo.  90, — the 
first  paragraph  being  his  own  prefatory  remark. 


The  said  Mr.  Thoresby  sent  me  a  paper  in  his  own  hand  of  the 
addenda  and  emendanda  to  his  Vicaria  Leodiensis^  w**"  (he  says)  the 
Printer  disingenuously  refused  to  publish. 

"  The  Govemours  of  the  Bounty  of  Queen  Anne  for  the  augmenta- 
tion of  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  clergy  have,  since  this  was  printed, 
agreed  to  augment  the  curacy  of  Beeston,  mentioned  in  the  postscript 
to  the  preface.  The  Chapell  of  Farnley,  also  in  this  parish,  being 
remote  and  not  so  populous  as  the  rest,  had  also  the  good  hap  to  be 
augmented  by  lot  this  year.

'TTHE  Hearth-Tax,  which  was  first  imposed  in  England  in  the  year 
1662,  consisted  of  a  charge  of  two  shillings  upon  every  hearth 
or  stove,  in  all  dwelling-houses  except  cottages.  It  was  always 
extremely  unpopular,  and  was  at  first  collected  with  great  difficulty, 
though  at  the  date  of  the  Revolution  it  had  become  an  important 
item  of  revenue,  producing  no  less  a  sum  than  ;£'2oo,ooo  per  annum. 
Upon  the  accession  of  William  and  Mary,  the  tax  was  repealed,  on 
account  of  its  unpopularity. 


The  following  brief  account  of  the  Hearth  Money  appears  in 
Do  weirs  History  of  Taxation  and  Taxes  in  England^  vol.  ii.,  p.  42-3  : 

'*  This  tax,  copied  from  a  French  original,  had  not  proved  well 
•'  adapted  for  Englishmen.  The  diaries  of  Evelyn  and  of  Pepys,  and 
"  numerous  other  historical  records  of  the  time,  contain  abundant  evi- 
*'  dence  of  its  unpopularity.  It  was  hated  on  account  of  its  incidence  on 
*'  a  poorer  class  of  persons  than  had  been  usually  taxed  under  the  easy 
"  rigime  of  the  Subsidies.  The  necessary  visits  of  inspection  of  the 
"  'chimney  men,'  as  the  collectors  were  termed,  were  deemed  invasions 
**  of  the  home  of  the  Englishman.  And  the  farmers  of  the  tax  were 
"  rigorous  and  unrelenting  in  their  proceedings.  The  new  King,  pledged 
"  to  a  certain  extent  to  reduce  taxation,  pressed  by  petitions  to  abolish 
"  this  particular  tax,  and  advised  by  the  House  of  Commons  that  the  tax 
"was  incapable  of  improvement  in  its  details,  while  a  reduction  of  the 
"  charge  would  not  remove  the  causes  of  its  unpopularity,  consented  to 
"  repeal  it  wholly. — (i  &  2  Will :  &  Mary,  cap.  10.)**

^N  the  following  pages  I  have  attempted  to  trace  briefly  the  history 
•^  of  the  Manor  and  Park  of  Roundhay,  upon  the  evidence,  chiefly, 
of  records  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Sagar-Musgrave,  the  present  Lord 
of  the  Manor,  who  kindly  placed  the  manor-chest  at  my  disposal. 
Amongst  the  contents  of  the  latter  are  official  copies  of  a  number  of 
ancient  documents  relating  to  Roundhay,  for  which  a  general  search 
in  various  Record  Offices  was  made  at  the  beginning  of  this  century, 
by  Mr.  Thomas  Nicholson,  of  Roundhay  Park,  who  was  at  the  time 
endeavouring  to  establish  a  claim  to  free  warren  over  his  Roundhay 
estate.  These  present  the  manor  at  the  close  of  the  13th  century  in 
the  hands  of  Henry  de  Laci,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  to  whose  ancestor,  Ilbert 
de  Laci,  it  had  probably  been  granted  by  the  Conqueror. 

In  Domesday  Book  Roundhay  is  not  mentioned,  but  Seacroft — 
which,  as  will  be  shewn,  was  in  the  14th  century  included  in  the  Manor 
of  Roundhay — appears  there  as  part  of  Ilbert's  property. 

The  earliest  reference  to  Roundhay  I  have  found  occurs  in  a 
charter  of  Robert  de  Laci,  the  great-grandson  of  Ilbert,  dated  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  II.,  by  which  he  gave  to  the  Abbey  of  Kirkstall  **  the 
cow-pasture  (vaccariam)  hard  by  the  Roundhay  (Rondehaia),  which  is 
called  Brakineley  (Brakineleia),  and  the  right  of  common  (communi- 
tatem)  over  the  whole  of  the  moor  called  Winmoor  (Winnemor),  and 
the  pasture  of  the  Roundhay  for  all  their  cattle  which  belong  to  their 
grange  of  Roundhay.  And  wood  in  the  Roundhay  for  all  their 
purposes,  at  the  said  grange,  as  well  for  fuel  as  for  building  and 
making  fences,"  &c.^

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This  grant,  together  with  King  Henry's  charter  of  confirmation, 
is  printed  in  the  Monasttcon  Anglicanum  (Vol.  v.,  p.  535,  num.  xii. 
and  xiii.).  From  the  use  of  the  word  "suam,"  it  would  appear  that  the 
Abbey  already  possessed  a  grange  near  to  the  Roundhay,  and  that  the 
above  charter  merely  conferred  additional  privileges. 

The  Roundhay,  or  Roundhaigh,  was  a  deer  park  which  is  said  to 
have  existed  there  in  Saxon  times ;  and  its  name,  derived  from  the 
Saxon  "paja,"  a  fence,*  had  reference,  no  doubt,  to  the  round  or 
circular-shaped  paling  by  which  it  was  enclosed.  A  similar  derivation 
is  that  of  Rothwell  Hay,  or  Haigh,  which,  like  Roundhay,  was  anciently 
a  park.  The  name  Brakinley,  perhaps,  survives  in  (Potter)  Breaks, 
noticed  later ;  and  Winmoor,  commonly  corrupted  Whinmoor,  is  still 
marked  on  the  map.  The  latter  name  is  invariably  spelt  in  ancient 
documents  with  an  "  i "  or  "  y,"  a  circumstance  which  seems  to  favour 
Thoresby's  attempt  to  identify  the  district  with  the  "Winwidfield,"  in  the 
country  of  Loidis,  where  was  fought  the  famous  battle  between  Oswy 
and  Penda,  in  the  year  655.' 

With  the  Park,  I  take  it,  the  Abbey  had  no  concern  beyond  the 
privilege  of  cutting  wood  and  grazing  cattle  granted  by  the  above 
charter.  Its  land  and  its  grange  were  near  to  (juxta),  but  outside  the 
park — a  distinction  which  is  to-day  marked  by  the  separate  territories 
of  Roundhay  and  Roundhay  Grange,  the  relative  positions  of  which 
will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  accompanying  plan.  The  former  of 
these,  which  probably  coincides  more  or  less  with  the  area  of  the 
ancient  park,  is  a  township  for  poor-law  purposes,  and  is  ecclesiastically 
a  perpetual  curacy  of  the  parish  of  Barwick-in-Elmet.  The  latter,  as 
will  be  presently  shown,  marks  the  ancient  demesne  lands  of  the  manor 
of  Roundhay.  Prior  to  the  year  1844  it  formed  part  of  the  parish  of 
Thorner,  but  was  included  in  the  ecclesiastical  district  (now  parish) 
assigned  to  Shadwell  at  that  date.  It  was  severed  from  the  township 
of  Shadwell,  of  which  it  had  formed  a  detached  portion,  and  thrown  to 
that  of  Seacroft  in  1885. 

Little  more  than  a  century  from  the  date  of  Robert's  grant,  the 
Abbey  had  become  seriously  hampered  by  debt,  and  in  this  difficulty 
an  appeal  for  help  was  made  to  Henry  de  Laci,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  the 
representative  of  the  founder's  family.    The  earl,  in  response,  agreed

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to  accept  the  Abbey's  lands,  tenements,  and  rents  in  Akerington 
(Accrington),  Clivacher  (Cliviger),  and  Huncotes,  in  Lancashire,  and  in 
Roundhay,  Seacroft,  and  Shadwell,  in  Yorkshire,  in  exchange  for  an 
annual  charge  of  80  marks  upon  his  Pontefract  exchequer :  "  quater 
viginti  marcas  sterlingorum  percipiendas  ad  scaccarium  ejusdem  comitis 
de  Pontefract  ad  duos  anni  terminos"* — 50  marks  representing  the 
value  of  the  former  estate  and  30  that  of  the  latter.  The  confirma- 
tion of  this  agreement,  dated  the  27th  October  1287,  from  which  I 
quote  the  above,  provides  that  the  payments  shall  not  begin  in  the 
one  case  till  the  year  1293,  and  in  the  other  till  1298.  But  the 
fact  that  in  1294  the  Earl  received  a  grant  of  free  warren  within 
his  demesne  lands  of  Roundhay  (noticed  presently),  is  evidence,  I 
think,  that  his  possession  commenced  at  once.  Another  account  of 
this  transaction  occurs  in  the  MS.  Chronicle  of  Kirkstall  quoted  by 
Whitaker  {^History  of  Craven^  3rd  edit,  p.  82),  according  to  which 
the  Earl  engaged  in  addition  to  advance  immediately  350  marks,  so 
as  to  enable  the  Abbey  to  satisfy  its  more  pressing  creditors.  If  that 
were  the  case,  as  seems  probable,  it  may  have  been  that  the  annuity 
of  80  marks  was  postponed  for  a  few  years,  to  enable  the  Earl  to 
recoup  himself  with  the  rents  which  accrued  meantime. 

Henry  de  Lacl's  only  child  and  heiress,  Alice,  was  married  in 
the  20th  or  2 1  St  year  of  Edward  I.  to  Thomas  Plantagenet,  Earl  of 
Lancaster  (beheaded  at  Pontefract  in  132 1),  an  alliance  by  which  the 
Manor  of  Roundhay  became  incorporated  with  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster. 
Upon  the  death  of  Henry,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  nephew  of  the  unfortu- 
nate Earl,  a  partition  of  his  estates  was  made  (a.d.  1361)  between  his 
two  daughters,  Maud  and  Blanche  (wife  of  John  of  Gaunt,  Earl  of 
Richmond,  afterwards  Duke  of  Lancaster),  by  which  Roundhay,  as 
parcel  of  the  honour  of  Pontefract,  was  assigned  to  the  latter  lady. 
Upon  the  accession  to  the  throne  of  her  son,  Henry  of  Bolingbroke,  as 
Henry  IV.,  the  possessions  of  the  Dukes  of  Lancaster  merged  in  the 
Crown.  Roundhay  thus  became  a  Royal  manor,  and  so  continued  till 
the  reign  of  Charles  I. 

I  now  turn  to  the  documents  mentioned  above,  the  earliest  of 
which  is  a  grant  from  the  Crown,  in  the  year  1294,  to  Henry  de  Laci, 
Earl  of  Lincoln^  of  license  to  hold  annual  fairs  and  weekly  markets  in

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various  manors,  and  of  liberty  of  free  warren  in  several  of  his  demesne 
lands,  including  those  of  Roundhay,  Seacroft,  and  Shadwell.^  Since 
this  document  may  possibly  show  the  origin  of  some  local  institutions,  I 
give  the  following  epitome  of  it : —

The  King  to  Archbishops  &c.  greeting.  Know  ye  that  we  have 
granted  and  by  this  our  present  Charter  have  confirmed  to  our 
beloved  and  faithful  Henry  de  Lacy,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  that  he  and 
his  heirs  for  ever  shall  have  one  market  (ficatu)  in  every  week  on 
Wednesday  in  (apud)  his  manor  of  Pontefract,  in  the  county  of  York,  and  one  fair 
(feriam)  there  in  every  year  to  continue  for  five  days,  that  is  to  say,  on  the  eve  of 
Palm  Sunday  (in  vigilia  die  dnica  in  ramis  Palmar*)  and  on  the  same  Palm  Sunday 
and  for  three  days  following.  [Here  follow  similar  grants  for  the  undermentioned 
manors.]  In  the  manor  of  Bradford,  in  the  said  county,  a  weekly  market  on 
Thursday  and  an  annual  fair  of  five  days,  viz.,  on  the  eve  and  on  the  day  of  St.  Peter 
ad  Vincula  and  on  the  three  days  following.  In  the  manor  of  Camsale  (Campsall),  in 
the  said  county,  a  weekly  market  on  Thursday  and  an  annual  fair  of  four  days,  viz., 
on  the  eve  and  on  the  day  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene,  and  on  the  two  following  daj^ 
In  the  manor  of  Slaghtebume  (Slaidbum),  in  the  said  county,  an  annual  fair  of  four 
days,  viz.,  on  the  eve  and  on  the  day  of  St.  Peter  ad  Vincula  and  on  the  two  following 
days.  In  the  manor  of  Almanbiry  (Almondbury),  in  the  said  county,  a  weekly 
market  on  Monday  and  an  annual  fair  of  three  days,  viz.,  on  the  eve  and  on  the  day 
and  on  the  morrow  of  the  Ascension  of  our  Lord.  In  the  manor  of  Brumleye,  in  the 
county  of  Lancaster,  a  weekly  market  on  Tuesday  and  an  annual  fair  of  three  days, 
viz.,  on  the  eve  and  on  the  day  and  on  the  morrow  of  the  Apostles  Peter  and  Paul. 
In  the  manor  of  Cherlelon  Cammiit  (Caunvill),  in  the  county  of  Somerset,  a  weekly 
market  and  an  annual  fair  of  two  days,  viz.,  on  the  eve  and  on  the  day  of  the 
translation  of  St.  Thomas  the  Martyr.  In  the  manor  of  Wexebrugge,  in  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  a  weekly  market  on  Monday  and  an  annual  fair  of  two  days,  viz., 
on  the  eve  and  on  the  day  of  St.  Michael.  In  the  manor  of  Middelington,  in  the 
county  of  Oxford,  a  weekly  market  on  Monday  and  an  annual  fair  of  two  days,  wii., 
on  the  eve  and  on  the  day  of  the  translation  of  St.  Thomas  the  Martyr.  Unless  the 
same  markets  and  fairs  shall  be  to  the  prejudice  of  neighbouring  markets  and  fairs. 

And  that  the  aforesaid  Earl  and  his  heirs  for  ever  shall  have  free  warren 
(lilSam  warenna)  in  all  their  demesne  lands  of  Knottyngleye,  Ouston,  Camsale, 
Thomoure,  Altoft,  Secroft,  Shad  well,  and  Rundehaye,  in  the  aforesaid  county  of 
York ;  Pennwortham,  Totington,  and  Cly  vacher,  in  the  aforesaid  county  of  Lancaster ; 
Cowelee  and  Eg^evere,  in  the  aforesaid  county  of  Middlesex;  Avington,  in  the 
county  of  Berks ;  Wardington,  in  the  county  of  Bucks ;  Cherleton  Caunvill,  in  the 
aforesaid  county  of  Somerset ;  and  Middelington,  in  the  aforesaid  county  of  Oxford. 
Provided  the  same  lands  shall  not  be  within  the  bounds  of  our  Forest.  So  that  no 
one  shall  enter  those  lands  to  hunt  in  them,  or  to  take  anything  which  to  warren 
doth  appertain,  without  the  license  and  consent  of  the  same  Earl  or  his  heirs,  under 
the  forfeiture  of  ten  pounds.  Wherefore  we  will  and  firmly  command,  &c.  These 
being  witnesses :— The  venerable  father  A.  Bishop  of  Durham,  W.  Bishop  of  Ely,

The  next  document — a  copy  of  the  Inquisition  taken  upon  the 
death  of  the  above  Henry  de  Laci,  in  the  4th  year  of  Edward  11./ 
131 1 — ^is  simply  a  concise  list  of  the  possessions  of  that  nobleman  in 
England  and  Wales,  with  the  revenue  accruing  from  each  of  them. 
The  portion  which  relates  to  the  county  of  York  is  as  follows  : —

The  net  annual  value  of  all  lands  on  this  side  (/>.,  south),  and 
beyond  (/>.,  north)  of  the  Trent,  and  in  the  county  of  Chester, 
amounted  to  ;^i,292  i8j.  ^\d,  \  and  of  those  in  Wales  to  ;£^377  u.  ^\d. 
At  the  end  is  a  note  to  the  effect  that  the  lands  in  Akrington,  Clivacre, 
and  Honkotes,  in  Lancashire,  and  the  manor  of  Roundhay,  in  York- 
shire, are  not  included  in  the  above  total,  because  they  are  charged 
with  an  annuity  of  £,^1  6s.  Sd.  (/*.^.,  80  marks)  in  favour  of  the  Abbot 
of  Kirkstall,  but  as  these  together  only  yield  j£sz  4s,  5^.,  the  remaining 
;;^2o  2S.  $d,  is  charged  upon  a  third  part  of  the  sum  total.  This,  of 
course,  has  reference  to  the  arrangement  effected  in  the  year  1287, 
already  explained.    It  may  be  noticed  that  the  property  before  described

The  third  document  is  the  partition  of  the  possessions  of  Henry, 
Duke  of  Lancaster,  copied  from  the  Fine  Rolls  of  the  35th  year  of 
Eklward  III.  (No.  23).  It  consists  of  several  writs  or  commissions  of 
partition,  with  assignments  by  the  Crown  of  portions  to  each  of  the 
Duke's  two  daughters.^  The  disposal  of  Roundhay  under  this  deed 
has  already  been  noticed. 

The  earliest  detailed  account  of  the  manor  of  Roundhay  is  an 
"Extent,"  or  Survey,  made  in  the  15th  year  of  Edward  III.  (1341). 
Such  surveys  were  probably  first  su^ested  by  a  statute  known  as 
"Extenta  Manerii,"  usually  ascribed  to  the  4th  year  of  Edward  I. 
(Stat,  i.),  but  sometimes  to  the  reign  of  Edward  III.,;  which  contains 
minute  directions  for  the  valuation  of  manors.  The  following  are 
the  principal  heads  of  inquiry  it  directs : — 

(i)  Of  Castles  and  Buildings  in  demesne. 

(2)  Of  Arable  Land,  Pastures,  and  Meadows  in  demesne. 

(3)  Of  Common  of  Pasture  outside  the  demesne  land. 

(4)  Of  Parks^  and  demesne  Woods  which  the  lord  at  his  will  may  clear  and 

cultivate. 

(5)  Of  Woods  outside  the  demesnes. 

(6)  Of  Pannage  {i,e, ,  the  right  to  feed  pigs  or  other  beasts  in  woods,  on  acorns, 

beechnuts,  &c.),  herbage,  honey,  and  all  other  issues  of  the  forest,  such 
as  warrens,  moors,  &c. 

(7)  Of  Mills  and  Fisheries. 

(8)  Of  Freehold  Tenants,  their  number  and  holdings  ;   whether  they  hold   by 

knight's  service  or  in  socage,  and  which  of  them  hold  by  charter,  &c. 

(9)  Of  Customary  Tenants. 

(10)  Of  Cottagers. 

(11)  Of  Pleas  and  Perquisites  of  the  manorial  courts. 
(i2)  Of  Churches  in  the  lord's  gift.

And  when  the  kynge  and  his  counsayle  saw  that,  they 
thought  it  was  better  to  extend  them  and  make  the  most  profit  that  they  coulde  of 
them,  than  to  let  them  fall  to  the  grounde  and  come  to  no  mann's  helpe  and  profyte. 
Wherefore  Kynge  Edwarde  the  first  ordeyned  this  statute  to  be  made  the  fourth  year 
of  his  reigne,  wherein  is  contayned  many  and  dyvers  chapters  and  articles  the  which 
at  that  tyme  was  but  instructions  how  and  what  they  should  do  that  were  commis- 
sioners or  survxyours  in  the  same." 
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An  anonymous  work  called  "Fleta,"  which  dates  from  about  the 
time  of  Edward  I.,  and  which  seems  to  have  been  designed  as  a 
hand-book  of  advice  to  lords  of  manors  on  the  practical  management 
of  their  estates,  recommends  a  survey  on  the  same  lines.  It  may  be 
presumed,  therefore,  that  this  plan  of  valuation  was  very  generally 
adopted  by  the  landlords  of  the  day.  It  evidently  was  so  in  the  case 
of  Roundhay,  though  there  the  survey  seems  to  have  been  carried  out 
only  as  regards  the  buildings,  demesne  lands,  and  tenants. 

A  statement  of  other  less  important  sources  of  revenue  is  supplied 
by  the  Reeves*  Accounts,  which  I  have  treated  in  chronological  order 
after  the  Survey. 

The  Survey  was  made  at  Roundhay  before  Sir  John  Bynwell  (?  Eyn- 
well)  and  William  Blabey,  auditors  of  the  accounts  of  Henry  de  Laci, 
Earl  of  Derby,  on  Friday  next  after  the  feast  of  St  Michael,  in  the  15th 
year  of  Edw.  III.,  upon  the  oaths  of  Henry  Underwod,  Adam  Atledyate, 
John  Wade,  Roger  de  Mitton,  William  de  Britbe,  John  Hudson,  William 
de  Brampton,  John  del  Kyrke,  Robert  Sherer,  John  Aloe,  and  others. 
It  is  arranged  under  the  principal  headings  of  Roundhay,  Shadwell,  and 
Seacroft,  in  each  of  which  places  the  quantity  and  annual  value  of  the 
land,  together  with  the  tenants'  names  and  particulars  of  their  holdings 
are  set  forth. 

Under  the  manorial  system,  so  much  of  the  cultivated  land  of  the 
manor  as  was  not  required  by  the  lord  for  his  own  occupation  was 
usually  granted  out  in  perpetuity  to  tenants,  who  held  it  subject  to 
stipulated  services  or  rents.  These  for  the  most  part  consisted  of 
various  military  duties,  such  as  to  attend  the  lord  to  the  wars,  when 
the  tenure  was  said  to  be  by  knight's  service  or  in  chivalry;  or  of 
some  definite  service  other  than  military — in  money,  produce,  labour, 
or  attendance  at  the  lord's  court,  when  the  tenant  was  said  to  hold 
in  socage.  Such  tenants  of  both  kinds  were  called  "free  holders" 
(liberi  tenentes),  because  the  service  required  of  them  was  not  un- 
worthy the  position  of  a  free  man,  as  opposed  to  the  service  of  the 
villeins,  described  below. 

The  land  which  the  lord  kept  in  his  own  hands,  called  the 
demesne,  and  which  usually  formed  his  park  and  home  farm,  was 
either  wholly  cultivated  for  his  benefit  by  a  class  of  persons  called 
villeins,  or,  as  in  the  case  of  Roundhay,  portions  of  it  were  let  lo 
farmers  who  held  by  covenant  or  lease  for  terms  of  years,  and  who  were 
on  that  account  called  termers  (terminarii).  The  villeins  were  the 
ordinary  townsfolk,  or   "villagers,"  who  formed   the  lowest  grade  of 
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society.  Under  the  feudal  regime  these  people  lived  in  a  state  of 
semi-servility.  Bound  to  till  the  lord's  demesne  in  return  for  the 
roof-tree  which  sheltered  them,  they  were  regarded  as  belonging  to  the 
soil  of  his  manor,  and  could  not  remove  from  it  without  his  consent. 
They  were  permitted  to  cultivate  small  plots  of  land  for  the  support 
of  their  families,  and  appear  to  have  possessed  the  ordinary  comforts  of 
life ;  buty  on  the  other  hand,  their  laboiu:  could  be  arbitrarily  demanded, 
and  was  of  an  uncertain  and  servile  nature.  As  feudalism  decayed 
the  condition  of  the  villeins  improved ;  their  services  became  definite, 
and  were  afterwards  commuted  for  a  money  payment;  while  their 
interest  in  their  holdings  came  to  be  recognised  as  a  species  of  tenure 
which  was  later  protected  by  law  under  the  name  of  customary  or 
copyhold  tenure.  The  Wars  of  the  Roses,  which  weakened  the 
authority  of  lords  of  manors  over  all  classes  of  their  tenants,  resulted 
in  the  practical  extinction  of  villeinage. 

Only  one  representative  of  the  villein  class  appears  in  the  survey  of 
Roundhay.  He  is  described  by  the  usual  appellation,  '^nativus,"  a 
word  which  implies  that  he  was  the  son  of  villein  parents — that  is,  a 
bondman  by  birth.  It  is  matter  of  doubt,  I  think,  whether  the  con- 
ditions of  his  tenure  would  at  this  date  (1341)  be  strictly  exacted,  but 
they  are  interesting  as  shewing  the  ancient  rigidity  of  feudalism. 

The  survey  does  not  further  define  the  boundaries  of  the  manor 
than  to  show  that  it  comprised  the  territory  of  Roundhay,  certain  lands 
in  Shadwell,  four  oxgangs^  of  land  in  Thorner,  and  the  inferior  manor 
of  Seacroft  The  quantities  of  land  under  cultivation  in  each  place 
are  not  easily  ascertained,  as  the  figures  are  often  illegible  or  confused. 

Roundhay  and  Seacroft  are  described  as  manors,  each  possessing  a 
hall  and  the  adjuncts  of  a  substantial  homestead.  Both  are  farmed* 
by  Sir  William  Scargill — the  former,  with  the  land  in  Shadwell,  for  ;;^2o; 
and  the  latter  for  ;^  12  per  annum;  the  four  bovates  of  land  in  Thorner 
being  held  by  Simon  de  la  Roche'  for  j£^  yearly.    It  should  be  noticed

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that  the  term  "manor  of  Roundhay,"  as  used  later  in  the  Reeves' 
Accounts,  refers  to  Roundhay  proper,  as  opposed  to  the  dependent 
manor  of  Seacroft. 

Roundhay^  is  described  as  follows : — "There  is  there  a  certain  manor, 
a  hall,  a  chamber  (camera),  three  granges,  buildings  for  oxen  and  sheep 
(bover  barcar),  and  of  these  the  chamber  is  built  beyond  the  gate.  Its 
site,  including  the  easements  of  the  houses,  the  herbage,  and  fruits  of 
the  orchard,  is  worth  by  the  year  (beyond  the  maintenance  of  the 
house)  6/8." 

Also  there  are  200  acres  of  arable  land  in  demesne,  of  which  23  are 
held  as  below  (in  the  hands  of  termers).  Several  parcels,  amounting  to 
about  150  acres,  are  next  enumerated  as  follows : — "  Lez  Brecks,  12  a.; 
Okenshagh  Flatt,  6  a. ;  Parrok  Flatt,  12a.;  Wyndmylne  Flat,  6  a. ;  Ashe 
Flat,  4a.;  Abbott  Crofte,  in  Thorner,  10 a.;  Cote  Grene,  4a.;  Gorbrode 
Flat,  1 8 a.;  Hemgyn  Flat,  8a.;  Habryk  Legh  and  Wod  Halle,  20a.; 
Hasilhurst,  16  a. ;  Brakway,  8  a.;  Horspasture,  6  a. ;  Northwaytesyke, 
10 a.;  The  Merlepytte,  5  a.;  and  Patryke  Flat,  8a."  The  above  land  is 
valued  variously  at  6i^,  8^.,  and  12^.  per  acre  per  annum.' 

An  account  of  the  meadow  land  is  next  given : — "  A  meadow  at 
Shadwell,  4  a.  2ir.;  Cotegarth,  8a.;  Abbott  Enge,  3a.;  Hengynd,  2a.3r.; 
Longonge,  3  a.;  Brodoenge  de  Hesillhurste,  8  a.;  total,  29a.  ijr."  The 
value  per  acre  varies  from  2/6  to  3/6. 

Thirdly  comes  the  pasture  land : — The  pasture  of  Wooddall  Carr, 
20  a.,  valued  at  13/4  per  annum;  North watesyke  Pasture,  ija.,  dd,  per 
annum ;  the  Common  of  Pasture  of  Colnecroft,  2  a.,  20^.  per  annum. 
"  Which  said  messuages,  (arable)  lands,  meadows,  and  pastures,  together 
with  60X.  &  8^.  annual  rent  of  tenants  whose  names  appear  below, 
excepting  Simon  de  la  Roche,  are  farmed  to  Sir  William  Scargili,  knt., 
together  with  pasture  for  20  head  of  cattle  in  the  park.  Rent,  ;^2o 
yearly,  at  Easter  and  Michaelmas.  Also  the  underwood  (sub  bosc)  of 
Wodehalker  (i>.,  Woodhall  Carr),  2/-  per  annum.  Also  there  is  there 
a  marl  pit,  with  the  sale  of  marl,  value  per  annum,  10/-."

(i)  In  the  margin  opposite  this  description  of  Roundhay  appear  the  words 
"St.  At)bo,"  which  have  been  taken  by  the  person  who  translated  the  Survey  for 
Mr.  Nicholson  as  a  local,  name  ;  but  I  think  they  are  intended  for  St^  Abbato,  and 
were  merely  meant  as  a  memorandum  that  the  lands  there  enumerated  were  subject  to 
a  cliarge  in  favour  of  **  the  reverend  the  Abbot"  of  Kirkstall,  especially  as  there  is  a 
note  to  that  effect  at  the  foot  of  the  paragraph.  Note  that  the  Latin  word  for  Abbot, 
"  Abbas/*  is  here  wrongly  treated  as  belonging  to  the  second  declension. 

(2)  The  acreage  of  these  parcels,  it  will  be  noticed,  does  not  agree  with  the 
above  total. 
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The  names  of  some  of  the  above  parcels  of  land  still  exist  as,  or 
are  traceable  in,  modem  field  names  within  the  district  called  Roundhay 
Grange.  (See  Map.)  Such  are:  The  Potter  Brecks,  loa.  2  r.  4  p. 
(Les  Brecks,  10 a.) ;  the  Green,  3  a.  2  r.  16  p.  (Cote  Green,  4  a.);  Great 
and  Little  Gorbriggs  (Gorbrode  Flat);  the  Abbey  Crofts  (Abbott 
Croft) ;  the  Horse  Coppice  (Horspasture) ;  Ash  Bank  (Ashe  Flat)  ;  the 
Quarry  Close  and  Lime  Kiln  Pasture  (?  the  Marie  Pitt).^ 

The  district  of  Roundhay  Grange  no  doubt  derived  its  name  from 
the  farmhouse  called  Roundhay  Grange,^  which  stands  within  it.  The 
latter  is  usually  r^arded  as  the  ancient  house  of  the  manor  (the  "aula'' 
of  the  Survey),  and  probably  correctly  so,  since  I  find  it  commonly 
described  in  legal  documents  as  "  the  capital  messuage  of  the  manor 
of  Roundhay,"  and  it  appears  from  the  Rolls  that  for  two  centuries 
previous  to  1872  (in  which  year  the  demesne  lands  and  the  manorial 
rights  passed  into  different  hands)  the  Manor  Courts  were  held  there. 

The  house  is  of  stone,  and  forms  a  right  angle,  the  outer  and  inner 
sides  of  which  are  shewn  in  the  accompanying  sketches.  Examined 
from  the  latter  point  especially,  traces  of  ancient  windows  and  of 
numerous  alterations  are  visible,  which  sufficiently  prove  the  antiquity  of 
the  building.  Some  of  the  walls  at  the  ground  level  are  4  ft.  thick,  and 
between  the  present  kitchen  and  the  parlour  adjoining  it,  is  a  remark- 
able block  of  masonry,  measuring  1 1  ft.  in  breadth  by  7  ft  deep,  in  the 
centre  of  which  the  fireplaces  of  the  two  rooms  are  set  Several  rooms 
are  panelled  from  floor  to  ceiling  with  oak,  which  has  been  pap>ered 
over,  but  of  which  the  form  is  visible.  I  am  informed  that  some  years 
ago  there  was  walled  up  in  the  basement  of  the  house  a  large  vaulted 
room,  having  stone  seats  along  its  sides,  and  thought  to  have  been 
used  as  a  chapel  or  prison. 

It  is  noticeable  that  the  present  area  of  Roundhay  Grange  (the 
district),  which  according  to  the  Ordnance  Map  contains  199a.  ir.  24p., 
agrees  with  that  of  the  demesne  land  given  by  the  Survey  as  200  acres. 
This  circumstance,  coupled  with  the  survival  of  the  field-names  mentioned

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above,  seems  to  warrant  the  conclusion  that  the  district  is  coincident 
with  the  ancient  demesne  lands  of  the  manor.  Its  name,  implying  the 
land  which  belongs  to  Roundhay  Grange,  supports  this  theory  ;  and,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  theory  suggests  a  reason  why  this  particular  district 
should  belong  to  the  Grange. 

The  sites  of  the  three  Granges  mentioned  in  the  Survey  can  only 
be  conjectured,  but  one  of  them  is  not  improbably  marked  by  Grange 
Farm,  which  lies  to  the  south  of  Roundhay  Grange,  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  Leeds  road.  A  second  may  have  been  the  grange  men- 
tioned in  the  reeve's  account  for  the  year  1373-4,  as  standing  within 
the  park  (see  later) ;  while  another  one  is  likely  to  have  been  included 
in  the  buildings  attached  to  the  manor-house. 

Lists  of  the  freeholders  and  termers  in  Roundhay  and  Shadwell, 
with  particulars  of  their  holdings,  follow  here.  The  former,  it  may  be 
noticed,  are  all  of  the  socage  kind. 

Free  holders  (in  Roundhay). 

Simon  de  la  Roche  holds  4  oxgangs  of  lands  freely,  in  Thomer ;  rent  £3  per  an., 
at  Martinmas  and  Pentecost. 

Henry  Underwodde,  one  messuage  and  one  bovate,  freely  ;  rent  2/8  per  annum, 
and  double  after  death. 

The  other  free  holders  are  Adam  Atlidyate,  John  Wade,  Roger  de  Mitton,  Hugo 
de  Skelbruke,  and  William  de  Bretby. 

Termers  (in  Roundhay). 

John  Wayde  holds  one  toftt  called  Coteyherd,  for  a  term ;  rent  22d.,  at  Martinmas 
and  Pentecost,  for  all. 

The  other  termers  are  :  Henry  Underwoode,  who  holds  4  acres  of  land  "  at  the 
Ruddyngt  of  the  demesnes ;"  John  Clomont,  who  has  2  acres  at  the  Welsyke  and 
4  acres  at  the  Ruddyng  ;  Robert  del  Hay,  who  has  4  acres  at  the  Ruddyng,  4  acres 
called  Catbaine  Crofte,  and  6  acres  of  the  Breke  (dell  Breke  de  Diiicis)  of  the 
demesnes  called  Sytheynghagh ;  and  lastly,  Agnes  de  Kel3nigbeke,  who  holds  one 
acre  only. 

The  freeholders  and  termers  in  Shadwell  are  next  given.  Of  the 
former  class  the  only  representative  is  William  Brandon,  who  holds  two 
messuages  and  two  bovates  of  land,  at  the  rent  of  16^^.,  and  double 
after  death.     The  termers  in  Shadwell  are — 

Robert  de  Hoby,  who  holds  a  messuage  and  5  acres. 

William  de  Ouchesthorpe,  a  messuage  and  1 1  acres. 

John  dell  daye  (?  haye),  a  mess,  and  5  a.  i  r. 

James  de  Shadwell,  a  mess,  and  5}  a. 

Thomas  de  Hoby,  2  a. 

Matill  Clarke,  2  a.  and  one  parcel  of  meadow  land. 
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John,  son  of  Thomas,  half  a  toft  and  3  sl 
Cecil  Vilain,  2  a. 
John  del  Mede,  2  a. 
John  Large,  3  r. 
William  de  Brandon,  6  a. 

Immediately  after  the  above  comes  the  following  note : — 

"And  be  it  remembered  that,  as  well  for  the  manor,  the  demesne  lands, 
meadows,  pastures,  and  rents  of  free  holders,  excepting  the  rent  of  Simon  de  la 
Roche,  with  the  underwood  and  marl  pit,  as  for  common  (of  pasture)  for  20  cows,  20 
mares,  20  sheep,  with  their  young,  in  the  park  of  Roundhay,  the  lord  pays  yearly  ;£'20 
of  silver  to  the  Abbot  of  Kirkstall  (xx^  argent*  Abbto  de  Kyrkestal)  for  all,  according 
to  the  charter  of  Henry  de  Lacey,  late  Earl  of  Lincoln." 

This  note  has,  of  course,  reference  to  the  charge  of  80  marks  made 
by  Henry  de  Laci  in  1287,  of  which  sum  it  hereby  appears  that 
Roundhay  furnished  ;£^20.  I  find  no  further  mention  of  the  charge  in 
the  manor  records,  but  according  to  a  rent-roll  of  the  Abbey  in  1459,* 
it  was  paid  at  that  date,  and  was,  no  doubt,  continued  down  to  the 
Dissolution. 

Seacroft  is  next  extended  as  follows  : — "  There  is  there  the  site  of  a 
manor,  a  hall,  a  chamber  (camera),  two  granges,  one  building  for  sheep, 
of  all  which  the  easements,  with  the  herbage,  garden,  and  close,  are 
worth  by  the  year,  besides  the  repairs  of  the  houses,  6s.  Also,  there  are 
there  51  acres  of  land,  of  ancient  tenure,  in  the  hands  of  tenants 
(?  termers)  as  under."  Now  comes  a  list  of  various  parcels,  which  I 
take  to  be  an  account  of  the  land  held  in  demesne,  as  distinct  from 
the  51  acres  mentioned  above.     It  comprises  the  following: —

Also  the  pasturd  of  Westker  (?  West  Carr),  4  a.,  the  herbage  of  which  is  worth, 
per  annum,  6/8. 

Also  the  wood  called  **  Secrofte  Wod,"  30  a.,  the  herbage  of  which  is  worth  8/- 
yearly.

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The  present  hall  at  Seacroft,  part  of  which  is  very  ancient,  most 
probably  marks  the  site  of  the  hall  or  manor-house  mentioned  in  the 
Survey,  and  the  picturesque  house  now  called  Seacroft  Grange  pos- 
sibly occupies  that  of  one  of  the  two  granges.  Although  in  the  last 
century,  when  the  home  of  a  family  named  Tottie,  the  latter  house  was 
usually  known  as  Tottie  Hall,  I  have  no  evidence  that  its  present  name 
is  a  modem  one.  Grange  Farm,  otherwise  Killingbeck  Farm,  to  the 
north  of  Killingbeck  Hall,  possibly  denotes  the  site  of  the  second 
grange. 

Two  other  sources  of  profit  are  an  iron  mine  (minera  ferri),  "  which 
is  worth  nothing  by  the  year  except  only  when  the  lord  is  willing  to  sell 
the  wood"  {t\e,^  wood  for  the  purpose  of  smelting),  and  a  certain 
passage  for  carts  carrying  marl  bought  from  strangers  or  villeins  outside 
the  demesne  lands,  each  cart  paying  6d.  a  year  to  the  lord. 

Iron-mining  appears  to  have  been  an  important  industry  in  this 
neighbourhood  during  the  Middle  Ages.  A  cluster  of  houses  to  the 
north  of  Killingbeck  Lodge,  in  Seacroft  parish,  are  still  known  as  the 
Foundry,  so  called  from  an  iron-foundry  which  once  existed  there.^ 

The  tenants  are  next  enumerated  as  under: — 

John  Alott,  who  holds  4  a.  i  r.  at  2/-  per  annum,  is  the  only 
freeholder. 

After  him  comes  the  "nativus,"  John  Huddeson,  of  whom  the 
following  particulars  are  given : — "  John  Huddeson  holds  one  messuage 
and  half  an  oxgang  of  land  in  bondage,  rendering  by  the  year  10/2,  at 
the  terms  of  Martinmas  and  Pentecost  He  comes  to  the  court  as 
often  as  he  is  summoned  ;  he  shall  be  reeve  when  elected ;  nor  can  his 
son  be  permitted  to  be  made  a  monk  (coronari),  nor  his  daughter  to  be 
married  without  the  lord's  license.  And  if  his  daughter  be  deflowered 
he  shall  pay  letherwitt  (a  fine),  according  to  what  may  happen  to  be 
taxed.  And  at  his  death  the*  tenement  shall  remain  in  the  lord's  hands 
until  his  wife  or  his  next-of-kin  shall  have  come  and  made  satisfaction 
for  entry." 

And  thirdly,  the  termers,  whose  names  are  as  follows : — ^William  de 
Kyllyngbek,  of  AUerton ;  William  de  Kyllyngbek,  John  de  Cleyfford, 
Michel  Copyn,  William  Brounehay,  Adam  Atledyate,  Robert  Shere- 
crofte,  Roger  de  Mitton,  John  Wade. 

The  total  income  derived  from  the  manor  of  Seacroft  is  given  as 
£9  ^3^'  7^'  oJ^tyj  "but  nevertheless  farmed  as  above  at  ;^i2."

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The  "  Survey,"  which  ends  here,  at  once  supplied  the  lord  with  a 
concise  account  of  the  resources  of  his  manor,  and  furnished  his  agent 
with  a  plan  or  basis  upon  which  to  make  his  yearly  statement  of  income 
and  expenditure.  The  person  I  have  called  the  lord's  agent  was 
officially  known  as  the  " praepositus,"  or  in  English  the  "reeve."  A 
description  of  his  duties  occurs  in  the  work  Fleta^  to  which  I  have 
before  alluded.  He  is  to  be  a  villein,  chosen  by  the  body  of  villein 
tenants  from  those  of  their  number  who  are  accounted  the  best 
husbandmen.  He  is  to  be  responsible  to  the  lord  for  the  cultivation  of 
the  demesnes;  he  must  see  that  the  land  is  properly  ploughed,  and 
that  the  villeins  perform  the  share  of  work  required  of  them.  In  a 
word,. he  is  to  protect  the  interests  of  both  the  lord  and  the  villeins  as 
against  each  other,  and  to  secure  fair-play  between  the  two. 

The  "Accounts"  of  the  Praepositus  of  Roundhay  Manor  for  various 
years  between  the  reigns  of  Edward  III.  and  James  I.  have  been 
extracted  from  the  records  of  the  Duchy,  and  are  now  in  the  Manor 
Chest.  The  earliest  of  them  is  "The  Account  of  Robert  de  Halton, 
reeve,  from  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael,  in  the  47th  year  of  Edward  III., 
till  the  same  Feast  in  the  48th  year  next  following"  (1373-4),  that  is, 
32  years  later  than  the  date  of  the  Survey.  The  Account  follows  the 
plan  of  the  latter ;  it  begins  with  a  note  that  "  the  free  tenants  and 
termers  of  Roundhay  and  Shadwell  being  in  the  hands  of  farmers,  the 
rent  of  them,  which  amounts  to  66j.  o\d.y  as  by  the  Survey  appears,  is 
accounted  for  under  the  head  of  'Farms.*" 

Next  is  a  list  of  certain  tenants  whose  rents  have  been  increased. 
Of  these  the  following  will  serve  as  examples: — "And  of  \2d,  of 
increase  of  rent  of  Robert  Hooby  for  one  messuage  and  five  acres  of 
land  of  the  demesnes  in  Shadwell,  which  he  formerly  held  for  4^.  8^.  by 
the  year,  now  5^.  8^.^  And  of  id,  new  rent  of  James  Molesan,  for  one 
piece  of  the  soil  of  the  lord,  26  ft.  in  length  and  3  ft  in  breadth,  for 
enlarging  his  dwelling." 

After  these  come  the  farms.  The  manor  of  Seacroft  is  fanned 
for  ;^io  per  annum,  though  by  whom  is  not  stated.  That  of 
Roundhay,  with  the  rents  of  freehold  tenants  and  termers  in  Shadwell, 
is  in  the  hands  of  John  del  West,  of  Bramham,*  so  demised,  as  appears

(2)  This  was,  no  doubt,  the  same  John  Weste  who  in  his  will,  dated  the  3rd  of 
March,  I393i  described  himself  as  of  Roundhay  Grange,  and  directed  his  body  to  be 
buried  at  Bramham.

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from  the  Court  Roll  of  the  47th  year  of  Edw.  III.  for  a  term  of  nine 
years,  at  the  annual  rent  of  ;£i6  13J.  ^d.  It  seems  that  the  latter  had 
been  previously  leased  to  one  Thomas  Taillor,  now  dead,  for  a  term  of 
years  not  yet  expired,  but  that  the  lease  had  been  determined  owing 
to  the  poverty  of  his  widow,  Sybil,  whom  he  had  appointed  his 
executrix.  The  four  oxgangs  of  land  in  Thorner  are  held  by  Sir  Thomas 
de  Metham,  Knight,  "at  will,  as  anciently  rendering  payment  by  the 
year,  at  Martinmas  and  Pentecost,  60s" 

Thirdly,  under  the  heading  "Issues  of  the  Manor,"  appear  a  number 
of  items  which  are  not  included  in  the  Survey,  as  follows : — "  Nothing 
[received]  for  pannage  of  pigs  this  year,  because  there  was  no  mast 
(glandes)."  "io6j.  Sd,  received  for  branches  (ramis)  cut  in  the  park  of 
Roundhay  this  year,  for  the  support  of  the  deer  (the  word  used  is  *  ferae') 
in  the  said  park  in  the  winter  season."^  "  60s.  received  for  crops  (cropp) 
and  bark  of  divers  oaks  felled  in  the  park  of  Roundhay  this  year,  so 
sold  as  appears  by  the  Court  Roll  of  this  year ;  and  4^.  ^d.  for  the  like 
in  the  park  of  Seacroft."  And  "  looj.  received  for  the  summer  agist- 
ment in  the  park  of  Roundhay,  so  demised  this  year  to  Richard  del 
Every,  over  and  above  the  tithe  payable  to  the  rector  of  the  church  of 
Barwick  for  the  same."     Sum,  ;£i^  iis.  iid. 

Issues  of  the  Courts. 

The  perquisites  (pquisit)  of  the  Courts  of  this  year,  examined  by 

the  Court  Rolls,  amount  to  20^.,  although  in  the  year  next  preceding 

to  235^.  4d. 

Sum  total  of  receipts,  ^£4^  i^s.  ^d. 

Next  is  a  statement  of  the  year's  expenditure  in  respect  of  the 
manor.  It  includes  2s,  in  the  reeve's  service ;  2s.  &  2d,  in  rent  paid 
(resolut')  to  the  bailiff  of  the  wapentake  of  Skyrack,  for  the  manor 
of  Seacroft;  60s,  in  pardon  (pdonat')  of  rent  of  tenants  in  Thorner, 
above-charged  at  the  same  (/.^.,  the  rent  of  the  four  oxgangs),  granted 
to  Sir  Thomas  Metham,  Kt.,  by  deed  of  Lord  Henrj',  late  Duke  of 
Lancaster,  dated  the  1st  of  June,  33  Edw.  III.,  for  the  term  of  his  life, 
and  by  confirmation  of  Lord  John,  now  Duke  of  Lancaster ;  and  12s. 
in  allowance  to  the  farmer  of  the  demesne  lands  of  Roundhay,  as 
recompense  for  the  pasture  of  24  oxen  belonging  to  his  farm,  which

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he  ought  to  have  had  in  the  park  in  the  winter  season,  by  agreement, 
but  did  not  have  this  year — i.e,  for  every  ox,  6^.     Sum,  76J.  &  2d, 

Now  come  a  number  of  charges  in  respect  of  the  park,  which 
appear  of  sufficient  interest  to  give  at  length. 

Charges  of  the  Park. 

"And  in  agreement  made  with  divers  men  planting  boards,  posts,  and  rails 
(fundentib5  bordas,  postes,  &  roweles)  [made]  of  6  oaks  felled  in  the  park  of 
Roundhay  by  the  purchasers  of  the  bark,  and  with  the  same  making  68  acres^  of 
paling  (acr  palicii)  between  (?  Allertonyhate  ha8)  and  Scoles  kerre,  and  between 
Gipton  hime  and  Secroft  Wodd,  by  order  of  the  chief  forester,  reckoning  at  \2d.  an 
acre,  68j.  And  one  cart  hired  to  carry  the  said  posts,  boards,  and  rails  from  the 
places  where  the  said  oaks  were  felled  to  the  places  now  newly  constructed  with  the 
help  of  the  old  boards.  And  in  two  cartloads  of  chakstone  (?  chalkstone)  bought  at 
Shad  well  for  repairing  the  roof  of  the  lodge  within  the  lawn  of  the  park,  with  %d. 
given  for  the  carriage  of  the  same  to  the  said  lodge,  2J.  And  in  wages  to  three  tilers 
roofing  the  said  lodge,  for  two  days  at  ^d.  a  day  each,  is,  6^/.  And  for  200  nails 
bought  for  the  laths  (lattes)  under  the  said  slates  (petris),  to  l)e  fixed  in  the  roof 
aforesaid,  6j.  And  in  wages  of  one  woman  gathering  moss  for  the  said  slates  to  be 
laid  upon,  for  one  day,  id.     Sum,  £\  is,  id." 

And  in  the  wages  of  five  men  cutting  branches  of 
brushwood  and  other  trees  for  feeding  the  deer  in  the  winter  season  of  this  year, 
in  the  park  of  Roundhay,  viz.,  each  of  them  at  different  times  for  40  days,  at  id,  a 
day.  And  in  6  cartloads  of  hay  bought  for  the  support  of  the  said  deer  in  the 
ensuing  winter,  in  a  certain  place  called  le  Stannk  (PStanks,  near  Seacroft),  20s. 
And  in  the  hire  of  one  cart  to  carry  the  said  hay  from  the  Stannk  to  the  Grange 
within  the  park  by  6  turns  (?*na),  at  Sd.  a  turn.  And  in  the  wages  of  one  man 
driving  the  said  cart,  and  helping  to  stow  the  said  hay  in  the  Grange,  for  4  days, 
taking  by  the  day  3^.,  iid.  for  this  year.     Sum,  74J.  Sd." 

"Sum  of  all  the  expenses,  ;£ii  i^s," 
Deducting  this  from. the  sum  total  of  receipts,  which,  as  shown 
above,  amounted  to  ;^43  13^.  4^.,  a  balance  of  j^^i  os,  4//.  remains, 
which  the  reeve  disposed  of  as  follows  : — "  And  he  owes  j£;^2  os.  4^., 
of  which  he  hath  paid  to  Robert  de  Morton,  receiver  of  the  lord  there, 
by  one  indenture,  jis.  And  he  hath  paid  to  the  aforesaid  receiver,  by 
the  hands  of  the  farmer  of  the  demesnes  of  Secroft,  ;^io.  And  he 
hath  paid  to  the  same  receiver  by  the  hands  of  the  farmer  of  the 
demesne  lands  of  Roundhay,  j£i6  13J.  4^.  And  he  hath  paid  to  the 
same  receiver,  upon  account,  without  indenture,  35J.  And  so  he  hath 
departed  quit." 

The  foregoing  "Account"  is  the  earliest  document  I  have  found 
containing  any  particulars  as  to  the  park  of  Roundhay.     The  park,  it 


(r)  An  acre  is  a  local  measure  of  length,  containing  27  yards. 
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appears,  was  enclosed  by  a  wooden  paling,  which  in  one  part  extended 
from  AUerton  Gate  Hatch  to  Scholes  Carr,  and  in  another  part  from 
Gipton  Hirne  (Corner)  to  Seacroft  Wood.  It  may  be  inferred  from 
its  name  that  the  first  of  these  places  was  a  gate  which  gave  access  to 
the  park  on  its  western  border,  in  the  direction  of  AUerton.  Another 
entrance  is  said  to  have  existed  on  the  opposite  side,  a  short  distance 
north  of  Roundhay  Grange,  at  a  spot  now  known  as  Potter  Breaks 
Gate,  so  that  possibly  a  road  crossed  the  park  between  these  two 
points.  I  cannot  identify  Scholes  Carr,^  but  the  two  places  last  named 
were  evidently  on  the  southern  border  of  the  park. 

Compared  with  its  importance  as  a  hunting-ground,  the  agricultural 
value  of  the  park  was,  of  course,  of  no  moment.  It  would,  for  the 
most  part,  be  overgrown  with  timber  and  brushwood ;  but  it  appears 
that  the  summer  grazing  was  worth  ;^5  a  year  ;  other  sources  of  profit 
being  the  bark  and  croppings  of  trees,  and  a  small  item  for  the  feeding 
of  pigs  on  oak  and  beech  mast. 

In  the  Middle  Ages  sporting  demesnes  such  as  Roundhay  were 
placed  by  their  owners  under  the  charge  of  a  park-keeper  (custos 
parci),  an  official  of  considerable  importance,  who  usually  occupied  a 
residence  on  the  estate  called  "The  Lodge."' 

On  reference  to  the  ordnance  map  of  185 1,  the  name  Roundhay 
Lodge  will  be  found,  attached  to  a  house  upon  the  site  of  which  Elmet 
Hall  now  stands.  This  house,  with  the  surrounding  land,  was  sold  by 
Mr.  W.  Nicholson  Nicholson,  in  1863,  to  Mr.  James  Kitson,  who  built 
round  it  the  present  handsome  structure,  to  which  he  gave  the  name  of 
Elmet  Hall.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  reeve's  account  for  the 
year  1373-4  describes  the  Lodge  of  Roundhay  as  standing  within  a 
lawn.  (See  p.  230.)  I  find,  on  reference  to  the  plan  of  Cobble  HalP 
farm,  that  the  two  fields  which  lie  immediately  to  the  north  of  Elmet 
Hall  are  known  respectively  as  "  Great"  and  "  Little  Lawn :"  and, 
further,  that  the  name  "  Lodge  Hill"  exists  as  a  field-name  in  two 
places,  on  the  sloping  ground  which  falls  from  the  plateau  on  which 


(i)  There  is  not  a  scrap  of  evidence  that  the  park  at  one  time  extended  across 
Winmoor,  in  the  direction  otScholes,  near  Barwick,  as  has  Tjeen  suggested  to  me. 

(2)  In  the  grant  of  the  manor  of  Temple  Newsam  to  Matthew  Steward,  Karl 
of  Lennox,  by  Henry  VIII.,  in  1544,.  three  officials  are  named,  the  l>ailiff,  the 
keeper  of  the  park,  and  the  seneschal  or  steward,  whose  salaries  are  fixed  by  the 
grant  at  £$,  ^3  Of.  ick/.,  and  £6  per  annum  respectively.

From  the  following  document  it  appears  that  in  the  nth  year  of 
Henry  VI.  (1433)  the  lodge  and  park  paling  were  again  in  need  of 
repair. 

From  a  Register  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster  of  the  Reign  of

WTierefore  we  will  and  command  you  that  if  it  be  so,  then  by  the  survey  of  the 

deputy  of   our  steward  of   our  s*^  Honor   and    the    said  William,  you  cause   the 

said  paling  and   Lodge  to  be  amended  and  repaired  as  it   shall  be  necessary,  at 

our  Costs  and  Expenses.     And  these  our  Letters,  &c.     Given,  &c.,  the  14th  day  of 

July,  in  the  nth  year,  &c., 

**  By  the  Council  of  the  Duchy." 

In  February,  1503,  in  consequence  of  information  that  the  timber 
in  his  park  at  Roundhay  was  being  seriously  "wasted,"  the  King 
ordered  Sir  Thomas  Wortley,  Steward  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  to 
inspect  the  ground,  and  to  report  its  condition  to  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Duchy.  Sir  Thomas  accordingly  visited  Roundhay  on  the  21st  of 
February,  and  collected  evidence  as  to  the  alleged  plunder.  The 
statement  which  he  drew  up  on  that  occasion  I  give  below,  together 
with  the  King's  Commission  to  W^ortley ;  and  also  a  complaint  from 
Sir  John  Nevell,  the  keeper  of  the  park,  against  William  Nettylton, 
who  was  his  predecessor  in  that  office. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  William  Knapton,  of  Shadwell,  who  has 
devoted  much  time  and  thought  to  the  history  of  Roundhay  and  its 
neighbourhood,  for  drawing  my  attention  to  this  very  interesting  record.

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In  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.  I  find  copies  of  four  accounts  of  the 
Reeves  of  Roundhay  Manor,  all  of  which  are  exactly  similar  in  form  to 
the  one  already  noticed.  I  need,  therefore,  only  mention  any  new 
items  which  occur  in  them.  The  first  one  is  that  of  John  Taillour,  for 
the  7th  year  of  Henry  VII.  (149 1-2),  nearly  120  years  later  than  the 
preceding  account.  At  this  date  the  manor  of  Seacroft  is  held  by 
William  Scargill  and  Roger  Hopton,  Esq",  for  a  term  of  seven  years, 
by  indenture  under  the  seal  of  the  Duchy,  dated  13th  March, 
3  Henry  VII.  The  manor  of  Roundhay,  with  the  rents  in  Shadwell 
and  the  four  oxgangs  in  Thorner,  are  let  to  William  Nettelton^  for  a 
like  term  ;  and  Sir  John  Neville,  Kt,*  has  the  summer  agistment  in  the 
park  for  ^£4  per  annum.  Under  "  Issues  of  the  Manor"  appears  an 
item  of  45^.,  "the  price  of  fourscore  [one  word  illegible]  got  [lucrand'] 
from  the  iron  mine  within  the  park,  and  so  sold,  etc."  And  under  the 
head  of  "Expenditure"  is  an  allowance  of  13/4  to  the  farmer  of  the 
agistment  of  the  park,  "because  the  grass  there  is  destroyed,  and 
occupied  by  the  working  of  the  iron  mine  this  year." 

These  entries,  as  indicating  a  time  of  mining  activity  in  the 
neighbourhood,  may  possibly  be  a  clue  to  the  date  of  the  foundry  in 
Seacroft,  mentioned  previously.  The  receipts  from  all  sources  amount 
to  j£^6  3J.  5^.,  and  the  allowances  to  j^i  os,  8^.,  leaving  a  net  rental 
of  ;^34  2 J.  gd.  There  are  arrears  of  rent  amounting  to  ^£6  6s,  6d,,  of 
which  sum  46/6  is  owing  from  Thomas  Simpson,  who  was  reeve  in  the 
first  year  of  Edward  IV. ;  and  ^£4  from  John  Hopkinson,  reeve  in 
the  year  following ;  the  latter  sum  representing  the  rent  of  the  agist- 
ment of  the  park,  unpaid  by  one  Henry  Rokley. 

The  accounts  for  the  8th  and  14th  years  of  Henry  VII.  vary  but 
little  from  the  preceding  one;  I  therefore  pass  to  that  of  William 
Webster,  reeve  for  the  23rd  year  of  the  same  king.  The  manor  of 
Seacroft  is  now  farmed  by  Andrew  Dymoke  and  John  Cutte,  "late  the 
King's  Commissioners  there,"  at  an  increased  rental  of  ;£io  ^s,  4^. 
The  manor  of  Roundhay  and  the  land  in  Thorner  are  still  in  the  hands 
of  William  Nettelton,  under  a  new  lease  for  20  years,  dated  5th  Dec, 
12  Henry  VII.  The  rent  of  the  former  is  increased  to  j^ij  loj.,  and 
that  of  the  latter  to  58/-.    The  agistment  of  the  park  is  let  to  Thomas, 


(i)  No  doubt  the  same  William  Nellleton  and  Sir  John  Nevill  who  successively 
held  the  post  of  park-keeper,  and  who  arc  mentioned  in  the  preceding  Report.  The 
demise  to  W.  Nettlcton,  which  bears  date  the  23rd  Feb.,  3  Hen.  VII.  (1488),  is

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Archbishop  of  York,  for  a  term  of  ten  years  from  Michaelmas,  i8th 
Henry  VII.,  at  an  increased  rent  of  ;£6  13J.  4^.  Under  the  "Issues 
of  the  Manor*'  occurs  the  item,  "6^.,  the  price  of  1,800  faggots  sold  to 
the  farmer  of  the  common  oven*  of  Leeds."  In  all  the  foregoing 
accounts  an  allowance  is  made  of  10/-  "spent  in  hay  for  the  support  of 
the  deer  of  the  lord  the  king." 

In  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.  an  inquiry  was  instituted  into  certain 
alleged  encroachments  upon  the  territory  of  the  manor  of  Shad  well — 
a  report  of  which  I  find  amongst  the  Roundhay  papers.  Though  not 
immediately  concerning  Roundhay,  the  document  is  deserving  of  notice, 
in  that  it  records  a  startling  calamity  which  once  befel  certain  inhabi- 
tants of  the  neighbouring  manor  of  Barwick.  As  an  instance  of  the 
retribution  which  surely  dogs  the  perjurer's  footsteps,  this  occurrence 
should  stand  as  a  warning,  not  to  the  people  of  Barwick  only,  but  to 
the  world  in  general. 

First  is  the  King's  commission,  dated  at  Westminster  the  12  th  of 
May,  17  Henry  VII.  (1502),  and  addressed  to  the  Abbots  of  Fountains 
and  Kirkstall,  Sir  Thomas  Wortley,  Kt.,  and  Brian  Palmes,  charging 
them  to  investigate  certain  alleged  encroachments  upon  the  commons 
within  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster.  The  persons  accused  are  "  our  trusty 
and  well-beloved  knights,"  Sir  William  Gascoigne  and  Sir  William 
Calverley,  the  former  of  whom  is  charged  with  enclosing  "  a  parcel  of 
our  common  ground  within  our  lordships  of  Shadwell  and  Barwick, 
within  our  honor  of  Pountfret,"  and  the  latter  with  a  like  offence  within 
the  lordship  of  Bradford. 

An  inquiry  was  accordingly  held  on  Winmoor  by  three  of  the 
Commissioners,  when  the  following  depositions  were  taken  : — 

"  An  Examination  taken  and  had  at  Wymmour  [?  Wynmoor],  within 
the  lordship  of  Berwyk,  in  the  county  of  York,  on  the  last  day  of  May, 
in  the  17th  year  of  King  Henry  VII.,  before  William,  Abbot  of  Kirk- 
stall, Sir  Thomas  Wortley,  Knt.,  and  Brian  Palmes,  by  virtue  of  a 
commission,  &c." 

"  Imprimis. — Henry  Herpyn,  of  the  age  of  88  years,  sworn,  deposeth 
that  the  lordship  of  Berwick  is  bounded  and  severed  from  Shadwell  by 
a  syke  called  Berwyk  furth,  leading  down  a  valley  to  Shadwell  field 
side,  &c.     And  over  that  he  saith  that  he  hath  been  at  the  driving  of

The  following  persons  were  sworn,  and  all  confirmed  the  above 
deposition  : — Thomas  Bossewell,  aged  70 ;  John  Reme,  aged  90 ; 
Henry  Edmondson,  aged  76;  Robert  Taylor,  aged  44;  William  Net- 
tylton,  aged  66;  William  Hoby,  of  Shadwell,  aged  70;  Thomas  Turner, 
of  Shadwell,  aged  50;  and  John  Ouchethorp,  aged  50.  The  last 
deposition  is  that  of  Thomas  Thornton,  aged  40,  tenant-at-will  to 
Sir  William  Gascoigne,  Kt.,  who  makes  the  following  amusing  state- 
ment : — "  [He]  deposeth  that  Berwyk  furth  is  as  afore  is  said,  and  over 
that  he  saith  that  he  hath  heard  tell  that  of  old  time  there  was  a 
varience  for  bounds  there,  and  that  certain  of  the  king's  tenants,  of 
Berwyk,  were  brought  there  and  sworn  upon  the  same  matter.  And 
that  they  put  earth  of  the  king's  ground  within  the  lordship  of  Berwyk 
into  their  shoes,  and  when  they  were  brought  to  the  same  ground  they 
swore  that  they  stood  upon  the  king's  ground,  and  so  was  it  called 
Berwyk  furth,  &c.  And  for  their  false  purgury  some  of  them  hanged 
themselves  before  they  came  home,  and  they  were  all  hanged  and 
drowned  within  a  year  after.  And  that  he  reported  him  to  Sir  Robert 
Hayton,  parish  priest  of  Berwyk.  And  so  was  the  same  priest  called 
to  the  matter  and  utterly  denyed  it,"  &c 

The  Commissioners  find  "  that  the  lordship,  &c.,  of  Shadwell  is  of 
the  north  side  of  the  said  Berwyk  furth  and  syke,  and  the  lordship  of 
Berwyk  of  the  south  side,  and  that  Sir  William  Gascoigne  hath,  since 
Easter  last  passed,  enclosed  by  estimation  seven  acres  of  common 
pasture  of  the  south  side  of  the  same  syke,  &c.  And  other  two 
parcels  within  the  lordship  of  Shadwell  of  the  common  pasture  there 
[MS.  illegible]  by  estimation  24  acres." 

Sir  William  is  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Chancellor  and 
Council  of  the  Duchy,  at  Westminster,  on  the  octave  of  Sl  John  the 
Baptist  then  next. 

To  the  charge  of  encroachment — or  approvement,^  as  it  is  termed, 
upon  the  territory  of  Barwick,  Sir  William  replies  that  he  enclosed 
about  12  acres  on  the  south  side  of  his  manor  of  Shadwell,  believing  it 
to  be  parcel  of  his  said  manor ;  but  that  if  any  portion  of  it  be  within 
the  lordship  of  Barwick,  he  makes  no  claim  to  it. 


(i)  An  approvement  is  an  inclosure  of  part  of  a  common  by  the  Lord  of  the 
Manor,  leaving  sufficient  for  the  Commoners. 
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In  reply  to  the  charge  of  enclosure  within  the  lordship  of  Shadwell, 
he  asserts  "that  he  is  lord  of  the  lordship  of  Shadwell,  and  holdeth  it 
of  the  king  as  of  his  honour  of  Pontefract,  parcel  of  the  Duchy  of 
Lancaster,  by  knight's  service  and  by  the  rent  of  3/4  by  the  year;  and 
that  all  his  ancestors,  and  all  they  whose  estate  he  hath  in  the  said 
manor,  have  been  lords  of  the  waste  ground  in  Shadwell,  and  have 
ever  approved  them  of  the  waste  within  the  said  lordship,  leaving 
sufficient  common  to  the  freeholders  and  tenants  there;  and  hath  divers 
approvements  within  the  same,  &c." 

The  success  or  failure  of  this  plea  is  not  stated. 

I  find  two  more  accounts  for  the  manor  of  Roundhay;  that, 
namely,  of  Thomas  Taylor,  reeve  for  the  13th  year  of  Henry  VIII., 
and  that  of  Richard  Austroppe,  for  the  6th  year  of  James  I. 

The  former  of  these  shows  several  changes  of  tenants  to  have 
taken  place  since  the  last  account  The  manor  of  Roundhay, 
with  the  rents  in  Shadwell,  is  now  farmed  by  Lawrence  Baynes,  for 
a  term  of  years,  by  Indenture  dated  20th  February,  11  Henry  VIII., 
and  the  four  bovates  of  land  in  Thorner,  called  "Duke's  Lands," 
"which  were  lately  in  the  tenure  of  Elizabeth  Nettilton,  deceased, 
together  with  the  manor  of  Roundhay  for  a  certain  term  of  years, 
now  by  her  death  expired,"  by  Thomas  Tesshe,  minister  of  the 
House  of  St.  Robert  of  Knaresburgh.  In  the  tenure  of  Seacroft 
there  is  no  change  mentioned. 

Under  the  heading  "Issues  of  the  Manor"  appears  the  following 
note: — "^£6  135.  4</.  for  the  farm  of  the  agistment  of  the  Park  of 
Roundhay,  lately  let  to  Thomas,  Archbishop  of  York,  not  rendered 
here  because  //  (/>.,  the  park)  is  granted  to  Thomas  Darcy,  knt.. 
Lord  Darcy,  and  to  his  heirs  male,  together  with  the  farm  of  the 
herbage  of  the  Park  of  Rothwell,  and  is  answered  for  by  the 
reeve  of  Rothwell." 

Up  to  the  date  of  this  grant  (which  was  probably  made  at  the 
expiration  of  the  Archbishop  of  York's  lease  in  1512),  the  history  of 
the  park  has  been  identical  with  that  of  the  manor,  but  it  now 
becomes  distinct,  and  continues  so  for  nearly  three  hundred  years, 
until  the  two  estates  are  once  more  (in  part)  united  in  the  posses- 
sion of  Mr.  Thomas  Nicholson. 

I  shall,  for  the  present,  leave  the  Park,  and  follow  the  fortunes  of 
the  Manor.  The  next  important  event  in  the  history  of  the  latter 
occurred  in  1603,  when  the  dependent  manor  of  Seacroft  (with  nume- 
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reus  estates  in  different  counties)  was  granted  by  James  I.  to  Charles, 
Earl  of  Devon,^  in  fee  farm  for  ever,  at  an  annual  rental  of  255. 

Seacroft  is  described  in  the  grant  as  "all  that  our  Manor  or 
Farm  of  Seacroft  within  the  lordship  of  Roundhaye,  in  our  county  of 
York,  with  all  its  rights,  &c.  And  also  all  mines  of  coal  lying  and 
being  within  the  wastes  of  the  Lord  the  King  of  Wynmore.  And 
also  two  Water  Mills  under  one  roof  in  Seacroft,  in  the  said  county 
of  York,  with  the  Pools,  Rivers,  Wears,  Vivares  and  Watercourses  to 
the  same  belonging,  now  or  late  in  the  tenure  or  occupation  of 
Christopher  Mather  or  his  assigns,  being  parcel  of  the  possessions  of 
our  Duchy  of  Lancaster.     Dated  28th  Feb.,  1  James  L"^ 

Obviously,  from  the  nature  of  the  ground,  the  water-mills  in 
question  must  have  occupied  a  site  in  or  near  the  valley  of  the 
Wyke  beck;  and  from  the  particulars  furnished  by  the  subjoined 
grant  to  Christopher  Mather,  it  seems  very  probable  that  the  conduit 
which  now  carries  water  from  a  point  in  the  Wyke  beck  at  Roundhay 
to  the  corn  mill  at  the  Foundry,'  is  the  same  to  which  reference  is 
made  in  the  grant.  This  theory  is  supported  by  the  statements  of 
old  inhabitants,  who  remember  the  time  when  "  some  mills "  stood  at 
the  eastern  extremity  of  the  row  of  four  whitewashed  cottages  at  the 
Foundry,  100  yards  east  of  the  present  mill;  and  the  remains  of  an 
ancient  stone  building,  a  portion  of  which  is  incorporated  in  the  end 
cottage,  may  still  be  seen  there. 

Grant  to  Christopher  Mather. 

"(To  all  trCWe  Cbrfetlan  people  unto  whom  this  present  Wrytinge

said  Chrofer  Mather  his  executors  administrators  &  assignes  the  said  Weare  Diche 
and  Newe  Watercourse.  And  doeth  further  by  these  presents  give  and  graunte 
unto  the  same  Chrofer  Mather  his  executors  and  assigns  right  libertie  licence  and 
aucthoritie  to  mainteine  and  con  tine  we  the  same  in  such  sorte  as  he  the  said 
Chrofer  haelh  nowe  made  the  same  with  free  egresse  and  regresse  with  Carte 
Waine  Horse  and  other  necessaries  to  and  frome  the  said  Damme  Watercourse 
and  Closes  to  amende  repaire  and  uphold  the  said  Weare  and  Watercourse  when 
and  as  often  as  nede  shall  requier  and  for  doinge  anie  other  worke  necessarie  for 
the  conveyance  and  bringinge  of  the  said  water  to  the  said  Milne  in  Seacrofte 
aforesaid.  (TO  bflVC  hold  occupie  use  and  enjoye  the  said  Weare  Water  libertie 
licence  ^resse  and  regresse  and  all  other  things  before  given  graunted  and  con- 
firmed unto  the  same  Chrofer  Mather  his  exectours  and  assignes  from  the  feaste  of 
Saint  Michaell  th'archangell  last  past  before  the  date  hereof  unto  th'ende  and 
termc  of  twentie-one  yeres  then  next  ensewinge  fill  lye  to  be  complet  and  ended 
]|}ClNn0C  and  Payinge  therefore  yerelye  unto  the  said  Lord  Darcye  his  heires  and 
assignes  duringe  the  said  terme  the  yerelie  rente  of  three  Shillings  and  fower 
Pence  at  the  feaste  of  Saint  Michaell  th'archangell  onelye.  Jit  WiittiCBBC 
whreof  the  Parties  above  said  to  these  presents  have  sett  there  handes  and  seales 
the  xxiiij*^  daie  of  Octol)er  in  the  xix*^  yere  of  the  reigne  of  our  Soveraigne  Ladye 
Elizabeth  by  the  grace  of  God  Quene  of  Englande  France  and  Irlande  Defender 
of  the  feith  &c.  (1577).

In  1605  the  Earl  conveyed  Seacroft  to  George  Shillito,  Esq.,  of 
Houghton  (by  deed  of  bargain  and  sale,  dated  loth  Sept.,  3  James  I.). 
The  question  now  arose  whether,  by  virtue  of  the  grant  to  Lord  Devon, 
the  manor  of  Seacroft  had  ceased  to  be  subject  to  the  paramount 
manor  of  Roundhay. 
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In  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  this  point  was  hotly  disputed  between 
Mr.  Shillito  and  Mr.  Stephen  Tempest,  who  was  then  lord  of  Roundhay, 
but  whether  the  matter  was  then  brought  before  the  Courts  does  not 
appear  from  the  document  before  me,  which  consists  merely  of  state- 
ments of  claim  and  defence.  Be  this  as  it  may,  the  successive  owners 
of  Seacroft  continued  to  assert  their  independence  of  Roundhay,  and 
until  the  year  1768  they  regularly  held  Courts  for  their  manor  of 
Seacroft,  and  occasionally,  I  believe,  at  later  dates. 

At  Mr.  Shillito's  death  the  Seacroft  estate  passed  to  his  widow,  who 
was  afterwards  married  to  Sir  Ralph  Hansby,  of  Tickhill,  and  who,  as 
Lady  Hansby,  conveyed  it  to  James  Nelthorpe,  Esq.,  of  Windsor.  In  the 
family  of  the  latter  it  descended  to  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Lyon,  who  early  in 
the  present  century  sold  it  to  John  Wilson,  Esq.,  of  Leeds,  grandfather 
of  the  present  owner.*  In  1822,  after  a  lapse  of  nearly  two  centuries, 
the  question  of  the  lordship  of  Seacroft  was  again  raised,  and  formed 
the  subject  of  a  trial  at  York,  before  Mr.  Justice  Abbot,  on  the  29th  of 
July  of  that  year.  A  pretext  for  litigation  was  found  in  the  action  of 
Mr.  Nicholson,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Roundhay,  who  felled  a  tree 
growing  upon  waste  land  by  the  side  of  the  high  road,  opposite  to 
Seacroft  Green — a  proceeding  which  Mr.  Wilson  deemed  an  infringe- 
ment of  his  rights  as  lord  of  the  manor  of  Seacroft.  As  a  result, 
Mr.  Wilson,  the  plaintiff  in  the  action,  was  nonsuited. 

Following  the  history  of  Roundhay,  I  come  to  the  last  of  the 
reeve's  accounts,  that  for  the  6th  year  of  James  I.,  from  which  it 
appears  that  the  manor  of  Roundhay,  with  the  rents  in  Shadwell,  was 
demised  in  the  3rd  year  of  Edward  VI.  to  Edward  Grymestone,  for 
30  years,  at  a  rent  of  ;£^i9  2s,  Sd.,  and  that  in  the  i8th  year  of 
Elizabeth  it  was  demised  in  reversion  to  Justice  Greame  for  a  term  of 
21  years,  together  with  the  land  called  Duke's  Land,  in  Thorner,  which 
latter  was  lately  in  the  tenure  of  Edward  Nettleton.  The  profits  of 
the  manor  of  Seacroft  (except  the  fee-farm  rent  of  25/-  reserved  in  the 
grant  to  Lord  Devon),  and  of  the  park,  of  course  no  longer  appear. 
The  latter,  which  is  described  as  granted  with  the  park  of  Rothwell 
to  George,  Lord  Darcy,*  is  stated  to  be  "approved  into  pasture  and

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demised  to  different  parties,"  a  change  which  was  probably  made  by 
Thomas  Darcy,  the  father  of  George,  or  perhaps  even  before  his  time. 
(See  p.  238.) 

The  manor  continued  in  the  Crown  till  the  year.  1628,  when  by 
grant,  dated  14th  June,  4  Charles  I.,  it  became  the  property  of  the 
City  of  London.     Its  annual  value  is  given  in  this  grant  as  follows  :

On  the  8th  December,  1629,  the  estate  was  purchased  from  the 
Corporation  by  Stephen  Tempest,  Esq.,  of  Broughton,  for  the  sum  of 
jCS^o,  Mr.  Tempest  was  a  captain  in  the  service  of  Charles  I.,  and 
for  his  adherence  to  the  royal  cause  his  estates  were  confiscated  to  the 
Parliament. 

The  next  owner  of  Roundhay  was  William  Lowther,  Esq.,  who,  on 
the  1 6th  September,  1653,  contracted  with  "the  Trustees  for  the  sale 
of  estates  forfeited  to  the  Commonwealth  for  treason"  for  the  purchase 
of  the  manor ;  but  it  appears  not  to  have  been  conveyed  to  him  until 
some  months  later,  since  I  find  that  a  Court  was  held  at  Roundhay 
Grange  on  i6th  April,  1654,  by  Thomas  Tempest,  the  son  of  Stephen. 

From  William  Lowther  the  estate  passed  to  his  nephew.  Sir  John 
Lowther,  who,  by  lease  and  release,  dated  17  th  and  i8th  July,  1688, 
conveyed  it  to  John  Savile,  Esq.,  of  Methley,  in  fee.  In  this  family  it 
descended  to  John  Savile,  second  Earl  of  Mexborough,  who  in  1804 
conveyed  this,  among  other  estates,  to  trustees,  with  power  to  sell ;  and 
from  them  it  was  purchased,  by  lease  and  release,  dated  29th  and  30th 
November,  181 1,  by  Thomas  Nicholson,  Esq.,  of  Roundhay  Park. 
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Having  traced  the  descent  of  the  manor  through  the  hands  of 
successive  owners  into  those  of  Thomas  Nicholson,  I  now  resume  the 
history  of  the  park.  Thomas,  Lord  Darcy,  of  Temple  Newsam — to 
whom,  as  already  shewn  (see  p.  238),  the  parks  of  Roundhay  and 
Roth  well  were  granted  in  the  beginning  of  the  16th  century — was 
beheaded  in  1538  for  his  share  in  the  rebellion  called  the  "Pilgrimage 
of  Grace,"  when  his  estates  were  forfeited  under  a  bill  of  attainder. 
George  Darcy,  the  eldest  son  of  this  unfortunate  nobleman,  was  restored 
in  blood  with  the  title  of  Baron  Darcy,  in  the  2nd  year  of  Edw.  VI., 
1548 ;  and  it  is  no  doubt  to  this  restoration  that  reference  is  made  in 
the  reeve's  account,  wherein  the  park  is  described  as  having  been  granted 
to  George  Darcy.  (See  p.  241.)  The  document  relating  to  Christopher 
Mather's  water-mill  proves  John  Darcy  (the  son  of  George)  to  have 
been  in  possession  of  the  park  in  the  year  1577;  and  in  1599  (41st 
Elizabeth)  I  find  a  grant  (by  letters-patent  dated  6th  June)  of  the 
parks  of  Roundhay  and  Rothwell  Hay,  or  Hayghe,  "  late  parcel  of  the 
lands  of  Thomas  Darcy,  Lord  Darcy,  attainted  and  convicted,"  to  John 
Darcy,  Kt.,  Lord  Darcy  of  Aston,  and  his  heirs  for  ever.  This  was  the 
son  of  the  preceding  John  Darcy,  and  great  grandson  of  the  attainted 
Thomas,  Lord  Darcy.    The  occasion  of  this  grant  does  not  appear. 

A  survey  of  both  parks  was  made,  by  order  of  the  Crown,  in  the 
29th  year  of  Henry  VIH.  (1537),  probably  on  the  occasion  of  Darcy's 
attainder.  The  following  is  an  official  copy  of  the  portion  relating  to 
Roundhay : — 

"The  Survey  of  Rowndehay  and  Rothwell  Hay,  made  the  8th  day  of  October,  the 
yere  of  the  Reigne  of  Kyng  Henry  VIII.  by  the  Grace  of  God,  &c,  29,  by  us, 
John  Bumand  and  Francis  Frobyser,  two  of  the  Coifiyssyoners  assigned  for  the 
same  by  vertue  of  the  Kyng  our  So(^aign  Lord,  hys  Comysson  to  Us  under  the 
Seayle  of  his  Duchie  of  Lancaster,  directed  as  heirafter  ffolloythe : —

cion  of  our  Lady  by  even  porcyons,  the  Terme  begynnyng  at  the  Fest  of  the  Annun- 
ciacyon  of  our  Lady  the  next  ensuyng  the  dayte  herof.  Item,  it  is  covenStcd  by 
the  said  Lord  Darcy  that  he  should  be  allowed  ev*y  yere  of  the  said  sume  xx»  which 
he  the  said  Lawrance  shoulde  pay  to  the  pson  of  Barwyke  for  the  Tj'thes  of  the  said 
newparke. 

"The  (?  Rowles)  pcell  of  the  said  Rowndhay  contenying  by  cstimacyon  cc.  acr. 
letten  by  lease  by  the  said  Lord  Darcy  the  day  &  yere  abovesaid  unto  John  West, 
otherwyse  called  John  Turner,  for  the  t'me  of  xl.  yeres,  paying  yerely  to  the  Lord

conten3nng  by  est)rmacyon  cxl.  acr.  of  grounde  letten  by  the  said  Lord  Darcy  the  day 
&  yere  alx)veseid  unto  Elizal>eth  Wilson  for  the  t*me  of  xl.  yeres,  paying  yerely  to 
the  said  Lord  Darcy  vil>  xiiis  ivd  at  the  Fests  alx)vesaid,  and  to  bcgyn  at  the  seid  fest 
of  the  Annunciac}'on  of   our  I^dy. 

**  The  Gayteman  Close,  pcell  of  the  seid  Rowndhay,  contenyng  by  cstymacyon 
clxxx.  acr.  of  grounde  in  the  occupacyon  of  John  Hube,  paying  yerely  to  the  Lord 
Darcy  at  the  two  fests  alx)vesaid  viiilif  ha\yng  no  lease  thereof,  but  at  will. 

"The  Gleyddayhage,  [?  Gledhow],  otherwyse  called  Olzer  Bui  well,  pcell  of  the 
said  Rowndhay,  contenying  by  estymacyon  cc.  acr.  of  grounde  letten  by  the  said  Lord 
Darcy  the  day  &  yere  alwvesaid  unto  Rol^ert  Jackson  for  the  t'me  of  iii.  yere,  whereof 
one  was  spent  at  the  Annuncyacyon  of  our  Lady  last  past,  payng  yerely  at  the  to 
t'mes  aboveseid  xli-

The  parcels  of  land  enumerated  above  contain,  together,  1,260 
acres,  or  222  acres  less  than  the  present  acreage  of  the  township  of 
Roundhay,  which  the  ordnance  map  gives  as  1,482  a.  ir.  19  p.  The 
difference  may,  perhaps,  be  explained  by  supposing  the  cultivated  land 
only  to  be  included  in  the  earlier  survey,  and  the  omission  of  woods,  or 
of  common  land  which  has  been  since  enclosed. 

John,  Lord  Darcy  last  mentioned,  dying  without  issue,  his  estates 
passed  to  his  sister  Anne,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Savile,  Esq.,  of  Copley. 
Her  grandson,  Sir  John  Savile,  Bart.,  of  Copley,  afterwards  became 
owner  of  Roundhay  Park,  and  in  his  possession  I  find  it  in  the 
1 6th  year  of  Charles  II.  Sir  John's  only  child  and  heiress,  Mary 
Elizabeth,*  was  married  on  the  nth  Oct.,  1681,  to  Lord  Thomas 
Howard  of  Worksop,  whose  sons  by  her,  Thomas  and  Edward,  became 
respectively  8th  and  9th  Dukes  of  Norfolk.  The  last-named  nobleman 
settled  the  park,  in  1767,  upon  William,  15th  Baron  Stourton,  the 
husband  of  Winifrede  Howard,  his  niece ;  and  by  their  son,  Charles 
Philip,  Lord  Stourton,  it  was  sold  (Aug.  4th,  1803)  to  Thos.  Nicholson 
and  Samuel  Elam,  Esqs.  The  former  gentleman,  as  already  stated, 
purchased  the  manor  of  Roundhay  in  181 1,  thus  again  uniting  the  two 
properties  in  the  hands  of  one  owner,  after  a  separation  of  some  three 
centuries.

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The  share  of  the  latter  gentleman,  which  lay  to  the  south  of  the 
Leeds  and  Wetherby  Road  (see  map),  was  not  long  afterwards  dis- 
tributed amongst  a  number  of  purchasers,  and  therefore  need  not  be 
noticed  further.  Mr.  Nicholson's  share,  to  the  north  of  the  same  road, 
included  a  picturesque  tract  of  undulating  ground,  on  an  elevated 
part  of  which  he  built  for  himself  a  handsome  stone  mansion,  and 
formed  round  it  an  extensive  park.  To  this  demesne  he  gave  the 
time-honoured  name  of  Roundhay  Park,  adding  to  its  natural  beauties 
a  fine  artificial  sheet  of  water.  To  his  generosity  Roundhay  owes  its 
church,  almshouses,  school,  and  parsonage,  all  which  he  built,  and  the 
two  former  of  which  he  endowed.^ 

I  am  informed  that  Mr.  Nicholson  used  often  to  speak  of  a  tra- 
dition that  the  owner  of  Roundhay  was  entitled  to  a  belt  of  his 
neighbour's  land,  a  deer's  leap  in  breadth,  beyond  the  boundary  fence 
of  the  ancient  park,  a  privilege  known  as  the  "Roundhay  Gold 
I^ce." 

Thomas  Nicholson  died  without  issue  on  the  14th  of  January,  182 1, 
having  devised  his  Roundhay  estate  to  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  for  life  or 
widowhood,  and  after  her  death  or  re-marriage  to  his  brother,  Stephen 
Nicholson,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  the  children  of  the  latter  in  tail 
male,  whom  failing,  to  his  nephew  William  Nicholson  Phillips.  Stephen 
Nicholson  dying  without  issue,  on  February  23rd,  1858,  the  estate 
passed  to  William  Nicholson  Phillips,  who,  in  accordance  with  his 
uncle's  will,  had  assumed  the  name  of  "Nicholson"  in  lieu  of  that  of 
Phillips,  by  Royal  licence  dated  the  30th  October,  1827.  This  gentle- 
man, by  a  deed  of  disentailment  executed  in  1852,  became  absolute 
owner  of  the  estate,  the  whole  of  which,  by  his  will  dated  the  i8th  of 
April,  1867,  and  proved  on  the  21st  of  November  of  the  following 
year,  he  directed  to  be  sold  by  his  executors.  He  died  on  the  19th  of 
September,  1868,  and  shortly  afterwards,  in  1872,  this  historic  property 
was  brought  to  the  hammer.  A  large  slice,  including  the  mansion  and 
park,  fell  to  the  Corporation  of  Leeds.     The  ancient   manor-house. 


(l)  The  church  at   Roundhay  contains  three  marble  tablets  in  inemor)*  of  the 
following  members  of  the  Nicholson  family  :— 

Thomas  Nicholson,  of  Roundhay  Park,  Esq.,  died  14th  January,  1821,  aged  56. 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  died  8th  February,  1833,  aged  66. 

Stephen   Nicholson,   Esq",  died    23rd   February,   1 858,  aged  80.     Sarah  his 
wife,  died  20th  August,  1862,  aged  74. 

William   Nicholson   Nicholson,  Esq",  died  19th   Scptcmlx;r,  1868,  aged  64. 
Martha  his  wife,  died  26th  August,  187 1,  aged  61. 
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Roundhay  Grange,  with  the  surrounding  land,  was  bought  by 
Mr.  Thomas  Coultate;  and  an  adjoining  farm  by  Mr.  Benjamin 
Naylor;  while  the  lordship  of  the  manor,  offered  as  a  separate  "lot," 
was  purchased  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Sagar-Musgrave,  of  Red  Hall,  near 
Shadwell.  This  gentleman,  as  shewn  by  the  accompanying  pedigree, 
represents  the  three  families  of  Sagar,  Musgrave,  and  Atkinson,  all  of 
which  have  for  several  generations  been  resident  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Leeds.  The  Musgraves  appear  to  have  settled  at  Bramley,  and 
the  neighbouring  villages  of  Armley  and  Wortley,  more  than  four 
centuries  ago,  but  subsequent  to  1379,  since  the  name  does  not  occur 
in  the  Poll  Tax  Return  for  that  year.  Thoresby  {Ducaius  Leodiensis, 
page  186)  and  Burke  (Descent  of  Sir  Richard  J.  Musgrave,  Bart., 
of  Tourin,  co.  Waterford)  connect  them  with  the  Musgraves  of 
Westmoreland. 

Caley  Hall,  sometime  the  home  of  the  Atkinsons,  is,  as  most  of 
my  readers  will  know,  a  picturesque  ivy-clad  house,  standing  a  short 
distance  to  the  south  of  the  railway,  midway  between  Pool  and  Otley 
stations.  A  mural  tablet  in  Pool  Church,  in  memory  of  Henry 
Atkinson,  of  Caley,  has  the  following  inscription,  above  which  is  a 
shield  displaying  the  impaled  coats  of  Atkinson  and  Fawkes,  sur- 
mounted  by  the  crest  of  the  former  family : —

*WJED  HALL,  a  substantial  mansion  of  red  brick  embellished  with 
stone,  which  no  doubt  received  its  name  from  the  colour  of  its 
walls,  stands  to  the  north  of  the  highroad  leading  from  Leeds  to 
Wetherby,  a  short  distance  outside  the  boundary  of  Roundhay.  The 
house  itself  is  in  the  parish  of  Shad  well,  and  is  held  as  copyhold  of 
the  manor  of  Roundhay  ;  while  the  park  and  garden  in  front  of  it  are 
within  the  parish  of  Barwick,  and  are  copyhold  of  that  manor. 

According  to  Thoresby,  the  hall  was  built  by  a  Leeds  merchant, 
one  Mr.  Richard  Lodge,  who  is  said  by  the  same  writer  to  have  died 
in  the  year  1656.  {Ducatus  Leodiensis,  p.  145.)  I  conclude  that 
Mr.  Lodge  or  his  son,  who  died  in  17 10,  sold  the  property  to  the 
Saviles,  since  I  find  that  the  present  owner's  title  is  derived  from 
Lady  Mary  Savile,  widow  of  Sir  John  Savile  of  Copley,  the  mother  of 
Lady  Howard.  (See  p.  244.)  It  is  said  that  Lord  and  Lady  Howard 
resided  for  some  years  at  the  hall,  and  from  the  following  entries  in 
the  parish  register  of  Thorner  it  would  appear  that  some  of  their 
children  were  bom  there : — 

Mary  Howard,  Daughter  of  Thomas  Ld.  Howard  of  Norfolk,  was  Baptised  the 
1 6th  day  of  November,  1682. 

Thomas,  sonn  of  the  Right  honarable  Lord  Thomas  Haworth,  duk  of  Norfolk, 
Baptised  the  9th  day  of  December,  1683. 

Henry,  the  sonn  of  Thomas  Lord  Haworth,  duk  of  Norfolk,  Baptised  the  14th 
day  of  December,  1684. 

The  first  entry  appears  to  be  in  the  vicar's  handwriting,  but  the 
others  were  evidently  made  by  a  less  scholarly  person,  presumably  his 
clerk,  who  was  uncertain  as  to  Lord  Howard's  name  and  title.  The 
second  of  these  children,  Thomas,  succeeded  his  uncle  as  eighth  Duke 
of  Norfolk. 

The  title-deeds  of  the  property  show  that  on  the  nth  of  August, 
1 7 10,  Lady  Mary  Savile  agreed  to  convey  Red  Hall  and  five  closes  of 
land  to  James  Ibbotson,  of  Leeds,  merchant.  On  the  9th  of  October 
following.  Lady  Mary  Elizabeth  Howard,  her  daughter,  was  admitted 
tenant  to  the  same,  in  the  manor  court :  and  on  the  2nd  December  she 
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executed  a  deed  of  conveyance  to  James  Ibbotson,  who  was  himself 
admitted  at  a  court  held  on  the  31st  of  December  of  the  same  year. 
Mr.  Ibbotson  devised  Red  Hall  to  his  son  Henry,  who  was  created  a 
baronet  in  1748.  By  the  latter's  son,  Sir  James  Ibbotson,  the  hall, 
together  with  other  property,  was  sold  to  Mr.  John  Simpson,  of 
Roundhay  Grange,  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  respec- 
tively the  13th  and  14th  of  February,  1769.  Mr.  Simpson  left  several 
sons,  all  of  whom  dying  without  issue,  the  estate  passed  to  their  sister, 
the  wife  of  Benjamin  Atkinson,  Esq.,  of  Manston  Lodge,  whose  second 
son,  Wm.  Simpson  Atkinson,  of  Barrowby  Hall,  near  Garforth,  became 
the  next  owner.  The  latter  gentleman  having  no  children,  devised 
Red  Hall  to  his  niece,  Miss  Katherine  Louisa  Atkinson,  to  whom  it 
now  belongs.  The  principal  feature  of  the  interior  of  the  house  is  the 
spacious  entrance  hall,  which  extends  to  the  roof  of  the  building,  and 
is  handsomely  decorated.
